Complete plans were announced yes- 
terdey for a non-stop. transatlantic 
flight from New York to Paris, to take 
plate ‘in the coming May, in an air-; 
plane to be called the America, flown 
by Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd, 
U. 8. N., leader of last year’s North 
Pole expedition, with Floyd Bennett of 
the Byrd expedition as his pilot. 

The flight is sponsored and financed 
by the America, Trans-Oceanic Com- 
pany, Rodman Wanamaker, President, 
which has existed ever since 1914; with 
an ultimate transatlantic flight in 
mind. In that year Mr. Wanamaker 


The 
war temporarily put an end to the 
plans, but ever since Mr. Wanamaker 
has. kept steadily in view his purpose 
vf bringing about such an achieve- 
ment.

crossing this Spring. Both Mr. Wana- 
maker and Commander Byrd empha- 
size the fact that the flight is to be 
made solely in the interests of aero- 
nautic science and international good- 
will—to..demonstrate “the tremendous 
part which will eventually be played 
by aviation in international relations 
when the rapid progress of aerial navi- 
gation will make such crossings a rMat- 
ter of routine. 

When the America—named as was its 
predecessor thirteen years ago—leaves 
New York, it will keep in constant 
communication with this city by radio. 
During the thirty-five to forty hours 
of the flight messages will be sent 
almost every half hour telling in detail 
of the progress made and the condi- 
tions under which the plane is flying: 
These radio messages wil! be sent, by 
arrangement, to THE New YoRK TIMES 
and The Philadelphia. Record and by 
them ‘will be made available to all 
news agenciés, so that every American 
newspaper mey , keep its readers in- 
formed of what is going on in the 
plane and what is its position. 

The America ‘l'rans-Oceanic Company 
was originally formed to build and 
operate the first America in 1914, The 
company has been kept alive ever since 
by Mr. Wanamaker in the confident 
expectation'that eventually a transat- 
lantic flight from Paris to New York— 
longer than the hop made by Alcock 
in 1919 from: New Foundland to Ire- 
land—might safely be made as air- 
planés’ of more scientific construc- 
tion and with better motors were built. 
Until the last year or two the distance, 
3,600. .miles,. has. been an .impossible 
achievement,.but .airplane design has 
improved so rapidly and the success ot 
air-cooled motors has been so. remark- 
able that this year it seems possible 
that several planes may make the 
crossing. 

Passenger Service in View. 


Both Mr. Wanamaker and Com- 
mander Byrd hope that the flight will 


prove the reliability of present-day air- 
planes and motors, and will ald in 
solving problems of aerial navigation, 
so that larger ships may be built capa- 
ble not only of.catfrying stfficient fuel 
but also passengers and mail. The 
cooperation of~many agencies in fur- 
nishing weather reports will also lay 
the foundation for a meteorological 
service that will enable transatlantic 
planegi of ‘the €uture, to\avoid storms. 
Navigation and accurate weather pre- 
dictions are as important as airplane 
efficiency on such flights.

Commander Noel 
Davis, U. S. N., form two of the best 
crews it would be possible to assemble. 
Both Byrd and Davis are excellent 
navigators, both have unusual records 
in the navy.. Their aides are distin- 
guished not only for their flying abil- 
ity, but for their resourcefulness and 
calmness in an emergency. ; 
Flying the Atlantic over a course 
3,600 miles long wil] call for every bit 
of courage, resource and endurance in 
these men. On such a flight, with 
changing conditions of load; with 
‘changing weather, various motor con- 
ditions to be met, there is a constant 
need for alertness, quick and sound 
judgment, and unusual! resourceful- 
ness. The cutting away. of a dead 
motor, with all its hazards, the repair- 
ing of one in mid-flight,’ the necessity 
for moving about on exposed parts of 
‘the plane high above the ocean, are 
only some of the emergencies which 
may confront them. 

When Alcock and Brown flew across 
the Atlantic in one hop from New- 
foundiand to Ireland over a much 
shorter course, it strained their every 
capacity to the utmost. They .did not 
have the same instruments or as good 
a plane, but the length of this flight 
more than makes up for the improve- 
ment in airplane design. 


Commander Byrd’s Record. 


Commander Byrd; who was promoted 
to his present rank as the result of 
his flight to the North Pole from 
Spitzbergen last Spring, is a descend- 
ant of an old Virginia family. He is 
the descendant of the William Byrd 
who settled in Virginia in the seven- 
teenth century and founded ‘the estate 
at Westover, a historic show place. His 
family -has a long record of distin- 
guished service. .A_ brother,.. Harry 
Flood Byrd, is Governor of Virginia. 

When:Commander Byrd was twelve 
years old he, persuaded his mother to 
let him go to. the Philippines on a 
visit to an old friend, then a Judge in 
the islands, and the boy started off on 
what,.turned out to, be' a trip around 
the world, completed, all .b-- himself, 
before he was 14 years old. When he 
had finished his preliminary schooling 
he: went: to’ the Naval Academy’ and 
after the usual sea experience. joined 
the aviation branch the service. He 
-was retired from active service in 1916 
for disability, when he drove. a nail 
through his foot, but he continued in 
active. service, though, nominally, re-

First Flight a Surprise. 


Commanuer Davis’s flight yesterday 
was spectacular because of the ele- 
ment of surprise. The secret of his 
preparations had been well kept, and 
the speed with which the plane was 
put together broke all records for the 
Keystone factory, where it was manu- 
factured. When he took the plane up 
for his first hop in it he announced 
that he was more than satisfied with 
its performance. 

“The plane handles: beautifully,’”’ he 
said. “It responds quickly and easily 
to control, and surpasses all our expec- 
tations. 

“It shows wonderful manoevre abil- 
ity, but what its actual performance 
will be I will not know exactly until 
the tests are completed, a month or six 
weeks from now. We want to test it 
thoroughly. 

“The plane has aJready surpassed the 
speed which. was calculated for it. At 
full throttle it flies more than 120 miles 
an hour, just how much more I do not 
wish to say now, but it flies faster 
with 1,000 pounds useru! toad than we 
had supposed it would fly light. We 


tried various motor combinations and 
it flew well with two motors or one, 
instead of three, and even climbed a 
little way on any one motor. That is 
unusual in«such a ship. From this 
performance I am sure that the plane 
will meet its other specifications 
equally well.” 


Test Impresses Spectators. 
The test by Commander Davis was 
staged under a gray sky, which made 


the brilliant yellow outline of the plane 
stand out in strong relief.

SHANGHAI, April 9.—All . reports 
and several confirmatory events indi- 
cate that the Nationalists have n+ 
countered a serious reverse which, if 
true, is the first since their advance 
from Canton. wm. 

Foreign and Chinese reports tonight 
announce the recaptufe of Yangchow 
by troops of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, 
and announce that his outposts al- 
ready are on the banks of the Yangtse 
River. 

Other reports, unconfirmed, are that 
the State Nationalists also are retreat- 
ing on Pukow. 

As reported, General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s divisions at Shanghai .were or- 
dered dispatched as _ reinforcements 
when the Nationalists met serious op- 
position several days ago, and some 
left yesterday. Troop trains departed 
from the North Station all day long, 
but no news of the seriousness of the 
situation reached Shanghai until to- 
day. 

Last midnight Chiang’ s special train 
pulled out, taking the Nationalist,com- 
mander, his staff and bodyguard, with 
his destination reported as Nanking, 
but there seemed a possibility he might 
halt at Chinkiang. 


Wireless messages from foreign na- 
val vessels cff Chinkiang report a 
sudden cessation of Nationalist rein- 
forcements going across the river 
northward, and a hurried transfer of 
Nationalists to the south in the neigh- 
borhood of Chinkiang. 


Boat Loads of Wounded. 


A wireless statement that the Na- 
tionalist flags have disappeared from 
the Chinkiang streets, with the excep- 


tion of the Customs House, indicates 
that the Chinese population expects 
the city may soon be occupied by the 
Northerners.

Mrs. Carolina 8. Pratt of.Des.Moines, 
Iowa, was held yesterday in $500 bail 
for trial in.

had told under oath that. Mrs. Pratt 
had beaten, her with a shoe tree and 
burned her with a curling iron for dis- 
obeying instructions to remain in her 
room at the Hotel Plaza when ieft 
alone, Mrs. Pratt was arrested in 
chambers and waived.examination. 

The chief witness at the hearing, 
which was condueted partly in open 
court and partly in chambers, was the 
child herself, who looked like a doll 
in the big witness chair as she gazed 
wonderingly at the judge, the array 
of lawyers and the spectators in the 
crowded courtroom. 

The complaint upon which Mrs. Pratt 
was held was signed by the child. It 
was a dramatic moment when, after 
the secret session, the little complain- 
ant was lifted to a table from which 
she could look over the bar at Mazgis- 
trate Flood, and identify the signature 
on the affidavit as her own. 


Little Witness Bewildered. 


Asked by the Magistrate if she knew 
the contents of the document, Roberta 
became bewildered. At first she said 
she did, then she shook her brown 
curls and said she didn’t, but finally 
said she did, after-Vincent Pissarra, 
Superintendent of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, had 
explained its import to her.

Three theatres in the heart of the 
Times Square section having a seating 
capacity of close to 3,000 were sold 
yesterday by Robert E. Dowling of 
the City Investing Company, and for- 
mer owner of the-City Investing Build- 
ing at 165 Broadway, to Walter Reade, 
who controls a chain of thirty-eight 
theatres in this and other cities.

possible and they are anxious to re- 
turf to their homes in America. 

“There has been considerable talk 
about there not being sufficient ton- 
nage and* passenger accommodations 
to take care of these people. Want to 
assure you we have ample tonnage 
and accommodations to take care of all 
Amerteans in China,; 

“Furthermore, we have just arranged 
to bring home on our steamer Presi- 
dent Piercé, sailing from Shanghai on 
April 9, 300 Américans in third-class 
accommodations. This is in addition 
to our first-class accommodations. 

“We are also arranging to bring 

home on éach of our following steam- 
ers somewhere between 300 and 500 
Americans, and have ample space to 
take care of whatever demands may 
be made on ts. We also have ample 
tonnage and space and are prepared 
to take out to China any number of 
troops, officers and supplies for our 
Government, 
* “Probably you would like to know 
this so that you can advise the vari- 
ous departments that we are prepared 
to handle the situation, as before long 
they will undoubtedly be receiving in- 
formation from China and would like 
them to have first-hand information 
from us as to Gur éxact situation. 

“You can assure them that whatéver 
the emergency may be, they can de- 

end on us to meet it and we are hold- 
ng ourselves in readiness to take care 
of their requirements. 

‘‘Have ked with ¢ lonel Bash of 
Trahsport Service here and told him 
they could call on us for anything they 
required. The only thing we do ask 
is that we be allowed to handle our

SAYS REDS WILL QUIT 
WHEN CANTONESE WIN 


Kuo Tai-chi, Agent for Foreign 
Affairs in Shanghai, Declares 
Moderates Predominate. 











SHANGHAI, April 9 (@.—The Moa- 
erates are in the majority in the Can- 
tonese political party and are bound to 
win, Kuo Tai-chi, Cantonesé Commis- 
sioner for Foreign Affairs in the Shang- 
hai district, told The Associated Press 
today in a frank Giscussion of the 
aims, methods, probleths and present 
operations of the revolutionary move- 
ment. 

When the moderate victory comes, 
he said, Michael Borodin, the Russian 
who has béenh advising the Cantonese 
Government at Hankdw, must go, and 
many Red Russian ideas will have to 
be discarded by the Cantonese, 

The western world should not be 
hysterical over the Chitiese situation, 
he said. The battle against reaction in 
China has been won, and the future 
contest is against the wultra-radicals 
within the Kuomintang (Cantonese 
political party). 

A defeat of the radicals, however, he 
pointed out, would not mean the dis- 
carding of all the ideas given to the 
world by Russia or scrapping of the 
major policies of the late Sun Yat-sen, 
founder of the: Cantonese Government. 
The prébéent G@onflict was largely be- 
tween the Shanghai group and the 
radicals within the Central Executive 
Committee at Hankow, he said. 

Kuo is admittedly high in the coun- 
cils of the Kuomintang, and is acting 
chief aide to Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Cantonese military commander. He is 
a graduate of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, 

He expressed the view that evén- 
tually there would be a controversy 
over the location of the new capital, 
some prefering Nanking and others 
Peking. Nanking was favored by some 
becausé of its dentral location and for 
sentimental reasons, Sun Yat-sen’s 
mausoleum being there. The majority, 
however, he thought favored Peking. 

Kuo annotinhéed the formation of a 
committee of fifteén to administer af- 
fairs in the Shanghai district for the 
Chinese as a branch of the Central 
Bxecutive Committee. It will have 
fiinctions similar to those of the Mu- 
nici Council in the international 
settlement, being virtually autonomous 
as regards local affairs, One of its 
functions will be to coordinate all in- 
formation from Chinese sources. 

Kuo sald tHe had received a telegram 
from L. M. Karakhan, Soviet Ambas- 
sador to China, who 18 now in Moscow, 
asking for data oe the placing 
of guards around the Soviet Consulate 
General in the international settle- 
ment. Kuo feplied that the guards 
had been assigned by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council and included lite 
Russians, British and Chinese.

Leaves Revenge to Cantonese.

MOSCOW, April 9.—The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has decided ‘‘not to play the 
adversary’s game’ if it can possibly 
help it. In the face of what is termed 
here “unparalleled provocation’ at 
Peking, Sharighai and Tientsin, the 
Soviet leaders are keeping cool and 
viewing the situation objectively. 

“Chang Tso-lin and the British are 
trying to force a rupture upon us,’’ 
they argue. ‘‘Well, we will not be 
forced. They may want a pretext for 
intervention and military action. We 
will not give it to them.” 

Of course, this does not mean that 
the Soviet will not protest, and keep on 
protesting, with the utmost vehemence. 
Nor that the Soviet is frightenéd and 
shrinks from possible eventualities in 
the near future, which are thoroughly 
understood here and for which prép- 
aration is beifig made. 

There probably will be attempts, too, 
on the part of the rank and file of the 
Communist Party and the labor unions 
to stampede the Government into over- 
strong action. But party discipline 
has stood worse assaults than that, 
and M. Stallin and his colleagues have 
a firm grip on the Russian helm. 

“We shall léave the ruifious pret 
of prestige to England.” said a hig 
official to THz New York Timms to- 
day. ‘‘As Marxists, we keep our eyes 
on thé facts, not phantoms.” 

He did not elucidate the said facts, 
but as seen by Russian eyes they are 
as follows: 

Chang Tso-lin’s position already is 
shaky and his drive against the Soviets 
in the nature of a forlorn hope. 

Soon, quite soon, the Nationalist 
armies will thrust forth into Shan- 
tung and threaten Chihli. Then Chang 
must concentrate his forces to meet 
them, and Peking, already Nationalist 
in sympathy, will be free to join the 
revolutionary side. 

Simultaneously it is probable that 
Feng Yu-hsiang will drive at Peking 
and Nationalist influénces will grow 
as Chang’s diminishes. 

So why push at a door that is likely 
soon to open anyway? 

Théfe, in a phrase, you have the 
keynote of the presént Soviet policy. 
What will come late-whether @ genu- 
ine mass revolution or not—is on the 
knées of the gods, 

To the Russian view the present 
period of China is equivalent to the 
early days of Kerensky hére. The pot 
must boil some more, as it boiled in 
Russia, before the meat is cooked. 

Meanwhile, there is more reassuring 
news herd regarding the attitude of 
Japan, who, after all, it is thought 
here holds the major trumps in the 
Chitiese game. The Japanese might 
support Chang in Manchufia, but they 
are anxious to retain the friendship of 
the Soviet. and the Nationalists. They 
still are uncertain and hesitant, but 
afé said to be working like Moscow for 
the cause of peace.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The evac- 
uation by Americans and British of all 
China except of Peking and other 
Northern points has beén practically 
completed with the ¢oricentration of 
these nationals in a few coast cities 
under the protéctioh of their naval ves- 
sels, bluejack-‘s and marines.

The dispatch received today from 
Admital Hough was forwarded to the 
Navy Depattmént by Admiral Wil- 
liams as follows:

Brothers Bank was dragged through 
the streets and beaten for his refusal 
to accede to union demands. The 
Standard Oil property was inventoried 
and sealed on April seventh.

Pictures British Policy as Wise. 


Sir Auckland pictured the British 
policy in China as fully justified and 
wise, Turning to a closer analysis of 
the Chinese situation he said: 


“Remember that China is getting her 
westernization mainly from America. 
A very large percentage of wésterhized 
Chinese are Americanized. It is the 
fashion to believe there is little dif- 
ference between Americanization and 
Eureope jon, There is teally a 
very great difference. The American 
outlook is far different from that of 
Europe. , 

“It is the fashion to think of Anierica 
being like ourgelves and having special 
sympathy with this country. Those of 
you who have followed the recent 
mayoralty election in Chicago will have 
noticed that today as in past the anti- 
British cry is helpful at the polls. The 
old sport of twisting the lion’s tail, 
which Wwhén well pefformed carried 
many aspiring Congressmen into the 
House, is still good sport in America. 

“From c‘nong the lower and middle 
classés in America matiy Chinese have 
absorbed their Western ontlo6k. There 
is, therefore, in China a very great 
number of young men and women who 
are wéstérnized, Americanized and an- 
ti-Britishized. 

“Amefica has no concessions, as we 
have. Americans live in our conces+ 
sions. ang get all the advantages 
and none of the odfum. 

“IT am not suggesting that there is 
conscious American Governmental in- 
fluence, at work. Such a thing is not 
true. What I am saying is this, that 
we have in China a large number of 
Chinese who, having beén in América 
have absorbed the idéas which Amer- 
ica gives and having got back to 
China, fepeat the shibboleths . they 
heard in the United States about Brit- 
ish dealing and British imperialism 
and they become leaders of an anti- 
British movemént which has for its 
object getting something which never 
belonged to them and which their race 
never created, namely, the European 
cities in China. 

“It is into a movement of that sort 
that has come the influence of Mos- 
cow, finding the ge deeply tilled 
and prepared so that it could swing 
the whole movement in China into 
anti-British channels, It has suited 
their game and they have played their 
game, as always, with energy and 
skill. Theit game at the presént time 
is to do as much harm as poésible to 
the British Empire.”

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DENY DR. WILLIAMS 
HAD PISTOL AT NANKING 


Associates Describe Marder of 
Missionary as Wanton Act 
of Cantonese Soldier. 


SHANGHAI, April 9 (@.—Allegations 
that Dr. J. E. Williams, Vicé Presi- 
volver in his hand when-hé was killed 
im the anti-foreign outbreak at Nan- 
king-on March 24 are false, Dr. A. J. 
Bowen, President of the university, 
told The Associated Press today. 

Dr. Bowen, who formerly resided at 
Kankakee, fil, but has spent thirty 
years in Chiria, was an éyewitness of 
the slaying of Dr. Williams. . 

“Dr. Williams had no weapon of any 
Rind,” declared Dr. Bowen. “TI don’t 
bélieve he ever owned a gun in his 
life and hée did not know how to use 
one, if he had.” 

Dr. Bowen described in detail how 
seven OF eight Cantonese. soldiers 
rounded up a group of. six Americans 
on Nanking University campus. 

“They first searched us thoroughly 
for weapons,” he recalled. “They 
found none. Then they lined us up 
and began to take our watches and go 
through our pockets for mioney. If 
pulled out my $2 watch ard gave it to 
my searchers. 

“‘Anothér was taking Dr. Williams’s 
watch. Dr. Willidms was arguing 
mildly in Chinesé,- saying, ‘You don’t 
want that,’ when his searchers or an- 
other soldier standing by shot Dr. 
Williams in the head witha rifle at 
close range.

James M. Speers Jr., a teacher in 
Nanking University, gave The Asso-

“Notie of us fesisted, but when a 
soldier took hold of Dr. Williams's 
watch, Dr. Williams, without touching 
the watch or the man, told the man 
it was his mother’s watch and that 
the man didn’t want it. Another sol- 
dier, standing béside the fitst, poked 
his rifle into Dr. Williams’s face ard 
fired, the bullet going in néar the ¢ 
and coming out near the ear. The 
two soldiers immediately went through 
Dr. Williams's pockets as he lay on 
the ground, then unconcernely strolled 
off, occasionally firing their rifles in 
the air.’ : 

Harry Clemons, librarian of Nanking 
University, described how the soldiers 
searched the group of foréigners for 
arms just before the shooting occurred. 
They found no arms. ‘This led to the 
séarch for valuables in which Dr. Wil- 
liams was killed, 


The statement that Dr. Williams was 
drawing a révolvéer when he was shot 
was contained in a dispatch from G. 
A. Kennedy at Shanghai to The Na- 
tion, New York.

gunboat Wivern this morning reported 
that sixty-eight launches and thirteen 
junks with troops, horses, stores and 
300 wounded crossed the rivér from 
north bank at Chinkiang yesterday, 
and were still crossing today.

The U. S 8 Paul Jones,’ off Chin- 
Kiang, sends.similar reports, adding 
that three Chinese cruisers have begun 
encircling Silver Island. The present 
allegiance Of the lower Yangtse fleet is 
not mentioned. It was formerly with 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, then turned 
over to the Nationalists, and probably 
is still with the latter, as Admiral 
Yang Hsu-chuang, naval Commander- 
in-Chief, was present two days ago at 
a military conference held with Chiang 
Kai-shek here. 


Chang Tsung-chang Alds Sun. 


Local newspapers report that General 
Chang. Tsung-chang has reinforced 
Sun Chuan-fang’s troops by way of 
the Grand Canal. Twenty thousand of 
Sun Chuan-fang’s troops, under Lu 
Hsiang-ting, who was regarded as 
Sun's best General, are reported to 
have stopped the Nationalists in a bat- 
tle of the past four of more days. 

From Nanking also foreign naval 
vessels report that woun have been 
returning southward and that more 
bombs from ail es have been 
dropped in the neighborhood of Pukow, 
but they alsu state that reinforcements 
continue crossing northward.

May Menace Shanghal. 


There is speculation here that the 
Shantufigese may again cross the 
Yangtse, cut the railway and threaten 
Shanghai, but while this is possible, 
especially because Chiang Kai-shek is 
harassed by internal party dissensions, 
the Yangtse River is a serious barrier 
and the Southerners will bring boats 
to the south side, so it is supposed 
Chang Tsung-chang will be wary of 
another vehture south of the river. 

Meantime, Chiang Kai-shek has left 
Chinese Shanghai without a recognized 
civil government, with several fac- 
tions claiming authority, with the 
General Labor Union retaining several 
thousand armed irregulars, with mar- 
tial law proclaimhed and Pai Chuttg-hsi 
holding authority here in Chiang’s ab- 
sence. But no serious troubles are 
expected here, either from the troops 
or armed laborers, the leaders of both 
having publicly déclared to the Chi- 
nése against stich action.

British Gunboat Fires Back at Forts. 


The British gunboat Veteran reports 
being fired on by field guns and rifles 
while passing thé Cha Hsan-kwan 
forts yésterday about fifteen miles 
down the fiver from Chinkiang. The 
Veteran turned and bombarded the 
forts with eighty rounds from its main 
batteries of 4.7 guns, silencing the 
forts. One fort gun was dismantled 
and the barracks were hit. It is 
impossible to estimate the casualties 
as.the Chinese soldiers disappeared 
rapidly. :

Policy Is Against thdemnity’ for 
Death of Dr. Williams, 
ce ate een ar oa 
Following communistic attacks and 
attempts to force the Government to 
confiscate Christian schools at Foo- 
chow, a Christian campaign and a 
parade of 1,000 native Christian stu-, 
dents received Government ‘ approval 
and aroused popular sentimént in favor 
of the missions, according to a cable 
received yesterday by the Methodist 
Board of Foreign Missions, 150 Fifth 
Avenue, from Bishop Wallace E. 
Brown and thirteen other missionaries. 
It was at Foochow that the Metho- 
dists established many years ago their 
first mission station in China and for 
that reason their missionaries who 
have left many other stations in China 
at the request of the Consuls and their 
own directors persist in staying there. 
It was also at Foochow thatthe 
Dominican orphanage was looted’ and 
raided some months ago and at that 
time several of the missionaries were 
forced to flee for their lives. The 
cable indicates to leaders ‘here oes

Mission leaders are particul 

that Christian students have 
played so big a part in the Jeunustre 
tion against communism.

Oppose Indemnity Over Williams. 


The Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church announced 
yesterday that it was opposed to the 
policy of asking for an indemnity from 
the Chinese for the death of Dr. John 
E. Williams, who was shot by soldiers 
at Nanking. 

“The recent death by violence of the 
Rev. John E. Williams, D. D.,.an Am- 
erican citizen, in, Nanking,’’’the state- 

ment says in part, ‘‘is the occasion 
for newspaper réferences to the pos- 
sibility of claim by the American Gov- 
ernment for indemnity. 

“Inasmuch as Dr. Williams was a 
regularly appointed missionary of the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and as the board and the enter- 
prise which it represents would be in- 
directly affected by any claim for in- 
demnity on account of fis death, we 
call attention to the historic policy of 
the board regarding this question. 

“The Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions has never requested nor ac- 
cepted indemnity for the death of any 
missiona ard it is fully convinced 
that in the case of ‘Dr. Williams it 
should adhere ‘to this long-established 
practice, “The: board~has in mind not 
only those,essential principles which 
inhere in thé motive and aim of mis- 
sionary service, but also the welfare of 
the Christian cause in the place where 
the violence occurs, especially as ex- 
perience shows that indemnities are 
usually collected from innocent people 
in the local community. 

“The board can only speak for itself. 
It is not.authorized to speak. for any 
individual personally concerned in the 
death of Dr. Williams.” 


Japanese Blamed in Hankow Clash. 


Ernest K. Moy, ‘director of the Na- 
tionalist News Agency, 116 Broad 
Street, made public last night the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Hankow, dated 
April 9, in explanation of an attack 
there on the Japanese:, , 

“The regrettable incident which oc- 
cured in the Japanesé ‘céfidessfon on 
Monday was the result of a drunken 
Japanese sailor stabbing to death a 
Chinese who, it is .reported,, remon- 
strated with another sailor who had 
kicked a rickshaw coolie over the 
question of fares.

“Although the Japanese primarily 
were responsible for the incident, i is 
believed that the Chinese authorities 
will continue their present calm and 
restrained attitude. Stringent orders} 
have been issued by the Chinese au- 
thorities not only for the protection of 
the Japanese concession, but for the 
protection of all Japanese outside-the 
concession as well,’’

They would con- 
gratulate themselves if an equally ef- 
fective declaration could be formulated 
to silence those who are opposing him 
on the ground that he is a wet, but 
they fully realize that this will prove 
a far more difficult task. 


No Wet Plank Predicted. 


The attempts of certain Democrats 
to bring about a modus vivendi where- 
by anything but the most casual ref- 
erence to the prohibition issue may be 
kept out of the national platform on 
the ground that prohibtion is not an 
issue between the parties in a national 
fight have been viewed here with min- 
gled amusement and contempt. The 
friends of Governor Smith, for one 
thing, are thoroughly aware that the 
making of the Democratic national 
platform next year must be preceded 
by a contesteither in the Committee 
on Resolutions or on the floor of the 
convention, perhaps both, and their 
concern jist now is to frame the issue 
on lines that wilk make that combat 
less bitter. 

, One statement recently made here by 
a Democrat of first prominence in the 
Smith camp came in the form of a 
prediction and was that under no cir- 
cumstances would the supporters of 
Governor Smith stand for a plank in 
the Democratic platform that called 
for a revision of either the Volstead 
law or the Bighteenth Amendment it- 
self. Considering the source from 
which it emanated and the emphasis 
with which it was made, it is re- 
garded here as authoritative in defin- 
ing the stand that will be taken by 
those committed. to the candidacy of 
Governor Spolths at the national con- 
vention.

Official Notice of Thefts Taken. 


In two minor instances today the 
Administration ‘took. cdgnizance of 
published statements concerning the 


violation of the confidential archives 
of the American Embassy in Mexico 
City and the office of the United 
States Military Attaché in the em- 
bassy building. 

These were the first instances of 
the Administration taking official no- 
tice of the thefts, other than an inti- 
mation at the State Department when 
the first disclosure. of the pilfering 
and forgery was published in THE 
New YoRK TIMEs on March 28 that a 
statement on the subject might be 
dssued. No statement ever appeared. 

One of the official admissions today

ward Davis, Military Attaché of the 
embassy in Mexico City, was on his 
way to Washington and was expected 
here next Tuesday night. 

War Department officials stressed 
that no. blame whatever attached to 
Tdeut. Col. Davis in connection with 
the thefts of military documents from 
his office and gave high praise to him. 

It is understood that the order for 
Lieut. Col. Davis to return to Wash- 
ington was issued at the request of 
the State Départment. 

All the meagre information obtain- 
able on the subject indicated that his 
visit to Washington was merely a 
mecessary step in the effort to get at 
the bottom of the embassy thefts, in 
which the Military Attaché’s office 
@ppears to have suffered severely. 


Neo Mexicans High in Embassy.

Pennsyivanian Declares Dawes 
Violated Senate Rules by Filling 
Vacancy in Committee. 


-

WASHINGTON, April 9. — Notwith- 
standing the ruling by Vice President 
Dawes that the Campaign Fund In- 
vestigating Committeé of the Senate, 
headed by "Senator Jamies” Ay Reed” of 
Missouri, is still alive and functioning 
in the recess of Congress, Senator 
Keyes of New Hampshire, Chairman 
of the, Audit ana Control’ Committee, 
today ‘reiterated his conviction that 
the committee had expired’ with ad- 
journment and reasserted. his. deter- 
mination not to yield any Senate funds 
to a non-existent body. Senator Keyes 
refused to hand the Reed committee 
$1,000 for expenses in bringing Penn- 


sylvania: ballot ‘boxes to Washington. 


Senator David A. Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, leader of the filibuster against 
the Campaign Fund Committee, de- 
clared this afternoon not only that 
Vice President Dawes was wrong in 
concluding “the,. committee still alive, 
but also that Mr. Dawes acted entirely 
without ‘authority in naming Senator 
Fess of Ohio as a successor to Senator 
Goff of West Virginia, who resigned 
Ris committée place. This view was 
completely shared by Senator Keyes. 


Disputes Dawes’s Logic. 


Vice-President Dawes based his find- 
ing. on the United States Supreme 
Court decision in the Mal Daugherty 


case. Senator Reed argued that had 
Mr. Dawes read the opinion closely 
he would “have found the Court de- 
ciding not that -the committee con- 
tinued in existence after Congress 
ended, but>solely that Congress had 
power to order .its- continuance. He 
referred to the failure of the Senate 
to continue the committee by special 
resolution, which he said was a prac- 
tice of long standing. 

“This,”” Senator Reed added, “‘illus- 
trates the unsoundness of the conten- 
tion made by those who would like 
to see this committee continue its at- 
tacks upon Republican Senators.’’ 

As to Mr. Dawes’s right to appoint 
Senator Fess,:Mr. Reed declared that, 
even though the committee were still 
in existence, the Senate never gave 
authority to Mr. Dawes to do other 
than designate the original. members,

GENERAL STRIKE-.BLAMED|

will get no relief this year from the 
heavy load of taxation which; has been 
her lot since the World War, Instead 
of a reduction, Winston Churchill, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer,,,will’ an- 
mounce Monday, when he presents this 
year’s budget, that £20,000,000- ad- 
Gitional taxation must be raised to bal- 


ance the budget, the total of which, / 


tm is believed, will be about £825,000,000. 
Tt is a sad story Mr. Churchill has to 
tell about last year’s budget. He 


thought it was balanced, but: along | 


came the general strike with ita crip- 
pling of British industry. It cut tax 
receipts so that £19,000,000 less ‘was 
collected by the Treasury than had 
been estimated. Further than that, 
the strike and other factors tended to 
reduce the Sinking Fund contribution 
‘by £36,500,000. It is probable that Mr. 
Churchill will allow last year’s deficit 
to go into the Sinking Fund, however, 
@arrying in the new budget provision 
for £50,000,000, in accordance with the 
@ountry’s policy toward’the war debt. 


Avoids Increasing Income Tax. 


The Chancellor is understood to have 
wucceeded in avoiding an increase in 
the income tax, although {t was re- 
ported a few days ago that he might 
add sixpence on the pound. On the 
ether hand, he is said to plan the re- 
duction in exemptions and new meas- 
ures to prevent tax dodging by large 
fortunes. It is believed the new taxes 
will fall on beer drinkers, smokers, 
users of wines, and motorists through 
increased duty on imported automo- 
bile tires. 

As outlined here, ‘the new measures 
will probably be the following: 

%. Reduction of the credit period 
allowed to brewers on taxes from two 
months to one month, which promises 
25,500,000. 

2—Amendment. of provisions for col- 
lecting supertaxes from the very 
wealthy, expected to yield £4,000,060. 

3—An increased tax on®tobacco, to 
yield £4,000,000. 

4—Collection intensively of the bet- 
ting tax, to amount to £3,000,000. 

5—Extension of the McKenn>- tariff 
to motor tires, expected to bring in 
£2,000,000. 

6—A possible small tax on gasoline. 
7—Heavier duties on imported wines. 
Mr. Churchill had planned tp retire 

£60,000,000 of the debt this year, but 

‘was prevented by the falling off of ex- 

pected revenue from paying more than 

£24,000,000. To keep up the program 
of contributing at least £50,000,000 an- 
nually to the sinking fund would mean 
that he would have to raise this year 
£50,000,000 plus £36,000,000 not paid off 
in the past year. But £86,000,000 for 
the sinking fund is furtherthan the 

Government deems it wise to go. How- 

ever, it is assured that the new budget 

will contain a provision for the normal 
£50,000,000 for war debt retirement. 

The Government figures that the 
present taxes plus the proposed new 
ones will bring in the needed £825,- 
000,000. The taxes last year produced 
£805,000,000, and it is estimated that 
despite loss of trade in China the com- 
ing year will yield at least as much 
as the past year. 


May Agree to Special Commission.

There is also agitation for Govern- 
ment action to put an end to the sys- 
tem by which large estates incorpor- 
ate themselves, pay large salaries and 
expenses to their owners as officials, 
and thus escape a considerable per- 
centage of the income tax. In regard 
to this Mr. Churchill has made no 
atatement. He may do so Iater. 

British business has been in dread 
of the new budget and whatever it con- 
tains business will feel relieved when 
it is introduced next week. The dis- 
cussion will probably be put over until 
after the Easter holiday.

He was supported in prin- 
ciple by Hugh Gibson, head of the 
American delegation, and representa- 
tives of Sweden and Holland, but op- 
posed by France, Belgium, Rumania, 
Yugoslavia and Finland. 

While it was felt that Count von 
Bernstorff was looking exclusively to 
Germany’s interest and seeking to ap- 
ply to others what was applied to her 
by the Treaty of Vérsailles,. observ- 
ers admitted that the arguments w?::ch 
he advanced for direct Hmitation of 
seven categories of material were logi- 
cal, and if his effort met with defeat 
it was not because his arguments were 
refuted. ; 

Count von Bernstorff said that direct 
limitation was imperative for two rea- 
sons. The first, he declared, was be- 
cause each State must have knowledge 
of the armaments of other States in 
order to estimate the minimum of re- 
serves in respect of its own arms.

FATHERS OF STUDENTS’| 
AT CORNELL FORM CLUB} 


Magistrate Tolleris Heads Group} 


Whose Aim Is Closer Contact 
With Their Sons. 


To establish closer contact between 
college students and their fathers, 
Beta Chapter, Fathers’ Club of the 
Alpha Epsilon Pi fraternity, composed 
of fathers of Cornell University stu- 
dents, was organized at a meeting in 
the Hotel Thorndyke, in West Fifty- 
sixth Street, last Friday evening, 
with Magistrate Charles Tolleris as 
President. The organization was ef- 
fected along lines similar to the Fath- 
ers’ Club of the Delta Chapter of the 
game fraternity at the University of 
Dlinois. 

The election of Magistrate Tolleris 
was the outcome of a meeting called 
by Dr. Herman Stark, owner of the 
hotel. Bcth have sons at Cornell. Dr. 
Stark was elected Secretary, Louis 
Bloc Treasurer and George Cooper of 
the class of 1920 alumni representative. 

Discussing the purpose of the or- 
ganization yesterday, Magistrate Tol- 
leris said: ‘‘Fathers: today are woe- 
fully ignorant of the undergraduate 
life of their sons, their college activi- 
ties and their associations. By means 
of this organization we propose to keep 
in closer contact with our boys, give 
them the benefits of our aid and 
counsel in their problems at college. 
Delegations of the club will visit the 
boys at frequent intervals and report 
back to their fellow-members how 
their sons live and spend their time 
at school.’’ 

When informed of the new organiza- 
tion, Judge Charles C. Nott, the pre- 
siding jurist of General Sessions this 
month, whose two sons are to be grad- 
uated from Williams College in June, 
commended the idea. 

“I am entirely in favor of some or- 
ganization whereby fathers can keep 
in closer touch with their boys,’’ he 
said.

Seeks to Support Assertion That 
Sapiro Exploited -Farmers—Ford 
May Take Stand Late in Week.

EITS York ‘Times. 

DETROIT, April 9.—The end of the 
eross-examination ‘of Aaron Sapiro is 
in sight, it was indicated today, and 
the coming week will determine 
whether Henry Ford is to sticceed»him 
@s a witness in the Ford-Sapiro Nbel 
trial. 

Mr. Sapiro has been on the stand 
for nine days under cross-examination 
of United States Senator James A. 
Reed of Missouri, chief attorney for 
Mr. Ford and the Dearborn Publish- 
‘ing Company. When court adjourned 
yesterday over the week-end the Sen- 
ator was two-thirds through the ques- 
tions he had prepared to put to the 
plaintiff on ‘his work. among potato 


The Ford counsel expects to resume 
ah ps army on Monday and should 
with that phase of his case by 
- Next on his list comes to- 
bacco, admittedly the field of Mr. Sa- 
oe eatest labors in the organiza- 
farmers’ cooperative market- 
ing associations. When Senator Reed 
outlined the things which the defense 
hoped to. prove, which he did four 
weeks oe when the issues first went 
before” Federal Judge Fred M. Ray- 
mond and a jury, he charged that 
Mr. Sapiro had participated in a to- 
bacco cooperative deal whereby to- 
bacco warehouses were sold to coop- 
eratives at a figure $2,000,000 in ex- 
cess of their value. 

Senator Reed has said that he ex- 
pected to be fully a day in putting his 
questions to the witness on his tobacco 
work. Mr. Sapiro organized coopera- 
tives in Tennessee, Kentucky, Indiana, 
Ohio and North and South Carolina. 

Another angle of the plaintiff's work 
that will be taken up by the Senator 
will be his organization .of peanut 
growers in Virginia, arid, although he 
has already gone extensively into cot- 
ton, it is expected that he will revert 
to it briefly to clear up points which 
the witness had to pass by at the time 
the questions were: asked, owing to 
lack of documents. These records were 
brought here last Monday by Milton 
Sapiro, Aaron’s brother, an attorney 
in San Francisco. 


Strategy of Reed’s Questioning. 


The objective of the Senator’s attack 
thus far has been to show that Mr. 
Sapiro harvested fees and that his in- 


terest in the agriculturist was com- 
mercial and not humanitarian. In the 
series of twenty articles published in 
The Dearbon Independent, which Mr. 
Sapiro made the basis of his suit, the 
plaintiff was accused of seeking to ex- 
ploit the tarmer and as being a ‘‘cog”’ 
in an organized attempt by a “Jewish 
ring’’ to dominate first American 
farmers and then the farmers of the 
world. Early in the case the Court 
upheld the contention of the defense 
that alleged attacks by Mr. Ford on 
the Jewish race as a race could not 
be dealt with in the present action, 
but that alleged libels on Mr. Sapiro’s 
Jewish associates in cooperative mar- 
keting could be thrashed out. 

So far Senator Reed has brought out 
that Mr. Sapiro collected several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in fees, and, ac- 
cording to a source in touch with the 
defense plans, it is hoped to demon- 
strate that his total income from his 
work among the farmers was close to 


$600,000. 

With the end of examination looming 
for Mr. Sapiro, chief interest in the 
trial centres more than ever on Mr. 
Ford. As announced in the first week 
of the action, William H. Gallagher, 
attorney for Mr. Sapiro, plans to call 
Mr. Ford to the stand as soon as he 
concludes redirect examination of his 
client. Mr. Gallagher will take Mr. 
Sapiro when Senator Reed winds up 
on tobacco and peanuts and endeavor 
to have him explain the many 
“deaths’’ of cooperatives which the 
Senator has put into the record in the 
nine-day cross-examination. Mr. Gal- 
lagher plans to devote two days to re- 
direct examination. Assuming that 
Senator Reed ends on Tuesday or 
early on Wednesday, Mr. Ford’s turn 
will come on Thursday or Friday. 


Interest in Ford’s Appearance. 


There is great.interest in what will 
develop when MF. Gallagher rises and 
calls out, ‘Henry Ford,. take the

Krum was extri- 
cated with a brokén right arm and 
probably internal injuries. He was 
taken to Paterson General Hospital. 
Jones and Sanwall were shaken up 
but otherwise uninjured. 

A half hour after the accident a 
Plane piloted by Thomas Murchio and 
with ‘‘Daredevil Dan’’ Smith riding its 
wing, ascended and Smith jumped 
from a height of 2,500 feet. He did not 
attempt to open his parachute until 
he had fallen 1,000 feet, and then it 
was so slow opening that the crowd 
feared it was about to witness a 
tragedy.

DUNCAN, HOTEL MAN, SUED. 


Misrepresentation in Sale of Florida 
Lease Charged in $100,000 Action. 


Henry S. Duncan, President of the 
Duncan Hotels Company and owner 
of the Hotel Continental, at Broadway 
and Forty-first Street, was sued in the 
Supreme Court yesterday for $100,000 
damages by Victor Jacoby for alleged 
false representations in the.sale of a 
ninety-nine-year lease of the Royal 
Palm Hotel at St. ePtersburgh, Fia., 
and of a mortgage on real estate at 
Lake Butler, Fla., which the plaintiff 
alleges could not be disposed of by 
Duncan when they were 
Jacoby. 

Mr. Duncan is alleged to-have had 
his dealings with the plaintiff in De- 
cember, 1925. The complaint says Mr. 
Duncan,» represented that the Duncan 
Hotels Company had a ninety-nine- 
year lease on the RoyalD Palm dating 
from July 4, 1924, and that there were 
no encumbrances except the lease of 
the restaurant privilege,-“and also 
owned an interest in a first mortgage 
on Lake Butler property given to 
secure a note for $50,000, as a result 
of which assertions Jacoby agseed to 
pay $85,000 for them. 

Jacoby says the representations were 
false in that taxes on the Royal Palm 
Hotel were unpaid, and the lease had 
already been conveyed to the People’s 
Bank and Trust Company of §&t. 
Petersburg, whereas the Lake Butier 
mortgage had been assigned to another 
corporation for advances. The plaintiff 
asks for the $85,000: and $15,000 lost 
profits. 

The Duncan’ Company has _ been 
operating hotels at Miami, Albany, 
Wilwood (N..J.), Cleveland and Zanes- 
ville’ (Ohio and Deer Park, Md., in 
addition to, the Continental here.

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Bombing Operations

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MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 17 
(By ‘Mail to New Orleans).—We have, 
spent, the past three weeks playing tag. 
with*some Liberal boys who have a 
machine gun on a mountain.. Every 
time Major Mason and I go over they 
let_us have a few hundred rounds. 
And when we have a bomb we think 
will go off we dive into them and let 
her go. Usually the bombs fail to 
come-up to our expectations and we’re 
still it. 

That mountain juts up out of a pass 
over ‘by Boaca. That location is as 
accupate as I can give, for the only 
maps: we have are well-labeled ‘‘guess 

aps.’ The man who made them took 
all ‘the tales Indians and traders told, 
gues which were correct and made 
the. map. 

The, pass leads to the Liberal coun- 
try about Muy Muy and we have to 
go through it every time we go scout- 
ing’or bombing. These decrepit ships 
wé. are: flying won’t go more than 
-§,000. feet with a load and that leaves 
about 700 feet clearance over the 
mountain—not much for a machine 
gun. * 


* Bullets Hit Their Planes. 


And so the Liberals lie around until 
they hear us coming. They open up 
asiwe come in range, staggering along 
at seventy miles an hour air speed and 
perhaps twenty miles ground speed, 
for there is scarcely an hour of the 
day’ in these mountains without gale 
of*wind. They hold on us as we pass 
abreast and give up only when we're 
out of range on the other side. 

Half the time, of course, the wind’s 
on our tails and we skim over the tree 
tops at 120 miles an hour and they get 
only. one or two bullets into the ships. 
But when we fight a wind through 
that ,.pass they put plenty of holes 
in us. 

@n March 5 I decided to try to make 
them’ “it”? and end this game of tag. 
Don’t believe any of those stories Gen- 
eral Mitchell and his gang tell about 
flying low in machine-gun fire and 
not feeling nervous. Kick rudder, they 
tell you, and all will be well. But you 
can’t’kick rudder in a pass. You have 
to“fly straight and take the gaff. It’s 
a bad feeling to know that just one 
bullet in the right place will kill the 
motor or split tne prop. If we were 
ever forced down among the Liberals 
they’d end us by torture. 

And so I took off from Jinintego 
about 11 A. M. with two bombs with 
ambition written over them and a 
quatt of ammonia to wipe out the 
machine-gun nest. It was cloudy when 
I got into the pass, and that didn’t 
please me. My plan had been to come 
down. close with the sun on my tail 
and*let the bombs go at about a hun- 
dred feet. 


Bomb Like Wet Firecracker. 


They opened on me with bursts of 
300. and I noticed they were tearing 
up.the wings. But I went down in a 
power dive and let go one bomb and 
the ammonia. The bomb worked like a 
wet firecracker, and I hung around the 
side .of the hill with the gun siill 
working on me. The next time I let 
go the ammonia and gave up the game 
for that day. 

There were plenty of perforations in 
the ‘wings and one in the fuselage too 
close to my seat. Going over Lake 
Managua toward home the motor 
spluttered and died for lack of gas. 
But I had enough altitude to glide into 
the field on the Cappo Martio. 

If it had#not been for this machine 
gun the latter part of February would 
have been without trouble for the air 
force. But after the first of the month 
wehad our planes overhauled from 
the campaign about Chinandega and 
the first battles at-Muy Muy and were 
ready to help the ground forces re- 
capture the cities lost in the country 
to the east of the lakes. 

That is a highly mountainous terrain. 
Géneral Moncada did well when he got 
hig’ ‘hands into it, as it offers ideai 
facilities for defense. There are no 
roads to speak of and the trails wind 
through such narrow passes that a 
handful of men could hold them 
against an army. 

The first operation in the campaign 
to “recapture the lost ground was 4 
bombing raid by Major, Mason and my- 
sélf on the last day of February. We 
took, the bombs, which were made se- 
cretly last Winter in New Orleans. by 
a boy called Giffons. They had just 
arrived after a checkered voyage. 


Blown Home by Wind. . 


The gas line of my motor broke @ 
few miles from the objective and I had 
té com2 back on the reserve tank. The 
motor ran from force of habit part, of 
the way, I guess, and the wind pushed 
mé ‘along. There wasn't nearly enough 
fyicl in the reserve to carry) me, to 
Managua, but I did get there. 

Phe next day we set ‘out again with 
four of -Giffon’s bombs and a camera. 
We headed for Matiguas by way of 
Boacta and thet machine’ gun.,on: the 
mountain. If the man who sold those 
planes had to fly them he’d never pull 
dnother trick on anybody.’ They,are 
no»food in peace and worse in war. 
And so we hopped along over the edges 
of mountains witn a wind of fifty miles 
an hour making all kinds of dangerous 
vertical and side currents.

Azul, getting the latest estimate of 
forces. Nobody was to be seen, but 
I let go a bomb outside of Tierra Azul 
and that town came to life like an ant 
hill which has been rocked. Rifle fire 
opened on us. Mason found a machine 
gun on a hill and silenced that with 
one bomb. 

I located some snipers to the nortn 
of the city and let one go, but they 
saw it coming and ran.. By this time 
men and animals were dashing abouv 
in all directions and most of them 
had forgotten to shoot at us. We let 
our remaining bombs go and climbed 
without load through the clouds and 
came home. 

Our reports were the basis for a gen- 
eral plan of campaign to begin as near 
simultaneously as possible on both 
flanks against the Liberals in the north 
about Jinintega and in the south about 


Boaco. 
On the first day of Lent there was 
to be an attack, first by cavalry at 


Jinintega, then an air raid with bombs 


and guns to break up any resistance 
which might develop. At the same 
time the attack on Boaco was to be- 
gin. Mason and I got over Jinintega 
about noon and saw the Liberals to 
the south. Just then Mason’s motor 
quit and he had to get down. 


Beautiful Town in Valley. 


fh 


There is no more beautiful town th} 
Nicaragua, if in the world, than this 


little place of Jinintega. It lies in a 
spoon-like valley scarcely two miles 
across and ten long. The walls rise 
sheer from the luscious meadows. @long 
the stream at the bottom. The Handle 
of the spoon is the pass, which comes 
between high peaks to the north. It 
is so narrow that men can scarcely 
pass abreast. : ye 

To the south the floor of ‘the valley 
rises gently, and beyond the tip of the 
spoon a lone mountain cone ¢lothed in 
flowering trees stands up inthe sky. 
Jinintega is remarkably clean for a 
Central American town and “its” Tesi- 
dents are of pure Spanish blood, » 

In one of the meadows forming the 
bed of the spoon we landed. Ojiit 
came the most gorgeous array of sol- 
diers I have ever seen. So difficult 
of access is this town and so power- 
ful are the local men of property that 
it is virtually a principality by itself. 
Every one is permitted to wear a uni- 
form of his own designing. And so 
we beheld a procession of plumed hats, 
gold-encrusted helmets, crimson coats, 
cloth-of-gold coats, blue, green and 
white coats with trousers to conflict 
coming down the road behind two 
gaudy and powerful bands. We felt 
like gods being welcomed by all the 
ambassadors of the world, 

General Perez stepped forward to 
greet us with courtly bows and to wel- 
come us to his principality. He pre- 
sented Commandante Machado and the 
other chiefs of the community, among 
them the most striking looking man I 
have ever seen, Colonel Anatol, a

Battles Are Running Races. 


After going to Managua to make

The Conservative army 
was slow in starting and we did rou- 
tine bombing for two days. There is 
great talk, however, about preparing 
for the greatest battle Nicaragua ever 
had. I guess it will be the greatest 
foot race. That’s the way these battles 
are. 
If one side is drunker than the other, 
there isn’t much resistance. It’s run 
and shoot until one side or the other 
is outwinded. Of course, there are 
excetpions. For instance, Viquez and a 
few men stayed in Chinandega for a 
week with Liberals attacking all the 
time. But as a rule battles are hit-run 
affairs. 

On March 8 we started Gomey’s 
‘‘bloody gang” for Tierra Azul. That 
is the crowd which lost half of its 
members ot.Chinandega. It is un- 
doubtedly the hardest fighting unit in 
the country, although many of its 
“men” are little boys scarcely as tall 
as their rifles. This gang, which has 
more killings to its credit than any 
other “‘regiment,” is expected to lead 
the attack. 

Most of our “‘regiments’’ in that sec- 
tion now have women with them. They 
are picked up by the recruiting squads 
just.as the men are. ‘‘You loyal? All 
right, then; come and serve your coun- 
try.” That is the rigamarole which 
puts men, boys and women under 
colored hat bands and makes them 
eligible for Government liquor and 
bullets. 

These women are cooks, nurses, 
mothers. Although they are drafted 
Irom the lowest classes, they are not 
inmoral. They fight, cook, sing, fetch 
and carry and die with the men. They 
are to be respected.

ANALYZES FIGHT ON LEAGUE. 


Former Head of Oxford Union Says 
Foes Are Uninformed. — 


Opposition in this country to the 
League of Nations is due primarily to 
ignorance although some opposition is 
intelligent, according to Ralph M. Car- 
son, a former President of the Oxford 
nion, the university’s debating club, 
and now. @ representative of the 
League of Nations Non-Partisan Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Carson spoke yesterday in the 
aldermanic chamber of City Hall to 
an audience which had gathered to 
hear a debate on the question, ‘Should 
the United States Enter the League of 
Nations and World Court?” The nega- 
tive was to have been taken by volun- 
teers from the audience but with — 
to oppose Mr. Carson’s affirmative, the 
meeting was turned into an open 
forum, ; 

The opération of the council of the 
League, the assembly, the Secretary, 
the World Court and the Incernational 





Labor -office was explained by Mr. 
Carson. 

“The League of Nations,” he said, 
“is not a superstate but an organiza- 
tion which tries to bring the collective 
opinion of the world to bear on inter- 
national issues. Its methods are per- 
suasion and not force.”’ 

Replying to a question from the au- 
dience as to what the League could 
do in the Chinese situation, Mr. Car- 
son said the League did not interfere 
in the internal affairs of any nation 
and that China had not asked for any 
outside aid. 

A vote by the audience on the ques- 
tion showed an. overwhelming majority 
in favor of the United States entering 
the League. Joseph P. Carney, direc-

NOVELTIES ALSO WINNERS 





Great Demand for “Turandot” and 
“Kings’ Henéhman” as Extra 
Benefits Next Winter. 





While the opera, ‘‘Mignon’”” occupied 
the Metropolitan stage yesterday af- 
ternoon, Director Giulio Gatti-Casazza 
sat in his office at the Seventh Avenue 
and Thirty-ninth Street corner of the 
opera house and reviewed some out- 
standing features of the season that 
ends in another week. He spoke, by 
the way, in French. 

Melodies of Thomas’s tuneful score 
came faintly from the stage, through 
a small amplifiér—they have not as 
yet installed ‘‘television’’—on the im- 
presario’s desk. 

‘When I cast. about for a popular 
French revival in planning this sea- 


son,” said Mr. Gatti, ‘‘the first thought | 


was of the ‘Manon’ of Massenet, a 


brilliant spectacle. Yet that work never 
has had a supreme success here, even 
with Caruso and Farrar. Then I de- 
cided on ‘Mignon,’ which also had 
failed to establish itself in the past, 
but which offered réles for two so- 
pranos and a tenor.”’ 

Mr. aGtti named the sopranos in the 
Parisian or professional stage fashion, 
“la Talley, la Bori,”’ and then, revert- 
ing to the Broadway style, named the 
tenor, “Mr. Gigli.’’ 

A Surprising Success. 

“Never at the Metropolitan, with the 
single exception of ‘Carmen,’” he 
went on, “have we had such a sur- 
prising success. Before the first per- 
formance the house was sold out, and 
it has been so at every repetition 
since. It has been the same with our 
season’s novelties. ‘Turandot’ and 
‘King’s Henchman’ turned larger 
crowds away the longer they were 
sung, and both are already demanded 
for extra benefit performances next 

ear. 

‘“‘Why did we not give these operas 
oftener? And on the other hand, why 
does the Metropolitan give so many 
extra performances, taxing the time of 
artists and of the entire organiza- 
tion?” 

Mr. Gatti took the first horn of the 
dilemma in answering his own query. 

“Both ‘Turandot’ and ‘King’s Hench- 
man’ could have been repeated in 
weekly alternation ughout the six 
months’ season. But™that would have 
sacrificed the general equilibrium and 
balance of the repertory. The Metro- 
politan is not obliged to make money 
and does not do so. It does seek to 
give the best performances possible 
today. 

“iixtra performances have become 
absolutely necessary, owing to our 
nearly sold-out ‘subscription, so that 
the more general public may have the 
opportunity to hear opera from the 
best seats in the house. ‘That bene- 
fits us, it is true, but it is also better 
tor the infrequent and occasional 
opera-goer. An institution like ours 
cannot forget that its public should 
constantly expand and grow. 

“Opera will remain a matter of fash- 
ion, no matter how we succeed in 
making it popular. Yet the broad 
foundation of public support we enjoy 
now did not exist, for example, when 
‘The Girl of the Golden est’ was 
produced by Puccini himself here with 
a superb cast, or the ‘Kiénigskinder,’ 
by Humperdinck, both notable world 
premiéres. 

For the Closing Week. 


“The singer is the creature of his or 
her own epoch. Those of the Metor- 
politan company, however, with our 
vast repertory, have to study the vary- 
ing styles of the past as well as of 
different nations today. For our clos- 
ing week I have selected an Italian, 
an American, a German and a French 
farewell, though we might get more 
money for favorite operas, regardless 
of their language and school. 

“Think what opera in Euro was 
in an age when Wagner, Verdi, Ros- 
sini, Meyerbeer, Gounod and Bizet 
were all living and producing their 
masterpieces. “We have nothing to 
match them now. Nor are singers be- 
ing developed as,the artists were then. 
Our artists are criticized and must be, 
for all things in art are subject to crit- 
icism. -I can only maintain that the 
Metropolitan still has the best in the 
world. 

“Our organization has sought, it is 
true, to eliminate all petty rivalries 
and jealousies of individual stars. We 
cannot permit these, and the company 
only suffers from such personal ré- 
clame as these methods would obtain. 
It is rather by proper rehearsal, which 
every opera has had, and by perform- 
ing without fail every work we an- 
nounce, as we have on more than 200 
occasions both last year and this sea- 
son, that we keep faith with the sub- 
scribers. ¢ 


Proud of Season’s New Record. 


“Next Saturday ends our season, 
with a new record in organization and 
performances, slowly built up through 
many years. I am proud, I admit, 
to have directed such a progress, sus- 
tained by our Board of Directors. It 
does not seem to me probable that we 
shall greatly extend future seasons. 
There must always be the period of 
rest, of preparation for novelties to 
come, and on that part of our task 
the personnel of the company will be 
engaged for many months after the 
last curtain is rung down next Sat- 
urday evening.”

When the motors were warmed up 
Commander Davis climbed into the 
cockpit, high up above the ground, 
and taxied the piane to one end of the 
field.

$25,000 ORTEIG. PRIZE 
LONG STANDING OFFER 


Only Two Fliers Now in Race, but 
Fonck Is Expected to Attempt 
Flight Again. 





A prize of $25,000 for the first non- 
stop crossing of the Atlantic from New 
York to Paris has been posted for many 
years by Raymond Orteig, proprietor 
of the Hotel Brevoort here, who has 
made his home in recent years in Paris. 


Mr. Orteig “first offered this prize 
when the flight seemed almost impos- 
sible.and: there were no serious con- 
tenders for it for a long time. When it 
lapsed he renewed it, and in the last 
two or three years, with the increasing 
efficiency of airplanes, many well- 
known airmen have considreed try- 
ing for it.

It is ee to have been accom- 
plished in © America by placing 
most of the fuel, 800 gellons, in one 
huge tank. This tank is not built into 
the fuselage, as is usually the case, 
but is ed from the wing beams, 
so that the strain is taken from the 
fuselage. In The America the wing 
itself will carry the tank, and the 
fuselage will be built around it. There 
are also four other tanks holding 95 
gallons each in the wing itself, and a 
smaller tank of 100 gallons just back 
of the main tank. This may not be 
used, however. 

With this amount of fuel Bennett 
has estimated that the plane will fly 
possibly fifty hours, with a radius of 
more than 4,000 miles, considerably 
more than the distance between here 
and Paris. It should also be suffi- 
cient to carry the plane through any 
storms or adverse winds which may be 
encountered on the trip and which 
would slow it up to a certain extent. 

The wing itself, which carries this 
enormous load and also the weight of 
the fuselage, motors and crew, is of 
the usual thick, high-lift type designed 
for these monoplanes. In it largely is 
the secret of the success of the plane.

It is built so that the ship cannot spin, 
go that the maximum amount of lift is 
given with the least resistance. 

To the layman it might eppear that 
such a thick wing is inefficient. But 
the airplane designer knows that from 
its depth or thickness comes the crea- 
tion of the vacuum on the upper part 
of the wing surface which gives it its 
quick and powerful lift and keeps it in 
the air. About 70 per cent. of the lift- 
ing force exerted on an airplane is 
from the vacuum on top of the wing, 
the sliding pressure beneath it playing 
only a smal! part in flying. 

The wing is build-of wood, the cover- 
ing being three-ply veneer, three- 
thirty-seconds of an inch thick, on ribs 
placed closely together. 

One motor is placed in the nose of 
the fuselage, directly in front of the 
pilot, and the other two are suspended 
from the wing on each side of the 
fuselage. One new feature of the 
plane is a catwalk to enable a mem- 
ber of the crew to crawl out to a motor 
to replace a spark plug, broken valvé 
spring or make other minor repairs 
while in flight. This has never been 
attempted before in a monoplane, al- 

in a biplane it has always been 
le to to a motor by walking 
out on the lower wing. 

Walking thet catwalk isn’t going to 
be much fun at a speed of 85 to 100 
miles an hour, perhaps in the dark, 
aided only by the light of a flash held 
by some one in the pilot’s compart- 
ment.

Dual Control in Pilot Room. 


The pilot’s compartment has been 
placed further forward than in Byrd’s 
former plane. It is fitted with dual 
control and is enclosed with glass at 
the top, giving an excellent view of 
the ground or water surface ahead 
and at the sides, and covered by a 
sliding hatch, so that Commander 
Byrd will be able to stand up with his 
head and shoulders outside and take 
his observations. 

In front of the pilot is a complete 
instrument board, with instruments 
which show the altitude, speed of mo- 
tors, air speed, oil pressure, rate of 
climb or descent, turn and bank indi- 
cators and everything else which a 

flot needs to know. The turn and 

ank indicators are particularly useful 
on a flight of this kind, because in fog 
or on dark nights it is almost impos- 
sible for a pilot to know whether he is 
flying right side up or not, as Captain 
John Alcock found to his dismay 
when he flew from Newfoundland to 
Ireland in one hop. There were no 
such instruments in those days. 

Underneath the pilot’s seat is an oil 
tank holding twenty gallons. Under- 
neath the nose of the plane at that 
point also is the generator for the 
radio apparatus. There will also be a 
few reserve tanks of oil and gas and 
rations for the long trip.

The plane will be tested thoroughly 
before it is started on the flight, Com- 
mander Byrd feeling that the scientific 
importance of the flight is such that it 
is much more necessary to obtain com- 
plete data to insure success than to 
take off quickly merely to be first in 
the air. 

“I don’t want to make any predic- 


tions about what we are going to do,” 
sald Commander Byrd yesterday when 
asked about his hopes for the flight. 


“I won’t know until the plane has 


been thoroughly tested. The tests are 
as important, in a way, as the flight 
itself. We want to know exactly what 


its performance will be under every 
conceivable condition, so that when we 
start we may be sure of reaching our 
objective. I don’t like doing things in 
a hurry. 

“IT am pretty sure now what the out- 
come will be, but I see no reason for 
predicting at what particular spot we 
will land, or when we will take off 
and land there. The Atlantic Ocean is 
broad and has been known to have 
storms, and Burope is a big place. 
We will hit it somewhere, but suppose 
we have to dodge up north or south to 
avoid a storm which would slow us up 
enough to exhaust our fuel. With the 
best of navigation such things may 
happen, and although I have every 
confidence in the plane and our plans, 
I want to save my predictions until we 
start. 

“We are leaving nothing to chance, 
however. Our preparations for the 
possible mishap of landing show that. 
We are going across if our most care- 
ful attention to details will get us 
there, and if we come down we are 
going to be as certain as possible that 
we will stay afloat until a ship comes 





along. Of course, one cannot predict 
vie absolute certainty in these mat- 
ers. 

“When the plane is taken out to 
Roosevelt Field, on Long Island, as 
soon as it is completed, we will test it 
for fuel consumption and its lifting 
capacity. It will be largely a weight- 
lifting test. We want to know the most 
economic speed of the motors, so that 
we may take all the gasoline we may 
need. We want to know what is the 
most efficient speed for taking off, the 
most efficient cruising speed at full 
load and with varying loads as the 
fuel is exhausted. We want to know 
how far we may rely upon two motors, 
if one should go to pieces. We want 
to know our maximum load and the 
length of time it will take us to get 
off the ground. There are a lot of 
things a pilot wants to know about his 
machine before embarking on a flight 
of this kind. 

“Inasmuch as my purpose, and that 
of Mr. Wanamaker, is primarily the 
advancement of aviation, particularly 
commercial aviation, the results of 
these tests will be of great value. The 
flight itself should do much for avia- 
tion, and we are much more interested 
in that aspect of it than any other, ex- 
cept the important bearing it may 
have on international aviation and re- 
lationships. The actual crossing of 
the Atlantic in one flight from New 
York to Paris means a lot more than 
just a spectacular stunt. We hope it 
will have significance for the future. 

“When this has been done success- 
fully, whether once or several times, 
as may happen this Spring, it will 
prove once and for all that the barrier 


of the ocean no longer exists. Europe 


and America will be next-door a 4 - 
bors then. We will have shown that 


with the proper plane—and that is a 
plane—and with proper 


multi-moto 
navigation and sufficient meteorolog- 
ical information, the ocean may be 
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crossed at will. The next step will be 
the building of larger planes. Many 
huge planes already exist on paper in 
the desks of designers whose success 
necessitates taking their plans seri- 
ously, and when that time comes a 
transatlantic service will no longer be 
an impossibility. 

“‘We also hope that it will have some 
effect as a message of international 
peace. Our plane is to be such a 
messenger, and when planes can drop 
in one’s back yerd after a trip across 


the Atlantic in a few hours it becomes 


increasingly necessary that the world 
consider what this means in all its 


aspects. Let the airplane be a mes- 


senger of peace, by all means; let us 
hope that its accomplishment will be 
an effective aid to peace. The na- 
tions of the world must decide some 
time whether to use the airplane as a 
servant of mankind or as a weapon 
the destructiveness of which can 
hardly be estimated. The flight of 
the America will be much more sig- 
nificant than a mere nt gy Pt 
and it is intended as such, th by 
Mr. Wanamaker and myself.”

Extensive preparations will be made 
to obtain meteorological data so that 
two days of omy good weather may 
be selected for the flight.

At that time there are few 
fogs, extended intervals of fair 
weather may be expected, and 70 per 
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cent, of the winds are favorable. No 
aviator ever plans a transatlantic hop, 
and there are several of them doing it 
now, without a careful study of the 
meteorological conditions

WASHINGTON, April :9 (4).—Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, in 
their fight to prevent the execution of 
the death penalty in Massachusetts, 
have still remaining open to them sev- 
eral avenues for further legal proceed- 
ings. 

Under Federal laws they may now 
go into the Federal courts in Massa- 
chusetts on habeas corpus proceedings, 


but should they fail to convince the 
Judge before whom they appear they 
would have no right of appeal. 

In the Supreme Court here they may 
ask for a writ of error for permission 
to institute habeas corpus proceedings 
or file a petition for a writ of certio- 
rari, all within the discretion of the 
Court, and not as a mattereof right. 
Inasmuch as the date of electrocution 
is fixed three months. hence, any of 
these motions. may be.made at any 
time within that period. 

Should the motion be submitted to 
the Supreme Court before May 31, the 


pass upon it before the end of the 
present term on June 6. Should the 
move be made after May 31, electrocu- 
tion could only be stayed by appealing 
to the Massachusetts State courts for 
an order suspending sentence until

Denies: Testimony on Money. 


In the best of my recollection and of 
my good faith, during the trial Katz- 
mann has told to the jury that a cer- 
tain Coacci has brought in Italy the 
money that, according to the State 
theory, I and Sacco have stole in 
Baintree. We never stole that money. 
But Katzmann, when he told that to 
the jury, he knows already that that 
was not true. He knows already that 
that man was deported in Italy: with 
the Federal policeman after our arrest. 
I remember well that the Federal po- 
licemen with him in their possession— 
that the Federal policeman has taken 
away the trunks from the very board- 
ing house where he was, and bring the 
trunks over here and look’ them over 
and found not a single syria Se 

Now I call that murder to tell to the 
jury that a friend or comrades or a 
relative or acquaintance of the charged 
man, of the indicted man, has carried 
the money to Italy when he knows it 
was not true. I can call that nothing 
else but a murder, a plain murder. 
But Katzmann has told something 
else also against us that was not true. 
If I understand well, there have been 
agreement of counsel during the trial 
in which the counsel of defense shall 
not produce any evidence of my good 
conduct in. Plymouth and the counsel 
of the prosecution would not have let 
the jury know that I was tried and 
convicted another time before in 
Plymouth. 

Well, I call that a one-sided agree- 
ment. In fact, even the telephone 
poles knew at the time of this trial 
at Dedham that I was tried and con- 
victed in Plymouth; the jurymen know 
that even when they slept. 

On the other side the jury have never 
seen I or Sacco and I think they have 
the right to incline to believe that the 
jury have never approached before 
the trial any one that was sufficiently 
intimate with me and Sacco to be able 
to give them a description of our per- 
sonal conduct. The jury don’t know 
nothing about us. They have never 
seen us. The only thing that they 
know is the bad things that the news- 
papers have said when we were ar- 
rested and the bad story that the 
pesranons have say on the Plymouth 
rial. 


Attacks Agreement of Counsel. 


I don’t know why the defense counsel 
have made such an agreemient, but I 
know very well why Katzman has 
made such agreement, because he 
know that half of the population of 
Plymouth would have been willing to 
come over here and say that in seven 
years that I was living amongst them 
that I was never seen drunk, that I 
was known as the most strong and 
steadfast worker of the community. 
As a matter of fact I was called a 
mule, and the people that know a little 
better the condition of my father, and 
that I was a single man, much won- 
dered at me and say, “Why you work 
like a mad man in that way when you 
have no children and no wife to care 
about?” ~ 

Well, Katzman should have been sat- 
isfied. on that agreement. He could 
have thanked his God and estimate 
himself a lucky man. But he was not 
satisfied with that. He broke his word 
and he tell the jury that I was tried 
before in this very court. I don’t know 
if that is right in the record, if that 
was take off or not, but I hear with 
my ears. When two or three women 
from Plymouth.come to take the stand, 
the woman reach that point where this 
gentleman sit down over there, the 
jury were sit down in their place, and 
Ka asked this woman if they 
have not testified before for Vanzetti, 
and they say ‘‘Yes,”’ and he tell to 
them, “You cannot testify.”” They left 
the room. After they testified just 
the same. But in the meanwhile he 
tell to the jury that I have been tried 
before. That, I think, is not to make 
justice to the man who is looking after 
the truth, and it is a frame-up with 
which he has split my life and doomed 
me. 


Denounces Law’s Delays. 


It was also said that the defense has 
put every obstacle to the handling of 
this case in order to delay the case. 
That sounds sweet for us, and I think 
it is injurious because it is not true. 
If we consider that the prosecution, 
the State, has employed one entire 
year to prosecute us, that is, one of 
the five years that the case has last 
was taken by the prosecution to begin 
our trial, our first trial. Then the 
defense make an appeal to you and 
you waited, or I think that you were 
resolute, that you had the resolute in 
your heart when the trial finished that 
you will refuse every appeal that we 
will put up to you. 

You waited a month or a month and 
a half and just lay down your decision 
on the eve of Christmas—just on the 
evening of Christmas. 

We do not believe in the fable of 
the evening of Christmas, neither in 
the historical: way nor in the church 
way. You know some of our folks 
still believe in that, and because we 
dc not believe in htat then it don’t 
mean that we are not human. We 
are human, and Christmas is sweet to 
the heart of‘every man. I think that 
you have done’‘that, to hand down 
your decision on the’evening of Christ- 
mas, to poison the heart of our family 
and _of-our. beloved.

Court Pronounces Sentence. 


The Court—Under the law of Massa- 
chusetts t-e jury says whether a de- 
fendant is guilty or innocent. The 


absolutely nothing to do 
with the question. The law of Massa- 
chusetts provides that a Judge cannot 
deal in any way with the facts. 
far as he can go unaer our law is to 
state the evidence.

MADE. IN. A.PRISON 


Inepeoters' 
Searching for Narcotics in. 
Oklahoma Institution. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—Details of 
the discovery by the Government of 
counterfeit money orders in the State 
Penitentiary at McAlester, Okla., were 
made public today by Postmaster Gen- 
eral New. Secret Service operatives of 
the Treasury and Post Office inspec- 
tors found 286 counterfeit postal money 
order blanks in the printing room of 
the penitentiary during a search of 
prisoners for narcotics. 

They were farily good imitations, 
but close scrutiny brought out a num- 
ber of glaring errors. Among them was 
the misspellin gof,the word continental 
into continential: The dollars sign was 
also somewhat.crude, evidently having 
been printed from a home-made wood 
cut. None of the orders had been 
cashed, apparently having lain hidden 
for many years. 

Officials do not know who made the 
counterfeits, although suspicion was 
directed toward Frank Hadley, a lifer, 
serving his second sentence, and who, 
prior to July 4, 1925, was in charge of

Sweeney First to Face Charge of 
Marder for Hold-Up in

Colonel George T. Vickers of 
Jersey City, L. Edward Hermann and 
John F. yan will represent the de- 
fendant.

tn Her Long’ Career of Welfare 
Work Shu Had Visited Nearly - 
Every Country In’ World.. 





Word was received here yesterday 
of the death in Joplin, Mo., yesterday 
morning. of Miss Clarissa Spencer, 
who had been for sixteen years Gen- 
eral Secretary of the World’s Com- 
mittee of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association in London. She was 
ill for more than a year and recently 
Was removed to a hospital in Joplin 
to be near the home of relatives in 
Columbus, Kan. Burial will take place 
in Rock Island, Ill. 

Miss Spencer was 56 years old and 
had devoted all of her career to re- 
ligious and welfare work. After grad- 
uating from Goucher College she spent 
five yeats in Japan as a missionary of 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary Soci- 
ety. On the death of her father, Dr. 
William A. Spencer, Methodist min- 
ister and Corresponding Secretary for 
the Board of Extension, Miss Spencer 
returned to this country and began 
her long service with the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association as State 
Secretary for Ohio. 

Then came her appointment to the 

World’s Commitee, and. as its General 
Secretary she visited nearly every 
country on the globe. Officials last 
night gave her credit for developing 
‘‘world consciousness’ within the asso- 
ciation. 
The work of the World’s Committee 
was interrupted by the World War and 
Miss Spencer came back to the United 
States to become executive of 
the Foreign Department of the Na- 
tional Board of the Y. W. C. A. Just 
before her death she was Secretary of 
the Education and Research Division of 
the National Board.. Her illness inter- 
fered with the completion of two im- 
portant projects of Miss Spencer’s, a 
study for the Federal Council of 
Churches of woman’s place in the pres- 
ent day church and her ordination as 
a minister of the Methodist Church, in 
which she was already a licensed 
preacher. Miss Spencer published not 
long ago “Saints and Ladies,’’ a his- 
tory of women saints.

BERLIN, Apfil 9.—More than one- 
fifth ot the passengér automobiles 
used in Berlin are of foreign manu- 
facture, America furnishing by far the 
largest number, according to statistics 
published today. ‘This is all the more 
surprising since the law prohibiting. 


the importation of motor vehicles was 
repealed only two and a haif years 





ago. 

In 1925 2,802 imported motor cars 
were admitted by the Traffic Section 
of the Police Department and last 
year 3,366. Nearly 50 per cent. of the 
imported automobiles ood here in 1925 
Were supplied by United States manu- 
facturers and in the last quarter of 
1926 the American percentage rose to 
71.4. The total number of American 
cars admitted to the streets of the 
German capital was 866 in 1925 anda 
1,857 in 1926. The percentage of motor 
trucks furnished by the United States 
Was even larger, namely, 73.9 per cent. 
of the importations. 

The principal competitors of the 
Americans are the French and Italian 
manufacturers, the latter making 
steady gains at the expense of the 
French. Austria holds fourth place 
with 387 cars furnished in two years, 
while the humiber of Iéinglish, Beigian 
and other automobiles in use here is 
negligible.

President W. L. Stewart, in a state- 
mént accompanying this report, says 
that fifteen new wells were completed 
in California and six in Colorado, 
while seven in both States were drilled 
to deeper sands. The combined initial 
production of these twenty-eight wells 
was 5,800 barrels daily. 

Sales approximated $18,070,000, an 
increase of $700,000. In March the 
service station prices were reduced in 
Southern California 4 cents a gallon 
to 144% cents and north of the Teha- 
chapi 2 cents a gallon to 17 cents, 
while owing to competition larger dif- 
ferentials are béing allowed to re- 
sellers. 

The capital outlay in the quarter 
was about $3,000,000, chiefly in the 
acquisition of - additional territory, 
field development and expanding re- 
fining and market facilities. Crude oil 
and refined products in storage on 
March 31 were 19,400,000 barrels.

LONDON, April 9.—Even when all 
allowances are made for the exaggera- 
tion of party polemics, there is good 
reason to fear that the grouni is being 
prepared for a great class war in this 
country.

JERICHO, L. 1, April, 9—The 
Walt Whitman School. House will 
find a permanent resting place on 
the property of Lewis and Valen- 
tine, nurserymen, ‘within a few 
days.

Court of Appeals Rules Practice 
of Silk Association 1s Just 
Protection for Seller. 

















FAIR COMPANY LOSES SUIT 





Must Submit the Case _ Involving 
$100,000 for Settlement With 
Susquehanna Millis. 





The Court of Appeals for the first 
time has passed on the validity of con- 
tracts used by members of the Silk 
Association of America, requiring arbi- 
tration of disputes, and has upheld 
them, according to announcement yes- 
terday of the ruling by the court in a 
suit of the Susquehanna Silk Mills 


against the Fair Waist and Dress 
Company. By the decision the Fair 
Waist and Dress Company must sub- 
mit to arbitration its dispute’ over a 
contract for the purchase of more than 
$100,000 worth of ¢répe de chine. 

The Susquehanna company, 
President, Hen vend Schniewind Jr., has 
al | just been elected President of the Silk 
Association of America, sold 800 pieces 
of jsilkk to the Fair Waist and Dress 
Company. After six pieces had been 
delivered the defendant refused to 
acgept further deliveries and returned 
the six pieces. The seller then insisted 
that the Fair company perform the 
contract, and when it refused to do 
so notified the buyér to proceed to 
arbitrate the matter as the contract 
required, each party to select an arbi- 
trator and these two.to name.a third 
as umpire, who was required to be one 
of the official arbitrators of the Silk 
Association. 

When the demand for arbitration 
was ignored an application was filed 
in the Supreme Court by I. Gainsburg, 
attorney for the Susquehanna com- 
pany, for an order compelling the de- 
fendant to join in the proceeding. The 


whose 











serted that it. never agreed. to the 
arbitration clause on the back of the 
contract because it never read. the 
agreement. A jury trial was demanded 
to decide whether arbitration had been 
agreed upon mutually but was refused. 

Justice Lydon signed an order requir- 
ing the defendant to arbitrate,- holding 
that in the absence of any claim of 
fraud the clause on the face of the 
order that ‘this order is given subject 
to the conditions printed on the reverse 
side hereof; which are accepted by the 
buyer,” was implied notice to the buy- 
er to read the conditions imposed. The 
Appellate Division upheld the ruling, 
but because of the desire for a ruling 
by the highest court on the arbitration 
clause the case went to the Court of 
Appeals. 

Before the Court of Appeals Mr. 
Gainsburg argued that the making of 
the contract ‘was not put in issue; that 
it was the form commonly. used in the 
silk industry; that the seller had a 
right to impose any conditions it saw 
fit, and that the buyer, .by signing the 
contract and accepting one delivery 
under it, had agreed to it. The Court 
of Appeals ruled that'the right of the 
seller to cancél. related tothe observ- 
ance of the credit ‘terms. but. not. to 
any other obligation under the con- 
tract, for which reason the arbitration 
clause was a-just provision for the pro- 
tection of the seller, and was not un- 
fair.

Legislature Alienated Votes 
of Many Sportsmen. 








ASSAILS PARTY ANIMUS 





E. W. Cady Jr. Says Republicans 
Up-State Wanted Council Measure, 
but Their Leaders Opposed. 





Approval of Governor Smith’s veto 
of twelve bills amending the conserva- 
tion law by changing the regulations 
concerning fish and game, on the 
ground that these should be matters 
of regulation by the Conservation Com- 
mission, was expressed yesterday by 
Edward W. Cady Jr., Executive Secre- 
tary of the Adirondack Civic League. 
Mr. Cady criticized the Republican 
legislative leaders for refusing to 
pass a bill to create a State Fish, 
Game and Forest Council within the 
Conservation Commission to deal with 
fish and game law changes. He de- 
clared that their opposition to it 
seemed to be for no other reason than 
that it was advocated by Governor 
Smith. 

“The conservationists of the State 
have been urging this measure for the 
last three years,” Mr. Cady said. ‘It 
is similar to the present Parks Coun- 
cil, which aids in the administration of 
the parks and recreational facilities of 
the State. The conservationists have 
urged it because the existing method 
is costly, wasteful and difficult of ap- 
plication. 

“For. instance, under the present 
method, if farmers in a certain local- 
ity wanted a change in a rabbit law 
because the rabbits were doing damage 
that justified their destruction, the 
farmers would have to have a law 
passed to allow them to kill off the 
game through longer seasons, use of 
ferrets or other means. 

“It would mean that they would have 
to wait for the next session of the 
Legislature, have their representatives 
in the Assembly and Senate draft bills, 
introduce them and follow them 
through. 

“If there were opposition the meas- 
ure might have to go over another 
year, or fail of passage through stress 
of consideration of countless more im- 
portant matters of State-wide gn 8 


Council Effic'ent, He’ Says. 


“Under the proposed council law such 
a change could be madé'by direct ap- 
peal to the State Fish, Game and 
Forest Council, which could promptly 
make a recommendation, the Commis- 
sioner of Conservation tould make it 
a regulation, and it would have the 
full force of law at once. 

“The Legislature would have to waste 
no time on it, the State would save the 
$900 or $1,000 it. costs to put a bill 
through the routine, the farmers inter- 
ested would not have to spend money 
and time to argue for the bill in 
Albany, the Governor’s time would be 
saved and the desired. results would be 
prompt,- sure and effective. 

“In the same way, fishermen, hunt- 
ers and trappers could have efficient 
administration of the fish, game and 
forest laws, and there would be a more 
efficient method of carrying out con- 
servation regulations. 

“The Conservation Commission itself 
commended the plan, and a bill meet- 
ing its approval was drafted by As- 
semblyman Bentley. and Senator Webb, 
both Republicans. Assemblyman Rob- 
inson, also Republican, drafted a bill 
of similar purport, but including a 
legislative commission to recodify the 
conservation laws. Throughout the 
State Republican legislators gave at 
least lip service to the project, and 
many expressed their full agreement 
with its aims and offered their sup- 
port. Left to act on their own judg- 
ment, they would, have supported it, 
but the stupid party leadership decreed 
otherwise. 

Calls Opposition Stupid. 


“The only apparent reason the or- 
ganization opposed it was because 
Governor. Smith. recommended .it, The 
same stupid opposition that has given 
the Governor many winning issues in 
the last five years permitted itself to 
be forced ‘into a position where the 
party vote had to be summoned to 
defeat it. An effort to drag the méas- 
ure out on the floor of the Assembly 
was defeated by a.vote of 84 Repub- 
licans, to. 66 Democrats. 

“Thus: the, Republican Party was 
committed as a party against a meas- 
ure that has the eo tp of hundreds 
of ,thousands,of. Republicans up-State. 

“It had hitherto been a non-partisan 
measure. It Was first offered by the 
New York State League of Fish, Game 
and Forest.

NO REDUCTION THIS YEAR 





Local Offices WIll Give Ald 
Making Out Income Returns— 


Payment by Check Urged. 





Plans for receiving State incame tax 
returns in New York City have been 
completed by Deputy Tax Commis- 
sioner Maurice A. Stephenson, who is- 
sued yesterday an appeal to taxpayers 
to file their returns now rather than 
wait till the last day, which is next 
Friday, April 15. Returns made by 
mail must show postmarks not later 
than midnight of April 15. 

Commissioner Stephenson said he 
wished to remind taxpayers that there 
would be no 25 per cent. reduction this 
year as there was last year, and that 
the personal exemptions were the same 
as Federal income tax exemptions, 
$1,500 for ‘single persons, $3,500 for 
married, $2,500 for head of a family, 
and $400 for each dependent under 18 
years. 

To receive early returns the State 
income tax offices in New York City 
will be open daily next. week from 9 
A. M. to5 P. M. Auditors, clerks and 
notaries have been assigned to the dif- 
ferent offices to assist taxpayers in

“It is strange what a large number 
of taxpayers’ send us postage stamps 
and currency in payment of their 
State income taxes,” said J. J. Vono- 
van, District: Director of the State In- 
come Tax Bureau. “This is a bad 
practice and frequently leads to seri- 
ous complications. 

“In the vast number of returns re- 
ceived daily both in the district office 
and main office at Albany, when en- 
velopes containing stamps and. cur- 
rency are received, it occasionally hap- 
pens when they are opened—the mail 
is opened by machine—such remit- 
tances fall out and are sometimes lost. 
Later on during audit the taxpayer is 
communicated with and is required to 
replace the remittance. It also hap- 
pens that postage stamps will become 
so gummed together that they are use- 
less or beyond redemption by post- 
office authorities. The safe thing to 
do is to send a check which will act 
as receipt for payment or United States 
postoffice or express money order.”’

REPORTS ON PRISON SERVICE 


Welfare League Association to Share 
in $1,000,000 Fund. 

The Welfare League Association, 
which carries on rehabilitation work 
among prisoners, will receive part of 
the income from the fund of $1,000,000 
which is being raised as a memorial 
to Thomas Mott Osborne, who founded 
the association, it was announced yes- 
terday by the committee raising the 
fund. 


In a.report of its activities during 
1926 the association announced that 
its work was being performed inside 
the prisons as well as outside. Men 
and women inmates of nine prisons in 
four Hastern States received 794 voca- 
tional educational courses during the 
year, the report said. 

“The association aided 2,500 ex-pris- 
oners who applied for assistance dur- 
ing the trying period of readjustment 
following their release,’ the report 
continues. “‘Employment was found 
for 779, and 957 were given meals, 
shelter, clothing or temporary aid.’

ALSATIAN PI IEST a 
SUES PARIS JOURNAL 


Abbe-Editor Was Accused of Be- 
ing a Propagandist for Ger- 
man Revenge.

PARIS, April 9,—All the complicated 
aspects of the situation which pro- 
duced the so-called Alsation autono- 
mistic movement, which hitherto have 
been kept latent, will find their way 
into theofficial records by a news- 
paper libel suit. which opened yester- 
day in the picturesque town of Colmar, 
whose steep, -wide-eaved tile roofs 
harbor many peaceful stork nests, but 


cover a population somewhat stormily 
divided by three divergent influences— 
France, Germany and Alsatian inde- 
pendence. 

The suit, which is against the Paris 
newspaper Le Journal, has brought 
conditions in the regained Province to 
public attention far more widely than 
the brief series of articles on "tenes 
by Edouard Helsey, which are the 
basis of the trial, possibly could have 
done. In the articles M. Helsey de- 
scribed the Abbé Haegy, priest and 
prominent Alsatian publicist, as “‘an 
enemy of France, a menace to the 
mational peace and security and a 
propagandist for German _ revenge” 
and the Abbé Haegy ser Af filed 
suit, asking 10,000 francs damages. 

In fostering Alsatian autonomist am- 
bitions in his German language news- 
paper Abbé Haegy consciously or un- 
consciously, has be: furthering the 
work of German agents, the defense 
will endeavor to prove, it was iadi- 
cated during the opening proceedings. 

The chief cause of the religious agi- 
tation in Alsace is fear of the intro- 
duction of the lay laws prevailing in 
France, according to the first three 
witnesses, all Alsatian Deputies. All 
gave testimony favorable to Abné 
Haegy and proclaimed his loyalty tc 
the country, despite his much-quoted 
declaration, “I have no love for 
France.”" 

This statement was misinterpreted, 
according to the testimony of Deputy 
Joseph Brom, who said: 

“There is a_ distinction between 
France and the lay laws, which latter 
we all detest.. It was to them that 
Abbé Haegy referred, not to the coun- 
try. As a matter of fact, they are the 
sole cause of friction. Abolish their 
menace and all talk of autonomy would 
disappear.’’ 

In answer to these testimonials to 
Haegy’s patriotism the defense sub- 
mitted a translation of Haegy’s arti- 
cles during the war, when he was Al- 
satian representative in the Reichstag. 
In one of these Haegy declared that 
the German people’s will to conquer 
and their faith in victory were undi- 
minished by the treachery of Italy, and 
in another he rejoiced in the rapid 
progress of the German war loan. 

Haegy’s counsel protested that they 
had been mistranslated. Moreover, the 
articles had been imposed by the Ger- 
man censor and did not express the 
real beliefs of the editor. 


ASKS END OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


Message Sent to Chairman of World 
Missionary Congress. 

Alfred Williams Anthony, Sidney L. 
Gulick and John W. Herring, who 
have been working through the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America to develop better relations be- 
tween Jews and Christians in the 
United States, yesterday sent a cabie- 
gram to John R. Mott, Genera! Secre- 
tary of the International Young Men’s 
Christian Association, who is Chair- 
man of a World Missionary Congress 
now in session in Budapest. 

“In line wit: our recent conference,” 
the message said, “‘we sincerely hope 
that you will recommend that the Con- 
gress issue a call to Christians every- 
where to purge the world of the 
curse of anti-Semitism and to accord 
to the Jews that highly respected 
place in the brotherhood of peoples 
which they richly deserve on the. basis 
of their sacred literature and history 
and which is their inalienable right. 
We further hope that the Congress will 
express disapproval of any enterprise 
that utilize~ or implies patronage, ma- 
jority pressure or disrespect of a 
brother's faith.” 

Mr. Herring said he and his asso- 
ciates hoped the Budapest congress 
would do away with “certain forms of 
mission activity that have been a 
source of friction and misunderstand- 
ing between Jews and Christians.”

The press also has started a cam- 
paign to build up the morale of the 
nation. Newspapers publish cartoons 
ridiculing suicide. One of them shows 
a woman discussing fashions in self- 
destruction, disapproving of the Win- 
ter styles, such as poisoning, hanging 
and shooting, and declaring her inten- 
tion of waiting for Summer in order 
to employ the ‘“‘more ladylike’’ method 
of drowning. : 

Nevertheless, zloom es Stam-

Unions Repudiate Continuance 
of Efforts to Free Authors 
of Centralia Outrage. 





CALIFORNIA TO REFORM BAR 





Advanced Step Taken Looking to 
Development of Higher Stand- 
ards’ of Legal Practice.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 9.— 
The Washington State Federation of 
Labor. and the Seattle Central Labor 
Council have issued the following bul- 

, letin: 

“Trade unionists should be on their 
guard against not only the propaganda 
of Communist and pseudo-labor organ- 
izations, but. also against their efforts 
to collect money avowedly for pur- 
poses beneficial to labor, but actually 
for the benefit of individuals and pur- 
Poses subversive to the trade union 
movement itself.” 

The significance of this announce- 
Ment lies in its repudiation of a con- 
tinued effort for the release of eight 
men serving penitentiary sentences for 
participation in the Armistice Day 
murders of 1919 at Centralia. Upon 
the conviction of these men under 
sentences ranging from twenty-five to 
forty years a movement styled ‘‘The 


General Defense Committee of Seattle’”’ 
Was organized, and has since been sus- 
tained upon the plea that ‘‘money is 
constantly needed to carry on. the 
work.” During the last eight years 
considerable sums have been collected 
from unionists, with whom the move- 
ment originated, and wi: which it has 
until now been affiliated. Following a 
recent appeal for money, the President 
of the Washington Federation an- 
mounced that the so-called defense 
committee is without endorsement 
from the State body. Concurrently, 
the Secretary of the Seattle Labor 
Council announced that ‘“‘the General 
Defense Committee is a self-appointed 
bunch of wobblies attempting to secure 
funds under pretense of using the same 
for release of the Centralia victims.” 


CALIFORNIA LABOR’S POSITION. 


The attitude of California unionism 
toward the Preparedness Day murder- 
ers in San Francisco has been openly 
sympathetic from the date of their in- 
dictment. Efforts to secure.release of 
the convicted men are still actively 
sustained. Large sums continue to be 
provided, and the agitation takes the 
form of persistent appeals to the State 
authorities. Two Governors preceding 
the present Administration have re- 
fused pardons after exhaustive study 
of the record. It was with reference 
to his refusal in the specific case of 
Mooney that the labor vote openly op- 
pored Governor Richardson, defeated 
for re-election last November. 

In another and equally notable case, 
that of the blowing up of The Los 
Angeles Times, with the killing of 
nineteen independent. workmen, the 
sympathy of unionism with the mur- 
derers has been persistently urged, and 
it is understood that demands for Mc- 
Namara’s pardon will soon be pre- 
sented to Governor Young. 

The contest long waged in California 
over the unionist demand. for monopoly 
in various branches of industry con- 
tinues with energy. Los Angeles has 
for many years held to the open shop 
rule, the protagonists of which: have 
recently won a prolonged contest in 
San Francisco, although unionism is 
still in a militant mood. At Santa 
Barbara the unionists have within re- 
cent weeks scored a victory in the en- 
forcement of the closed shop. At Oak- 
land and other towns on the east side 
of San Francisco Bay the .contest is 
waged with varying incidents, but 
with fairly general acceptance of the 
open shop principle. 








WOMAN SUES UNION. 

The widow of John Goytan, a non- 
union molder, whose murder last July 
was an incident of a then pending 
strike, has brought suit in San Fran- 
cisco against the International Mold- 
ers’ Union, charging that organization 
with responsibility for her husband’s 
death. Mrs. Goytan’s two baby 
daughters are co-plaintiffs in this ac- 
tion, which esks $100,000 for the hus- 
band’s death and $150,000 punitive 
damages. 

One of the alleged union officials is 
Robert Burton, now under indictment 


with others for Goytan’s murder. In 
all eighty-three officers of the Inter- 
national Union and its San Francisco 
branch are named in the suit. 

Goytan, on his way to work at a local 
foundry on the morning of July 8 last, 
was shot down from an automobile. At 
the time of the shooting Burton was a 
salaried employe connected with the 
office of the Prosecuting Attorney. A 
recent investigation of that office dis- 
closed that for months Burton was ab- 
sent under nominal ‘sick leave,” and 
that during thet time he was in the 
service of the Molders’ Union, .in the 
meantime regularly drawing his salary 
from the city. 

This case exhibits significantly con- 
ditions tnat prevail in one measure or 
another in the Government of San 
Francisco. Organized labor is so large 
a factor in local politics.as to enter 
into the calculations of all candidates. 
Prosecuting Attorney Brady was elect- 
ed largely through the support of or- 
ganized labor.

BANK TROUBLES IN PORTLAND. 
Portland, Ore., has within the past 
ten days been shaken by the suspen- 
sion and collapse of the Northwestern 
National Bank. While the Northwest- 
ern has never been reckoned among 
the older and more stable Portland 
banks, it has had, nevertheless, depos- 
its running between. $18,000,000. and 
$19,000,000. 

More than a month ago the resigna- 
tion of President Olmstead was an- 
nounced, and the fact leaked out that 
the Olmstead régime had weakened 
the institution, and that to re-establish 
it the stockholders had been assessed 
100 per cent. of their holdings. That 
information started a run on the bank. 
which was stopped only when the First 
National and the United States Na- 
tional. Banks guaranteed payment to 
depositors. This announcement, how- 
ever, did not prevent the fall of the 
Northwestern. 

Despite the collapse, it is assured 
that the assets of the bank are fully 
equal to its obligations. Only the 
stockholders will be direct. losers in 
the aggregate sum of about $2,000,000. 
Unpleasant stories are afloat that the 
late management was in collusion with 
persons to whom alleged illegitimate 
advances had been made, Criminal! 
charges. will be presented, but their 
definite establishment is uncertain. 
There has been active bidding for 
the Northwestern Building, the pre- 
sumed value of which is about $2,500,- 
000. One offer of that sum is said to 
be under consideration, One rumor 
identifies this offer with the Bank of 
Italy and another with the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia Bank, both of San Francisco. 








LUMBER TRADE TROUBLES. 


Demoralization in the lumber trade 
of Oregon and Washington has become 
so serious as to bring about a coopera- 
tive effort by mill owners to stabilize 
the market. The first move is suspen- 
sion of operations for one week of the 
present month preparatory to institut- 
ing a five-day week to continue until 


July 1. The plan has been recom- 
mended by district. lumber committees 
after surveys which indicate that cur- 
tailment is necessary to offset an ex- 
panding overproduction, declarod now 
to approximate 20 per cent. in the 
Dougias fir regions. 

While expansion in lumbering is gen- 

eral in the Northwest, its most notable 
recent advance is in Oregon. Within 
twenty years forest production of that 
State has grown in value from $12,- 
500,000 to $125,000,000 a year, and it is 
now second only to Washingtc Ore- 
gon cut last year 4.260,683,000 feet of 
lumber. Exports amounted to 3,000,- 
000,000 feet. 
Various conditions retarded early en- 
terprise in Oregom as compared with 
Washington, where lumbering has 
been carried on for half a century 
with annually increasing production. 
In Oregon, as in California and Wash- 
ington, the system of forest taxation 
tends to spoliation of the great timber 
resources. 4 law providing for taxa- 
tion of detorested lands on expecta- 
tion value was passed by the 1925 Leg- 
islature, but was vetoed on the ground 
that it did not provide a severance 
tax, though the product must be 
thrown upon markets in excess of 
normal @emands. 





ROAD BUILDING ACTIVE. 

Liberality in the matter of road con- 
struction continues in the Pacific 
area. Last year Californi. expended 
in new construction approximately 
$16,000,000. and approximately one- 
fourth of that sum for repairs and re- 
construction. The counties spent more 
than $6,000,000. Appropriations for this 
year have nct.been..made, but are 
planned in excess of last year’s. 

Despite the crisis in Oregon's 
finances, that State is planning. to 
spend approximately $15,000,000 in new 
construction and maintenance work. 
Washington is planning 380 miles ot 
new road, and it is: estimated that 
State and local expenditures will be 
$18,000,000, of which the State’s share 
will be $10,000,000. Idaho will construct 
145 miles of highway which, with 
the maintenance charges, will cost 
$3,300,000. 

With a gap of about eighty miles just 
south of the Oregon line there is now 
a continuous hard-surface road from 
the Mexican border to British Colum- 
bie. Even Nevada has joined the pro- 
cession. With its scant population of 
80,000 and its generally low taxable 
values, its resources are limited, but 
interest in highway construction 
amounts to enthusiasm: Th “State is 
planning a celebration on June 25 ot 
the completion of the Victory Highway 
from Salt Lake to San Francisco. 





EDUCATION IN CALIFORNIA. 


Announcement is. made by President 
Wilbur that the future policy of Stan- 
ford University will be to admit only 
students having had two years of 
training in junior colleges. The rule 
will be put into effect when junior col- 


leges of California have become nu- 
merous enough to justify it. 

The educationai.system in, California 
is now under an official survey to de- 
velop a general program to be submit- 
ted to the Legislature in 1929. The re- 
sult will undoubtedly support the pol- 
icy forecast by Stanford. .Out of it 
will come the larger development of 
the junior college system. It is antici- 
pated that some of these schools will 
remain two-year institutions, but it is 
probable that others may be trans- 
formed into. four-year schools,. taking 
over the third and fourth years of high 
school and the first two years of col- 
lege work. 

Public education in California has 
expanded greatly in recent years, and 
there are distinct murmurs of protest 
against its mounting costs. More than 
half of the annual tax bill of approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 goes to the support 
of schools. Critics assert that educa- 
tion in its variety has become a charge 
out of all proportion with other State 
functions., It is further declared that 
teaching has become only an incidental 
part of the school machinery which 
employs in various activities as many 
persons as there, are classrooms, . This 
protest is hardly surprising in view ot 
the fact that In some of the Catifornia

SCIENTISTS NAMED 
FOR OIL RESEARCH 


Leading Chemists and Geologists 
to Condact Tests Under 
$500,000 Fund. 


Leading scientists in various parts 
of the United States have recently 
received assignments in the $500,000 
program of research in the geology, 
physics and chemistry of petroleum, 
financed by John D. Rockefeller and 
the Universal Oil Products Company 
of Chicago, according to an announce- 
ment by the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. 

The project was initiated by Mr. 
Rockefeller, who, on Nov. 15, 1925, an- 
nounced in a letter to Robert L. 
Welch, General Secretary of the 
American Petroleum Institute, that he 
would provide for the purpose a fund 
of $250,000. This sum, Mr. Rockefeller 
stated, would be made available in 
annual instalments of $50,000 each over 
a period of five years. The fund is 
administered by a committee consist- 
ing of Mr. Weich, Walter C. Teagle, 
President of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, and K. R. Kings- 
bury, President of the Standard Oil 
Company of California. 

In January, 1926, the Rockefeller 


fund was supplemented by a similar 
amount provided by the Universal 
Company. 

Since the undertaking is planned to 
be the most exhaustive of its character 
ever attempted in the petroleum indus- 
try, the work has proceeded slowly. 
The American Petroleum Institute 
early obtained the cooperation of the 
National Research Council of Wash- 
ington, which appointed last Fall a 
Central Petroleum Committee, headed 
by Dr. James F. Norris, Professor of 
Organic Chemistry of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, to for- 
mulate a program. 

The committee has finally recom- 
mended thirty-one projects in funda- 
mental research, covering in the broad- 
est manner the geology, physics and 
chemistry of petroleum. Of these proj- 
ects, twenty-nine have been assigned 
and the work will be carried on in the 
laboratories of various universities and 
scientific institutions. 


ARCHITECTS’ INSTITUTE 
LINKS ALL OTHER ARTS 








Movement Is to Bring About 
Closer Union of Effort in De- 
sign in America.’ 


Reorganization of the Committee on 
Allied Arts of the American Institute 
of Architects as the first step in a 
movement to bring about nationwide 
union of effort in the arts of design 
Was announced here yesterday by the 
President of the Institute, Milton B. 
Medary Jr. of Philadelphia. 

The purpose, Mr. Medary explained, 
is to guide the thought and activity of 
the institute more specifically toward 


the interests of architecture as an art. 
*“"We wish to make it pliain,’’ he raid, 
“that we are more interested in con- 
tributing to the great architecture ot 
the world than in standardizing the 
bricks and mortar of which it must 
be built.’’ 

Cc. Grant La Farge of New York is 
Chairman of the new committee, which 
for the first time includes representa- 
tives of other arts. Representing the 
institute are the following architects: 

Paul P. Cret, Philadelvhia; J. Mon- 
roe Howlett; New York; George W. 
Kelham, San Francisco; Everett V. 
Meeks, Dean of the Yale School ot 
Fine Arts; Sidney Lovell, Chicago. 

Sculpture is represented by C. Paul 
Jannewein of New York, mural paint- 
ing by Eugene F. Savage of New York, 
a Fellow of the American Academy in 
Rome; landscape architecture by Fer- 
ruccio Vitale of New York, a trustee 
of the American Academy in Kome, 
and the craftsmen by Harry Werne, 
President of the Arts-in-‘lrade Club ot 
New York. 

Working with this central committee 
from headquarters in New York will 
be committees from the Society of 
Mural Painters, the National Sculpture 
Society, the American Society of Land- 
scape Artists, and the Arts-in-'lrade 
Club, in addition to committees repre- 
senting the institute’s fifty-seven 
chapters in all parts of the country. 
Committees have already been organ- 
ized in the New York, Boston, Cleve- 
land and Indiana chapters.

Raul Fernandes Wants Efforts 
Renewed to Get United States 
Into World Tribunal. 





OUR MAIN POSITION SOUND 





But He Asks Fair Play for Other 
Nations in Connection With 
Fifth Reservation. 





The existing deadlock between the 
United States and the powers signa- 
tory to the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice is by no means unre- 
solvable, in the opinion of Raul Fer- 
nandes, former Brazilian Ambassador 
to. Belgium and a member of the Ad- 
vistory Committee of Jurists which 
drafted the statute of the Permanent 
Court. If it 13 to be resolved, however, 
Mr. Fernandes holds that the United 
States must keep the way open for 
further conversations. He also makes 
an appeal to this country’s sense of 
fair play in the matter of considering 
the viewpoints of other nations. 

Mr, Fernandes reviews the entire sit- 
uation bearing upon this country’s ac- 
tion with regard to adherence to the 
Court in an article just published by 
the American Foundation charged with 
the. maintenance of the American 
Peace Award. He holds that the Sig- 
natory States should withdraw the 
conditions they attached to the accep- 
tance of certain parts of the reserva- 
tions to the protocol of Dec, 16, 1920, 
upon which this country’s adherence 
was. based. 


Reservations to the Protocol. 


These reservations he summarizes as 
follows: (1) The United States was to 
remain entirely outside the Covenant 
of the League of Nations and of the 
Treaty of Versailles; (2) it was to 
have the right to participate, in the 
Assembly and Council of the League, 
in the election of Judges and Deputy 
Judges; (3) it was to contribute to the 


Court’s expenses; (4) it was to have 
the right to withdraw from the Court, 
and the statute of the Court could not 
be amended without its consent; and 
(5), finally, in the matter of advisory 
opinions, two stipulations were made: 
First, that preliminary notice must be 
given to member States and interested 
States, they must have an opportunity 
to be heard, and the opinion must be 
rendered publicly; and, secondly, that 
the Court might not, without the con- 
sent of the United States, entertain 
any reguest for an advisory opinion 
touching any Gispute or question in 
which the United States had or 
claimed an interest. 

Reviewing the action of the Geneva 
Cenference of last September, at which 
the first three reservations were ac- 
cepted, but the procedure with regard 
to the fourth and fifth was unsatisfac- 
tory to this country, Mr. Fernandes 
comes to what he terms the ‘‘dead- 
lock’’ created by this situation. It is 
his opinion that the statesmen who 
have a. voice at Geneva should do 
something to break this deadlock and 
get the matter under way again. This 
he calls ‘‘an inescapable moral obliga- 
tion.”’ 

Points of Difference. 


Analyzing the action of the Geneva 
Conference, Mr. Fernandes shows that 
while the two points of the fourth res- 
ervation were accepted, a similar right 
to withdraw their acceptance of cer- 
tain of the American reservations was 
demanded for the signatory powers, 
but limiting their use of this right by 
the condition that the Governments 
concerned must act together and by at 
least a two-thirds majority. 

It is admitted, Mr. Fernandes says, 
that the extent to which théir right to 
withdraw acceptance is to be appli- 
cable ought to apply only to those of 
the American reservations that gave 
the United States a privileged posi- 
tion, and the conference decided that 
“this position of privilege was created 
by the second part of the fourth reser- 
vation and by the entire fifth reserva- 
tion.” 

He holds that the action with regard 
to the*fourth reservation was not well 
taken and that the United States was 
justified in its refusal to accept the 
conditions attached by the Geneva 
Conference. 


Quotes Final Act. 


With regard to the conditions at- 
tached to acceptance of the fifth res- 
ervation, he quotes the final act, 
which says: 

As regards disputes to which the 
United States is not a party but in 
which it claims an interest, and as 
regards questions, other than dis- 


putes, in which the United States 
claims ar interest, the Conference 
understands the object of the United 
States tc be to assure to itself a po- 
sition of equality with States repre- 
sented eiitner on the Council or in the 
Assembly of the League of Nations. 
This principle should be agreed to. 
But the fif:a reservation appears to 
rest upon the presumption that the 
adoption »f a request for an advisory 
opinion py the Council or. Assembly 
requires a unanimous vote. No such 
presumption, however, has so far 
been established. It is therefore 
impossible to say with certainty 
whether in some cases, or possibly in 
all cases, a decision by a majority 
is not sufficient. In any event the 

United States should be guaranteed 
a position of equality in this respect; 
that is to say, in any case where a 
State represented on the Council or 
in the Assembly would possess the 
ritht of preventing, by opposition in 
either of these bodies, the adoption 
of a proposal to request an advisory 
opinion from the Court, the United 
States shall enjoy an equivalent 
right. 

This, he believes, is perfect as far 
as it goes, but he admits that it does 
not go far enough. 

Cites Possible Conditions. 

“If at some future time the Council 
or Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions should decide that a unanimous 
vote is necessary in asking for an ad- 
visory opinion; he says, ‘‘then the 
American: desire would be met; as ob- 
jection from the United States having 
the same force as an adverse vote in 
one or the other of the League's 
bodies; would have a veto power, 

“But if the opposite should happen 
such an objection would be ineffec+ 
tive. It would be useless to deny, 
however, that certain members of the 
League of Nations have sufficient 
prestige to keep at least the Council, 
if not the y, from taking up 
and airs A a. question, if or when 
they doubt the expediency of doing so.

Mr. Fernandes. believes, however, | 
that the Powers which, the., United 
States asks for in connection ‘with ad- 
visory opinions on questions where it 
merely claims an.interest do amount 
to #° privilegé not’ in the ‘sense that 
this country would be the only one to 
possess these powers, but because oth- 
ers, as mermbers,.of. the League of 
Nations, would use their rights. .only 
with full consciousness of their re- 
sponsibility for the work of the league. 
“If, unhappily, the ‘Americans were 
to refuse this reciprocal right of »with- 
drawal even if limited to this one 
point,’”’ he concludes, ‘‘or, likewise, were 
to refuse to take part in the subsequent 
negotiations which the conference con- 
sidered necessary for arrangitig the 
manner in which. the "United States 
should make known its wishes on ad- 
visory opinions or questions in which 
it has or claims an intérest, then the 
members of the League of Nations will 
be forced to resign themselves to the 
inevitable. 

“For while it is just, and also of the 
greatest interest politically that they 
should remove the greatest obstacles 
now existing to the adherence of the 
United States to the Court, by admit- 
ting the justice of the American de- 
mands, which we believe we have 
shown to be legitimate, nevertheless 
they cannot, for whatever gain, de- 
prive themselves of the means for safe- 
guarding the League of Nations, with- 
out which, moreover, the Court itself 
would still be only an ideal pursued 
in vain. Let us hope that the Amer- 
icans, who love fair play, will be the 
first to recognize’ this.”

Asparagus Advances In an Active 
Market — Plenty of Lettuce 
Here, Says Review. 





Prices for fresh string beans and 
green peas were lower in the whole- 
sale market toward ‘the end of last 
week because the supply was in exces; 
of the demand, according to the weekly 
review of local food markets, made 
public yesterday by Arthur B. Albrecht, 
New York Director of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets. 
‘The review follows: 

‘Phe bulk of the string beans offered 
on’ the market came from Florida. 
Various kinds of green beans sold from 
$1.50 to $3.50 per 28-quart hamper. 
Green peas have commenced to arrive 
in car lots from Mississippi. The 
quality was attractive and realized $3 
to $3.50. Green peas also were avail- 
able from California, Arizona, Mexico, 
Florida, Louisiana and South Carolina. 
Florida new-crop potato prices 
steadily declined, and No. 1 Spaulding 
Rose sold at $7 to $7.50 per barrel. 
“Maine Green Mountain potatoes, 
which comprised the bulk of the ar- 
rivals jobbed out at $3.75 to $4 per 
sack of 150 pounds. The demand for 
cucumbers and tomatoes was some- 
what lessened because of the cool 
weather. Florida liberally supplied the 
market with these commodities and the 
price trend was downward. 
“Southern . new-crop cabbage was 
abundant and the market was featured 
by lower prices. Fine quality green 
cabbage from South Carolina packed 
in one and one-half bushel hampers, 
commanded only §$1 to $1.25. 

“The demand for asparagus was 
more active and prices advanced. Sup- 
plies were more plentiful from. both 
the West and the South. Green as- 
paragus from California wholesaled at 
$5 to $6.50 per dozen bunches for the 
large product.

GLASS OBJECTS A FEATURE 





Collection Made by Azeez Khayat, 
Who Holds Rights for Private 
Excavations In Palestine. 





Egyptian, Greek, Roman, Phoenician, 
Saracenic and. Persian antiques col- 
lected by <Azeez. Khayat, a noted 
authority,. in Egypt,. Palestine, Syria 
and Greece are now being exhibited at 
the Anderson Galleries, where: they 
will be sold: Wednesday and Thursday. 
There are more than 400 items, 

Mr. Khayat,: who is the only ‘indi- 
vidual holding concessions to excavate 
privately in Palestine, and had a street 
and public square named for him last 
year in Haifa, his Near Eastern home, 


has spent thirty-five years in research | P’ 


work and excavating and has crossed 
from the Near. East to America sev- 
enty-two times. 

One of the rarest of the objects ex- 
hibited is a large Egyptian painting of 
the Ptolemaic period, portraying a 
mummy in ‘highly decorative wrap- 
pings with symbols of the gods and 
starlike flowers. It is well preserved, 
and was found at Akhmeen in Upper 
Egypt. Anotk = rare piece is a carved 
wood boat of the Eighteenth Dynasty, 
1500 B. C., complete with pilot, captain, 
oarsmen, passengers and a passenger's 
trunk, found at <Assiout in Upper 
Egypt. Other ancient wood carvings 
include two figures of Anubis as a dog. 
These date to 1500 3. C. 

In antique glass is a Roman mosaic 


millefiori glass bowl of translucent em- 
erald green with ned and white ro- 
settes, This glass was extremely val- 
uable in Roman times and Nero paid 
a large sum for it. In the Book of 
Ezekiel the term ‘‘as precious as glass” 
appears, referring to glass of the mille- 
fiori period. Another beautiful exam- 
ple is a large egg-cup with fluted body 
in peacock blue and green, and gold 
and silver iridescence. .A phoenician 
bottle of greenish glass shows a varied 
iridescence and another in amethyst 
glass gleams with many violet tones. 
A Roman perfume bottle with fluted 
body is rich in flame-colored and pur- 
ple iridescence, also gold, blue and 
green. A fine Sidonian bottle of light 
amethyst glass, mold made, has floral 
ornaments and small handles. A six- 
sided Hebrew glass pitcher has pressed 
designs and two human faces. It was 
found. near Tiberius, Palestine, and 
with the Sidonian bottle dates back to 
a period from 1,000 B. C. to 400 A. D. 
There are also two Roman urns, both 
Museum pieces. A first century B. C. 
Sidonian bottle, mold made, is deco- 
rated with birds and butterflies in re- 
lief and is rare in form. It was found 
near s, Syria. A light amber glass 
bowl ered heavily with silver irides- 
cence came from Mount Carmel, Pal- 
estine. 

In bronzes there is a cat of fine mod- 
eling dating to 1500 B. C. It wears a 
necklace and is one of the finest of the 
bronzes shown. Others are in Eigh- 
teenth Dynasty bit and an Egyptian 
bronze of Imhotep, god of medicine. 
A fine bronze group is Isis nursing 
Horus. There is also a first century 
B. CG. Roman vase modeled as a bust 
of Bacchus from the Dr. Salim Farah 
collection. 

In ushabtiu—the little faience figur- 
ines buried éwith the dead to work for 
them as slaves in the country of the 
dead—there is an eighteenth dynasty 
turquoise blue figure with engraved 
hieroglyphics from chapter 6 of the 
Book of the Dead; another in rare 
cream glaze with purple hair and red 
face and another in blue inscribed in 
black from the Book of the Dead 
bears also the name of Prince Tchet- 
Ptah-Auf-Ankh. The latter was found 
at Deir-El-Bahri, Upper Egypt, and is 
from the Hilton Price collection. 

In ornaments, the bracelets include 
a Ptolemaic period Egyptian gold arm- 
let in the shape of two snakes set with 
iridescent eye beads and one of select- 
ed steatite scarabs, gold mounted. Two 
Egyptian gold rings are a blue faience 
cartouche of Tut-ankh-Amen set with 
gold after the original setting and 
another similarly copied from the 
antique mounting is a green faience 
cartouche of Akh-Natum, his father- 
in-law. 

In necklaces, there is one made of 
fifteen rare blue faience sacred eye 
amulets strung with gold lulu beads. 
Another Egyptian necklace of large 
and small garnet beads of fine color 
has an onyx pendant, “Eye of Ra,” in 
its original gold mounting. One of the 
best, 1500 B. C., is made of fine ame- 
thyst and emerald beads. During the 
Ptolemaic period none but royalty were 
permitted to wear amethyst beads, and 
this is one of the rarest of the neck- 
laces. Another first century B. C. gold 
Chain necklace is set with emeralds 
and pearls excavated at Fayum, Egypt. 

An Egyptian carved wood jewel box, 
Mr. Khayat says, is similar to those 
found in the tomb of Tut-ankh-Amen, 
now exhibited at the Cairo Museum, 
and is inlaid with ivory and wood. It 
was found at Akmeen, 

There are numerous pieces of glass, 
Kashan, Rakka and Rhages pottery, 
scarabs, mounted and unmounted, sil- 
ver and gold coins and miscellaneous 
objects.

Personal Belongings of Former 
President to Be Sold Here. 


Personal relics of Andrew Jackson, 
former President of the United States, 
inherited by his grandson, Andrew 
Jackson 4th of Los Angeles, on view 
at the American Art Galleries, are to 
be sold there Wednesday afternoon, to- 
gether with Currier & Ives lithographs. 


On Thursday evening lithographs, 
maps, paintings, ship models and 
other articles, including property of 
Mrs.. R. 8. Elliott of New York and 
Mrs. Clara L. Meech of Croton, Conn., 
will be dispersed. 

The Jackson relics include articles 
from the White House and from the 
former President’s private home, The 
Hermitage. Among them are china, 
silverware, glassware, a snuffbox 
given to Jackson by Lafayette, letters 
of war Generals presented to the 
President in a gold box; Hermitage ac- 
count, cook and notebooks, medals and 
statuettes, paintings and engravings of 
Jackson. 

There is a Havell panoramic view of 
New York and a Ratzer plan and view 
of New York, the latter published in 
London in 1776. There are also some 
pewter pieces and Staffordshire plat- 
ters showing Lafayette landing at 
Castle Garden. A line engraving on 
copper of Federal Hall and a view of 
Vesey Street in 1800, an original water 
color, are believed to be unique rari- 
ties. There are more than 470 num- 
bers in all.

COLLEGE INTEREST GROWS 





Brown University, Which Did Not 
Enter In 1926, Shows Earnest 
Spirit—Bryn Mawr Active. 





Dean H. HB. Hawkes of Columbia, 
Chairman .of the Intercollegiate. Com- 
mittee in charge of the Current Events 
Contest sponsored by THE New YorK 
Times and including twenty leading 
educational institutions, hxs announced 
that the judges in the final event, 
which will be held on May 14, are the 
same who acted in this capacity last 
year. They are Lircoln O’Brien of The 
Boston Herald, James 8. Myers, Pro- 
fessor of Journalism at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, and Davi-’ Lawrence of Wash- 
ington, 

Indications of increased interest in 
the contest have come from Bryn 
Mawr, Brown University and Cornell. 
At Cornell the number of contestants 
is considerably greater than last year 
and more ‘en**usiasm is shown among 


are working for the local prize. At 
Brown the Faculty --mmittee which 
has charge of the contest is assisted 
by a committee o. three undergrad- 
uates—two seniors and a junior. Meet- 
ings of competitors and interested 
members of the Faculty are being held 
at which methods are discussed and 
general questions answered. 

According to Professor Henry. B. 
Huntington; head of the Brown com- 
mittee, the competition is encouraging 
a healthy interest in current probléms 
on the part of thoughtful undergrad- 
uates. Brown is one of the institu- 
tions which was not in the contest last 
year, so that compari->-ns in this case 
cannot be made. 

Professor Robert E, Cushman, in 
charge at Cornell, reports that the 
number of students engaged in the 
contest will be between fifty and 
seventy-five. The local committee con- 
sists of members from each of five 
colleges on the campus, the students 
in which are eligible to compete. These 
are the colleges of Arts and Sciences, 
of Engineering, Agriculture, Archi- 
tecture and Law. The local examina- 
tion at Cornell will be held May 6 or 7. 

Professor Charles G. Fenwick of Bryn 
Mawr reports f: m thirty to forty con- 
testants out of a student body of less 
than 500. This number will probably 
be increased before the examination is 
actually held.. A weekly lecture on 
current events is held at Bryn Mawr 
and, although attendance is voluntary, 
it has been large, indicating an un- 
usual degree of interest among the un- 
dergraduates. Something of the spirit 
of Bryn Mawr in the matter is shown 
by the following communication, which 
must remain anonymous: 

“Naturally we are very much set 
upon defeating Harvard. We resent 
its assumption of intellectual superior- 
ity and we wish to show that self-opin- 
ionated institution that we are quite as 
well informed as they are about what 
is going on outside of their limited cir- 
cle. Our students have indeed no worry 
about defeating Princeton, for they 
think it is not a serious competitor ex- 
cept on the football field. And they 
have too many brothers and cousins at 
Yale to regard that institution as a 
competitor in things intellectual.

FOUND KEENSTUDENTS HERE 


Dr. Adler, Sailing, Says Our Interest 
In Psychology Is Remarkable. 
Dr. Alfred Adler, Viennese psychol- 
ogist, before sailing yesterday on the 
Leviathan, said that his stay of sev- 


eral months in this country convinced 
him that American interest in psychol- 
ogy was highly developed. He thought 
the keen interest taken in the study 
of psychology in the United States 
was remarkable and he was particu- 
larly interested to learn of the close 
connection between psychology and the 
mental hygiene movement. 

Dr. Adler, who formulated the theory 
of the “:nferior complex,” said that an 
international congress on psychiatry 
will be held in September in Vienna, 
where crime and psychoses will be dis- 
cussed. He encouraged the formation 
in this city of an organization for the 
furtherance of individual psychology 
and the study of educational psychia- 
try, headed by Dr. S. Daniel House.

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Chemists Begin Research to 
Increase Supply-as Store of 
Petroleum Wanes. 








Professor Curtis Saye Coal Will Be 
Treated to Provide Synthetle 
Product In Future. 





Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 9.— 
Liquid fuels from a practically inex- 
haustible coal supply can be obtained 
to supplement the waning supplies of 
petroleum products, according to Pro- 
fessor Harry A. Curtis of the chemical 
engineering division, of the Yale Uni- 
versity Department of Chemistry. He 
said today that the division-had begun 
research experiments in petroleum and 
other fuels and their products, and 
would extend them on obtaining the 
necessary funds. 
“The petroleum expert foresees the 
possible exhaustion of the present 
sources of petroleum in the next few 
decades and is turning his study to 
methods of obtaining oils from coal 
and other similar material,” he said, 
adding that not only can liquid fuels 
be obtained from coal to supplement 
the vanishing supplies of petroleum 
products, but that there are also limit- 
less possibilities to the economic manu- 
facture of synthetic fuels. 


Study of Oils Is Begun. 


A study of the chemical treatment of 
oils, derivable from coal, to make 
them suitable for internal combustion 
engines has been begun in the division. 
Recent research experiments have 
shown that the gas and coke residue 
obtained in distillation can be con- 
verted into liquid fuels by chemical 
processes which will require extended 
research to bring to perfection. 

“A far-reaching study of fuels is 
vitally important to the country and 
to the world because the production 
of heat and power is imperative to 
our civilization,’’ Professor Curtis said. 
“This is a problem that will continue 
to grow in importance as the popula- 
tion of the world increases and the 
sources of fuel decrease. The interest 
of science is turning toward research 
in fuels in an effort to solve this prob- 
lem for the present and for the future. 

“The production of coal and petrole- 
um are two of the most important 
American industries. Until scientific 
methods were applied in processing 
coal this material was used for its 
fuel value alone and the materials that 
are now converted into various useful 
coal-tar products were burned up and 
wasted. Just as coal was once burned 
up solely for fuel, at present petroleum 
is also being burned for fuel. What 
has been done in the coal industry 
can be done in the petroleum in- 
dustry.” 

Despite the fact that the production 
of petroleum is one of the seven fore- 
most American industries and the 
United States produces more than two- 
thirds of the petroleum used in the 
world, only a small number of the 
possible uses of petroleum have been 
discovered, he said. Industrial atten- 
tion has been so closely concentrated 
on the discovery of new sources and 
on economical methods of refining and 
selling the product that little atten- 
tion has been paid to the wider use 
of oils and to the problem of waste, 
he declared. Thus far, Professor Cur- 
tis said, science has barely touched 
upon the possibilities of petroleum. 


Chemists’s Threefold Problem. 


“The problem of the chemist who is 
investigating petroleum is threefold,” 
he said. ‘First, he seeks a better al- 


location of the various parts of the 
product. He tries to enhance the value 
of petroleum by distilling it and using 
each part for the specific to which it 
is best fitted. This is already being 
accomplished in the use of light naph- 
thas for gas engines, the use of heavier 
oils for lubrication, other oils for fuel, 
and the residue of asphaltum for pav- 
ing. The chemist is interested in the 
conservation of raw materials through 
the economic use of all substances de- 
rivable from petroleum.

than last year’s appropriation. It will 
be utilized, General McRae said, to 
provide training for the greatest num- 
ber of youths from this’corps area that 
hhas ever attended the C. M. T. camps. 
‘ Up to yesterday 3.575 applications 
fhad been received. For the last few 
jweeks a daily rate of 150 has been 
maintained. 

Of -the total appropriation, approxi- 
mately $04,000, or an average of $20 
per candidate, will be spent for rail- 
‘goad fares. A ration allowance of 70 
eents per day per man will take an- 
ther $98,700. Athletic equipment will 
gccount for $1,645, while advance prep- 
rations at the camps will cost about 
$19,673. By sending students to camps

KING DENIES REPORT 
OF SPEECH TO TROOPS 


Senator Also Says He Was Not 
Rebaked by an Officer 
Aboard Transport. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (#).—Senator 
King of Utah today issued a denial 
of reports that he had criticized the 
use of American troops to protect 
American property in a recent. speech 
to soldiers and sailors on the transport 
St. Mihiel. 

The reports said the Senator had 
beén taken to task by a young army 
officer aboard, who had declared the 
tone of the speech was un-American. 
The Senator said it was ‘wholly un- 
true’”’ that he had made such criticisms 
or that he had been rebuked by. the 
officer. 

“The facts are,"’ he said, 
was invited by the Chaplain to spéak 
to the soldiers, who were returning to 
the United States to be mustered out 
after service in Haiti, and I was asked 
to tell of my exclusion from that 
country. 

“T told them my experiences with 
officials of Haiti and related the his- 
tory of the country and gave my views 
on American occupation, which I do 
not approve. When I finished, the 
troops cheered me and a young lieu- 
tenant arose and explained that I had 
expressed only. my own individual 
views and that the soldiers should 
keep an open mind until the other side 
of the controversy was. presented. I 
thoroughly approved of the Heutenant’s 
statement and in no sense regarded it 
as a rebuke.” 

He reiterated that he was barred 
from visiting Haiti by Brig. Gen. John 
S. Russell, the American High Com- 
missioner, who he said controlled 
President Borno. 

During his visit to the State Depart- 
ment, Senator King said that Secre- 
tary Kellogg insisted that the State De- 
partment had not approved of his ex- 
clusion from the island and favored 
his being permitted to make a first- 
hand investigation. 

It was said at the War Department 
that the department had only an in- 
formal account of the reported inci- 
dent. Major Gen. Eli A. Helmick, In- 
spector General of the Army, who, 
with a number of members of Con- 
gress, was aboard the ship, was said 
to have investigated it, but so far as 
could be learned today no official re- 
port of the affair has been entered 
on the department records and none 
is expected. General Helmick declined 
to discuss the subject.

EXPLAINS IMPROVED DIET 





Columbia Professor Asserts It Will 
Increase Vitality Even Though 
Present Food Is Adequate. 





Vitamins have the power to promote 
longevity, according to the results of 
experiments at Columbia University, 
on which @ report. was made yesterday, 
by Dr. Henry C. Sherman, Mitchill 
Professor of Chemistry. 
Improved diet, with ample supplies 
of vitamins, were found to lengthen 
the lives of rats and to produce earlier 
maturity and later senility. 
The special significances of vitamins 
and enzymes is that they make the 
oxidation of foodstuffs proceed fast 
enough to supply energy at the rate 
needed for all life processes, accord- 
ing to Professor Sherman. The bene- 
fits of improved diet should have 
equally good: results for human beings 
as for animals, according to the 
chemist, who said: 

“There is no reason to doubt and 
ample reason to believe that similar 
improvement in nutrition, with result- 


ing increase of vitality and higher de- 
gree of ‘health, with longer life, and 
especially longer duration of the prime 
of life, can be realized in human ex- 
perience by a like improvement of the 
food, even though the original food 
supply is already adequate according 
to current standards,” 


Results of the Tests. 


Describing the results of nutrition 
tests, He ‘Said: ‘‘Grains alone do not 
suffice for the normal nutrition of 
mammals such as human beings, Ccat- 
tle, swine or rats. Excellent results 
can, however, be obtained by the feed- 
ing of the same grains adequately sup- 
plemented by milk. 

“In view of the place of each of these 
types of food in nature, it is of much 
scientific, as well as economic, inter- 
est to know in what, quantitative pro- 
portion must milk be consumed along 
with grain in order that the mixure 
may constitute a food supply adequate 
to meet all the needs of animal nutri- 
tion. 

“Experimentally it was found that a 
mixture of one-sixth dried whole milk 
and five-sixths ground whole wheat 
(Diet A) was adequate, for it sup- 
ported. growth and reproduction gen- 
eration after generation in the experi- 
mental animals (rats) fed exclusively 
upon it, which is a rigorous test of 
the adequacy of a food supply. But 
a mixture of the same articles of food 
with the milk in a higher proportion, 
one-third dried whole milk and two- 
thirds ground whole wheat (Viet B), 
proved to be better in that it induced 
improved nutrition and a higher de- 
gree of heaith, 

“This was manifested in many ways: 
Growth was more rapid on Diet B than 
on Diet A and more economical in that 
there was greater gain in body weight 
per 1,000 calories of food consumed, 


Better Results From One Diet. 


‘Those on Diet B maintained a some- 
what larger size at all ages, and, what 
is doubtless more significant of a 
higher degree of health, they showed 
both earlier maturity and a later onset 
of senility, so that the prime of life 
was extended in both directions and 
became very materially longer. 

“Further evidence of increased vital- 
ity was shown in the greater success 
of the females in the rearing of their 
young, as they were able to raise both 
larger numbers and a larger percentage 
of the young born; the percentage of 
families dying out was greatly de- 
creased, and the young made a more 
rapid growth when the mothers were 
on the better diet, even though the 
number of young being reared was 
larger. 

“Each of these evidences of better 
nutrition and a higher degree of health 
and vitality, induced through improve- 
ment of a diet which was already 
adequate, was even more distinct in 
the second generation than in the first. 


Broad Field Is Open. 


“Wxact scientific research makes it 
clear that between the adequate and 
the optional in nutrition there Hes a 
broad field for chemical investigation 
which promises, when cultivated by 
rigorously quantitative methods—care- 
ful quantitative chemical experiments 
continued over long periods upon 
large numbers of laboratory animals— 
to prove fruitful of results alike to 
our chemical understanding of life 
processes and our ability to control 
and improve them.” 

Professor Sherman said that if the 
food was suitable, the body would 
make its own enzymes, but in gen- 
eral the body did not make the vita- 
min, but obtained it from the food.

Woman Calling Herself Joyce Haw- 
ley Telephones to Prosecutor. 

A woman who said she was Joyce 
Hawley, chief Government witness 
against Harl Carroll in his trial for 
perjury, telephoned to United States 
Attorney Charles H. Tuttle’s office 
yesterday and tried to make an ap- 
pointment with him. The woman said 
she wanted to speak to him in Car- 
roll’s behalf. Carroll is due to leave 
here for the Atlanta Penitentiary next 
Tuesday to serve his term of one year 
and one day. 

Mr. Tuttle told the woman that she 
should communicate with Emory R. 
Buckner, who was the United States 
Attorney who brought about Carroll’s 
conviction. Mr. Buckner said he had 
received no message of any kind from 
Miss Hawley. Asked if he would con- 
sent to intercede for Carroll if Miss 
Hawley asked him to do so, he replied: 

“It would all depend on what she 
had to say. This was not Miss Haw- 
ley’s prosecution, however. She was 
not a voluntary Government witness. 
We had to hunt her out and subpoena 
her before the Federal Grand Jury, It 
was the Grand Jury that indicted Car- 
roll—it was not Miss Hawley.”

CHALLENGE ‘TO SEA POWER 





Naval Equality’ With America Is 
Declared to Endanger Britannla’s. 
Rule of Waves.

LONDON, April 1.—In its acceptance 
of President Coolidge’s invitation to a 
conference at Geneva on the ‘subject 
of the limitation of naval armament 
the British Government referred to the 
special considerations which must gov- 
ern the policy of the. British Empire. 
It has been suggested that this reser- 
vation concealed a determined purpose 
to go no further in the way of -naval 
reduction than the point which had al- 
ready been reached at the Washing- 
ton conference. 

It was at least a frank statement 
regarding what British authorities con- 
sider to be an essential obligation upon 
the nations of the Commonwealth, and 
particularly the mother country, that 
of preserving the security of each and 
all of the constituent parts of the em- 
pire. and.of maintaining sea communi- 
cations between each and all of them. 

That was the only string tied to 
British acceptance of Mr. Coolidge’s 
invitation, and so far as is compat- 
ible with that ._prime requirement the 
British attitude at Geneva will be in 
favor of any proposals which promise 
a practical solution of the problem of 
armament and its consequent finan- 
cial expenditure. 


No Tangible Results Expected. 


The refusal of France and Italy to 
take a direct official part in the con- 
ference has narrowed down the poten- 
tialities of useful agreement, and in 
most quarters here it is held that a 
tripartite gathering, even should Italy 
and Frarice be represented by ‘“‘observ- 
ers,”” cannot be much more than 4 
“beau geste.” In wome quarters, in- 
deed, it is feared that the only profit 
which can accrue from it will be what 
President Coolidge may derive in his

Effect ef Our Entry Inte Wan 
Tt is interesting to see how Spen- 
ser Wilkinson arrives at these conclu- 
sions. He begins by a suggestion that 
the Washington treaty involved the 
abandonment, if not the reversal, of 


the policy pursued by Great Britain for 
more than three centuries. : 
After outlining the history of British 
command of the sea and the preserva- 
tion of the balance of power in Hurope 
from the time of Queen Elizabeth, Mr. 
Wilkinson comes to the close of the 
great war in 1918, which, he says, re- 
‘vealed a new situation in which one 
feature was the “active entrance of 
the United States in the affairs of 
Europe.”’ 
President Wilson’s ‘‘intervention,”” he 
_ Mentions, possesses historical signifi- 
cance not because of his failures but 
because of his achievement which was 
that he set up and made good the claim 
of the United States to be one of the 
great powers of the world.” Again, 
“the part played by the United States 
in the great war that of a principal 
actor on the European stage—made an 
end of the Washington tradition of 
aloofness from European affairs.” 
President Harding’s summons. to the 
Washington Conference was an at- 
tempt to meet the wishes of American 
naval men who wanted to see the 
American navy as ‘strong and effi- 
cient as the British, and of the paci- 
fists who pressed for universal dis- 
armament. 


Fairness of Naval Equality. Doubted. 
- Spenser Wilkinson. apparently has 
doubts as to whether the terms of 
the Washington Treaty under which 
Great Britain accepted as regards 


ruption of sea communications between 
all parts of the empire and, a resolu- 
tion ‘of the empire into a” series of 
scattered and disconnected units.” 


Stating that Great Britain herself de- 
pends for her. daily .bread, and her 
daily work upon her sea-borne trade, 
Spenser Wilkinson’ gives compara- 


tive figures of seagoing steamers, 


from which ne draws the deduction 
that the British requirements for con- 
voy alone must be three times as 
great as that of. the United States. 


Security Needs Contrasted. 


From this and other corresponding 
arguments Mr. Wilkinson reaches the 
conclusion that ‘‘the security of Great 
Britain depends absolutely upon her 
naval strength,” that “the dependence 
of the United States upon sea power is 
not absolute,’’ and that ‘‘there is no 


equality between the two sets of con- 
ditions.”’ 

Therefore, says Mr. Wilkinson, ‘‘the 
agreement made: at Washington can 
only be characterized as inequitable.” 
He further suggests that ‘‘the net 


result is that America obtained equality 


of capital’ ships without the cost of 
competition, and that: Great Britain 
ceded it to her: by accepting a pro- 
gram for scrapping in which the sub- 
er sacrifices were on the British 
si e.’”’ 

In this statement, of course, can be 
heard an echo of the expert theories 
of Admiralty officials who consider 
only one aspect of the question. 


Challenge of Ruling of the Sea. 


Admitting that Great Britain is 
bound by the Washington treaty, 
Spenser Wilkmson says that ‘‘in read- 
ing the text of that treaty it is hardly 
possible not feel hat it has a back- 
ground not expressed in the pre- 
amble.”’ 

That background, in his opinion, is 
“a challenge to Great Britain, a tacit 
claim.to supersede her as the first 
naval power, a suggestion that not 
Britannia but Columbia shall rule the 
waves. 

“The acceptance by the British Gov- 
ernment of President Harding’s invita- 
tion, which may perhaps have merely 
veiled the challenge in the language 
of pacifism, was an evasion, a post- 
ponement, probably a prudent post- 
ponement, of the issue. 

“The invitation of President Coolidge 
to the conference at Geneva may be 
read as a repetition—again disguised 
in pacifist forms—of the same chal- 
lenge.”’ 

Spenser Wilkinson does admit that 
“the policy which it covers will be 
determined by the people of the United 
States.’’ 


ANTI-SEMITISM IN RUSSIA. 


Kerensky Explains Its Origin and 
How It Is Fostered. 


Only the advent of a politically free 
and economically sound system of gov- 
ernment in Russia will put an end to 
anti-Semitism there. Alexander Keren- 
sky, Premier of the Russian Republic 
in 1917, said in an interview with a re- 
porter of a local Jewish paper on his 
arrival here recently. Kerensky al- 
leges that hatred toward Jews is in- 
tense at present in his country. 

“This does not mean, of course,” the 
Menshevist leader explained, “that the 
Soviet leaders of the dictatorship which 
now rules Russia are anti-Semites. 
They are not anti-Semites, and, as far 
as possible, would not tolerate such 
creatures in the country. As much as 
they can, they fight the plague. They 
talk and write against this hatred and 


to weaken it. But their words do 
not help. They are powerless because 
with their false and foolishly fanatical 
economic policy they pour gasoline on 
the anti-Semitic flames. On the con- 
trary, they evoke hatred on the part 
of millions of ignorant and disappoint- 
ed from various ranks and classes. 
This anti-Semitic poison has now pen- 
eterated the bloo dof a great many 8o- 
viet officials and Communist party 
workers. This is admitted today by 
Kalinin and Bucharin. 

“The dark wave of hatred does not 
overwhelm dnly Jews. It finds its ex- 
pression in a fierce enmity against 
everything that is not Russian, against 
all ‘strangers’ and ‘foreigners,’ as you 
call them here in America, against all 
those speaking foreign tongues, those 
of the outlying provinces, toward the 
Armenians, the Ukrainians, &c. 

“This is a very tragic page in the an- 
nals of present Russia. The Bolshevist 
official organs and the private letters 
we receive from our political friends 
there cite thousands of facts and ob- 
servations which show how deep this 
anti-Semitism and chauvinism has be- 
come rooted in the soul of the Russian 
people. Also how difficult it will be for 
the free Russia of the future to uproot 
these plants of hatred.”’ 

Kerensky pointed with pride toward 
the alleged improvement in the rela- 
tions between the several nationalities 
in Russia during his régime, imme- 
diately following the revolution. He 
asserted that anti-Semitism disap- 
peared almost entirely after Russia had 
breathed ‘‘freedom’’ seven months. 
“The word ‘zjid’ had well-nigh disap- 
peared from the language,’’ he added, 
with a smile. 

‘“‘Now the military Communist has re- 
vived it and the Nep has strengthened 
it. This same military communism 
has hit especially the Jewish masses, 
the artisans; the small traders and 
business men, and has, thanks to the 
fantastic, so-called revolutionary poli- 
cies of the Soviet leaders, brought anti- 
Semitism back to life and fed it until 
the initiation of the economic policy. 

“Only when the Communist dictator- 
ship will cease to rule and give place 
to a free Russia will it be possible to 
fight race hatred successfully. Indi- 
vidual’ Bolsheviki may be friendly to 
Jews. Bolshevism, as a whole, how- 
ever, is as harmful to the Jews as it 
is to’ the Russians themselves. The 
struggle against it is as important for 
both as it is for the world outside of

“VANISHES IN PARIS 


Travelers Who Behave Will Find 
No Hostility—Rising Franc 
Increases Expenses. 








FRENCH TO FORE IN SPORTS 





Victory Over English Rugby Team

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PARIS, April 9.—All reports seem to 
indicate that France is going to have 
this year another record influx of tour- 
ists. from across the Atlantic. Be- 
tween Easter and September 30U,U0U 
are scheduled to iand in ports of 
France, and that inevitably means they 
‘will. pass some days in Paris, 

Travelers returning to the United 
States recently spread reports about 
what tourists would find in France— 
double prices for Americans and 4 
feeling of general hostility among the 
French people. To those who live here 
these reports are very puzzling. ‘To 
take the second one first, one can be 
quite emphatic on the fact that the 
wave of xenophobia which spread over 
France last Summer when the franc 
had fallen to the value of 2 cents has 
utterly passed with returning confi- 
dence and the doubling in value of the 
national money. 

That slight exhibition of animosity 
against tourists was a passing mood, 
born of a real panic and a real trag- 
edy. It was not habitual and it was 
not French. This year it has com- 
pletely disappeared. That is not to say 
that tourists, as a mass, should ex- 
pect to be cheered on their arrival or 
when their charabancs hold up traffic 
on the boulevards, If they do, they 
will be disappointed and go back home 
with their minds quite unimproved by 
travel, despite all the old saws to that 
effect. They will find the French per- 
fectly indifferent to their presence, in- 
tent on their own affairs and perfectly 
polite to all those who behave them- 
selves and do not act as if they owned 
the earth. 

Against that attitude no one can 
have any ground of complaint. 

*,* 
Secret of Life in France. 


It-is just in the French indifference 
to others, in their attention to their 
own business and their attitude of 
tolerance to all others who are doing 
the same that lies the secret of the 
pleasantness and freedom of life in 
France. Recently certain quite alien 
ideas of interference and control, such 
as an income tax for foreign residents 
and identity cards for tourists have 
been introduced, to the astonishment 
and protest of said residents and tour- 
ists, though they would accept such 
paternal legislation at home without a 
murmer. 

But socially, freedom remains as 
complete as ever in this country for 
those who know how to behave de- 
cently and don’t make themselves a 
nuisance. There isn’t anything one 
can’t do in France with more free- 
dom than anywhere else, and that 
surely is a sign and proof of civiliza- 
tion. 

And there’s more than that. There’s 
no country where the freedom to do 
as one likes has developed more self- 
restraint. At any hour of the twenty- 
four one can always find a café open, 
and can drink freely and without 
shame. Yet in a ten years’ residence 
of wide experience this writer can de- 
clare he hasn’t seen more than ten 
Frenchmen drunk. He cannot say as 
much about American tourists. 

The secret lies in the Frenchman’s 
profound conviction that a drunken 
man is a nuisance. So he doesn’t get 
drunk. To do so would be unsocial and 
not sociable, as Anglo-Saxons seem to 
think. Of this reflection the moral 
need hardly be drawn. Every one ex- 
pects those 300,000 tourists, including 
the 30,000 legionaires, to observe the 
customs of the country they are visit- 
ing. 

*,* 
Franc Changed, Not Prices. 


As to the second report which has 
been spread, that prices are likely this 
Summer to be greatly exaggerated and 
that there will be two prices for tour- 
ists, what has happened is that the 
dollar is worth only half as many 
fancs as it was worth last July. Prices 
remain the same. For instance, at 
moderate hotels on the north coast 
seaside resorts the pension price of 78f. 
will remain the same as last year, but 
last year for a short period, at<least, 
70f. was only $1.50. This year it will 
be nearly $3. 

Those who complain that $3 a day 
is too much to pay had best stay at 
home. Of course, in the de luxe hotels 
and restaurants, which exist only for 
the very rich and those who want to 
associate with the very rich, the latter 
may find some cause for bitterness. 
The price of pretence is always high. 

As emphatically as it can be said 
that there is no anti-tourist feeling 
here, so it can be said there is no plot 
to fleece the tourist. He will suffer, 

erhaps, from the application of the 
aw of supply and demand in certain 
seasons, but if he does, then the rem- 
edy surely is to wait for a better 
market.

Southwestern Fiance Rugby football 
has in recent years completely ousted 
bull fighting and pelotte in the popular 
interest, and since the war it has won 
enthusiastic followers all over France. 
As in Scotland, it has become a na- 
tional sport. More than 30,000 fans 
turned out to see this famous match, 
a number unprecedented almost in the 
history of sport in France. 

The gradual spread of amateur sport 
over other branches is very noticeable. 
Of the prowess of French tennis play- 
ers America has had recently admir- 
able proof. Soon golfers seem likely to 
be added to the number of international 
champions. In the last six years, 
Paris, which before the war had. only 
three golf courses within a radius, of 
thirty. miles, has tripled that number. 


It is true that in the Chamber re- 
cently there were protests against the 
conversion of good agricultural land 
into golf courses, but these protestants 
belong to the growing minority. The 
days have gone when games were an 
Anglo-Saxon monopoly. 

To the crowd, bicycling still makes 
the greatest appeal, There is some- 
thing in the tremendous physical en- 
durance of cycle racing that makes a 
special appeal to the French mind. All 
day and night this week the bicycle 
race at the Velodrome d’Hiver has 
proved the greatest attraction of the 
city. Not even boxing can produce in 
the audicene such storms of ap- 
proval as this double test of the speed 
and endurance of fifteen teams of two 
men each, perpetually revolving around 
the track.

The American Divorce Season, 


With the beginning of the Paris 
tourist season also has begun the sea- 
son for divorces of Americans. There 
are at least three American million- 
aires and their wives who, discontent- 
ed. with their present matrimonial 
partners, are seeking the semi-secrecy 
of the Paris courts and the complacent 
hospitality of the French law for the 
annulment of the vows they swore in 
an American church. 

Ten a week is the present average of 
American divorces here, and it is fair 


to say none of them would have been 
granted in any “.merican court with 
one-third of the illegality with which 
they are being granted here. One 
couple recently spent in all seven days 
in Paris to establish their residence, 
get their. case presented and return 
home free to marry whom they liked. 


SECRET PARIS RADIO 
USED BY SPECULATORS 


Four Foreign Financiers Are 
Fined for Broadcasting Bourse 
Quotations Abroad. 
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PARIS, April 8.—Utilizing a secret 
radio broadcasting station they had in- 
stalled in Paris to assist the specula- 
tion of confederates in their own coun- 
tries, four foreign financiers—two Rus- 
sians, a Hollander and a German— 
many times a day broadcast Bourse 
quotations, especially exchange rates, 
from July to December. 

The four men, Nicholas Freud En- 
stein, Michel Olian, Alfred Goldwasser 
and Martial Pitavino, hired two radio 
operators, who worked the radio post 
installed in a rented villa, according to 
the police, who exposed the activities. 

The quotations were broadcast with 
additional figures to each quotation in 
order to conceal the nature of the 
emissions, it was stated. 

Although it is unknown how great 
were the profits they may have en- 
abled by their operations, the men 
were sentenced to pay small fines on 
a charge of infringing the law of the 
State monopoly of telegraphic trans- 


mission and the law regulating broad- 
casting. 


MACDONALD SAILS 
FOR AMERICAN VISIT 


Takes Another Whack at Bald- 
win’s Trades Disputes Bill 
Just Before Leaving. 





SOUTHAMPTON, England, April 9 
(#).—Ramsay MacDonald, former Prime 
Minister, sailed for the United States 
on the Aquitania today. With his 
daughter, Ishbel, he is to visit New 
York, Washington and other Eastern 
cities, leaving for home about April 27. 

He said he would try to forget British 
politics during the trip, which is in 
the nature of a vacation, but before 
the forgetting process began he told 
interviewers that the Conservatives 
were the only revolutionary Yap in 
Great Britain at the present time.”

IN RELIGIOUS CLASH 


Urging Prussia to Guard 
Schools From Clericals, 








STAGE POLITICS RAMPANT 





Piscator Refuses Even to Enter 
Volksbuehne and Withdraws 
From Red Production.

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BERLIN, April 9.— The religious 
clash between the established cnurch, 
Protestant and Catholic,.and the re- 
publican States has become acute in 
Germany. ‘The controversy leaped to 
the fore in the past week less as a 
matter of intense public interest than 
as a juicy bone of contention in the 
back yard of party politics. German 
politicians are little concerned about 
the concordat itself, but are much ex- 
cited over its potentialities for winning 
or. losing votes.’ Foreign Minister 
Stresemann started the ball of contro- 
versy rolling, as he has so often done 
before, through a short speech at Han- 
over Jast Sunday before the culture 
congress of the. German People’s 
Party, of which he is the. official 
leader. To the lay reader the speech 
seemed harmless enough. All the For- 
eign Minister did was to. call on his 
partisans to oppose the concordat in 
the course of negotiations between 
Prussia and the Vatican, or at least 
keep Prussian education and culture 

free from clerical domination. 

Next day, however, a political storm 
broke. In reactionary quarters Dr. 
Stresemann was accused of treachery 
by his Nationalist and Catholic Cen- 
trist associates in the Federal Govern- 
ment who are allies in favoring a hard 
and fast agreement between the Reich 
and Protestant and Catholic churches, 
The liberals hotly charged him with 
double dealing in secretly supporting 
the Federal concordat and openly as- 
sailing the Prussian one for the sake 
of getting anti-clerical votes in the 
coming Prussian elections. 

*,* 
Stresemann Answers Critics. 


Dr. Stresemann had to make three 
more speeches and through his party 
executive issue numerous statements 
before the smoke screen ingeniously 
and disingenuously laid down by his 
antagonists was blown away. He fi- 


nally told the Reichstag that which 
was evident from the first, that with 
Bavaria already possessing a concordat 
and Prussia about to conclude one the 
Reich’s intercourse with the Holy See 
would be hampered by commitments 
separately undertaken by the individ, 
ual States. 

What the Foreign Minister left un- 
touched was his declaration that his 
party would not sanction educational 
control by the Church. Here he sim- 
ply reiterates the platform of the Ger- 
man Populists, inherited from their 
predecessors, the old National Liberal 
Party. The National Liberals stood 
for compulsory education provided and 
governed by State independent clerical 
influence. 

That is exactly what the Socialists 
and Democrats, who still dominate the 
Prussian Government, want to stop, 
and that is why, because the Nation- 
alist-Centrist insistence on concordats 
is inevitable, they prefer to seek an ac- 
cord with the Church in Prussia, where 
liberalism is still pre-eminent, rather 
than in the Reich, where they have no 
say whatever. But they strenuously 
object to being interfered with and 
having their thunder stolen by Dr. 
Stresemann’s faction,’ actuated, they 
believe, by no more sincere motive 
than a desire to increase its strength 
at the polls. 


*,* 
Desire Revealed at Hanover. 


This desire of the Populist chieftain 
himself was revealed at Hanover when 
he vindicated the possibility of win- 
ning millions of votes away from those 
who were trying to place Prussian 
“Kultur” in bondage to ecclesiastical 
authority. He meant the Nationalists, 
from whose Lutheran rank and file a 
goodly number could be lured into the 
People’s Party’s camp by an appeal to 


their abhorrence of the. Roman Cath- 
olic intervention in secular affairs. 


Obviously the Nationalists will do 
their best to vitiate such an appeal 


by stressing their resolve that there 
will be no concordat that does not in- 
sure a dominant Protestant influence 
in German schools. And for the sake 
of giving the Pope a voice in the edu- 
cation of German Catholic childhood 
the Centrists are quite as willing to 
grant the Protestant wishes in sections 
where the Lutherans are in a majority. 
What both are after is to have re- 
ligious instruction inscribed in capital 
letters on the curriculum. . 

Whether they will gain this goal re- 
mains to be seen. It depends first on 
the outcome of Prussia’s negotiations 
with Rome, which Dr... Stresemann 
says must precede the Reich’s, and 
second on the extent of Populist op- 
position. The whole business is in its 
academic stage as yet, according to the 
Foreign Minister. But it is kicking up 
a lot of dust in the political arena and 
filing many burning columns of edi- 
torial space.

Stage Politics More Rampant. 


The concordat question, however, 
has not supplanted in the public mind 
that other conflict between progress 
and reaction in Germany, dealt with 
in last Sunday’s dispatch, the struggle 
for supremacy in the German theatre.

PARIS, April 9.—With Easter one 
week off; Americans and English are 
converging rapidly on the French capi- 
tal.

Millions of Workers Antagonized. 


The Trade Unions bill, according to 
moderate men in the Labor Party, 
commits the error of antagonizing be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 6,000,000 people who 
only want fair play. Last year’s gen- 
eral strike 1s naturally instanced by 
advocateg of the proposed legislation 
as showing its necessity, but it is the 
general opinion of moderate leaders 
that Labor’s confession of the disas- 
trous failure of that operation and the 
subsequent repudiation of such uncon- 
stitutional. methods of action demon- 
strate that enactment of a statute set- 
ing forth the legal definition of a gen- 
eral strike is a work of supereroge- 
tion. As it was put this week, “‘it is 
like flogging dead horsés.”’ British 
labor, once bitten, will be twice shy of 
dubious experiments. 

What is likely to be the eventual out- 
come of the Conservative Govern- 
ment’s introduction of the trade dis- 
putes measure is a subject of serious 
and, in some quarters, apprehensive 
speculation.

Fairy-Tale Libretto Is Attacked by 
Press—Raids in China Stir

MOSCOW, April 9.—Popular interest 
is now concentrated. on the trial of 
several directors and officials of the 
Soviet Kino Trusts, accused of culpable 
mismanagement, waste and nepotism, 
which began last Monday. 

The examination of Kapchinsky, the 
former director of Goskino, elicited the 
fact that the “Odessa Crowd,” of which 
he was the chief, had at one time com- 
pletely ‘‘captured Moscow.” He en- 
gaged an Odessa scenario writer named 
Utkin at a salary of 16,000 rubles a 
year and found jobs either in the busi- 
ness section or as artists for his 
brother and all his Odessa friends, paid 
their expenses from Odessa to Moscow 
and lodged them lavishly at Goskino’s 
expense, 

That sounded strange enough, but 
when the Court learned that he actually 
sent for half a dozen of Odessa’s ho:ne- 
less children to partake in a Moscow 
production on the pretext that there 
were no homeless children in the Soviet 
capital, it literally gasped for breath 
and a tumult of laughter rocked tke 
public. 

When silence was restored Kapchin- 
sky stated in a tone of injured dignity 
that although the picture in question 
had cost 680,000 rubles, it brought re- 
ceipts of 1,500,000 rubles.

Meanwhile, the State Kino Adminis- 
tration is undergoing a wholesale re- 
organization, and, like Britain and 
ermany, is facing the problem of the 
universal popularity of American films 


as compared with home products. But 
there is an interesting new phase here, 
which is absent in Britain and Ger- 
many, in the shape of the demand of 
sma!l, independent republics for movies 
depicting their own national 'ife. 

Thus the Kino trust: has just bought 
a scenario from an American woman, 
Tucita Squire, the wife of the Ameri- 
can writer, Albert Rhys Williams, who 
has been living in Russia since the 
revolution, called “The Mullah’s Third 
Wife.” It is based on the real life 
story of a Tartar girl in a small town 
of the autonomous Tartar Republic on 
the Upper Volga, where Miss Squire 
spent fourteen months. 

The picture will portray a curious 
mixture of the new revolutionary free- 
dom of Mohammedan women and the 
ancestral customs and prejudices, and 
it is expected to interest a wide public 
outside of the Tartar Republic.

Floods of Peasant Home Brew. 


Albert Rhys Williams says he is now 
completing a monumental work on the 
Russian peasants, among whom he has 
lived for the past four years. Although 
Mr. Williams is the author of a vivid 
book on the first days of the Bolshe- 
vist revolution, which he witnessed in 
company with the late John Reed, the 
new book will be an attempt to illus- 
trate the day-to-day life and problems 
of the peasants rather than be a politi- 
cal treatise. 

If this is so, it should provide inter- 
esting material for the prohibition con- 
troversy in the United States, tecause, 
according to an article in Wednesday’s 
Isvestia, the peasants of Russia are 
now producing over half a billion 
quarts of 40-degree home brew vodka 
a@ year, or as much as if not more than 
the total State production. 

Measures of repression hitherto 
adopted have been virtually ineffica- 
cious, and the writer reckons that the 
State is losing 450,000,000 rubles an- 
nually, or, if only the quantity of home 
brew which is subject to commercial 
dealings is considered, 120,000,000 
rubles. As home brew costs from 7 to 
10 cents a quart, which is sold by the 
State around 50 cents, the peasant 
profit is obvious.

First Revolutionary Opera Appears. 

The first of the new series of revolu- 
tionary operas has just made its ap- 
pearance at the Experimental Theatre. 
It is called “Ivan the Soldier.” The 
libretto is by Smolin and the music by 
the young composer Kotchmaref. 

The piece is a strange compound of 
old and new Russia. It is superficially 
told in the style of a fairy tale with 
familiar characters. A simple peas- 
ant’s son, Ivan, wins the hand and 
dowry of the beautiful daughter of a 
stupid Czar because he did a kind ac- 
tion to a fish or a rabbit which turned 
out to be a fairy in disguise. There 
are Babayaga—the devil’s grandmother 
—of Russian folklore, and Koschei, the 
Deathless, and the fiery bird and the 
surpassing beauty. 

But underlying the simple theme 
there is a whole lot of revolution- 
ary allusions and ‘‘wise-crack’’ propa- 
ganda. The opera got a good reception 
by the public and the music won the 
approval of critics; but immediately 
there arose a controversy in the press 
about the advisability of ‘“‘encouraging 
popular superstition by the production 
of fairy tales.”’ 

The authorities expect to draw valu- 
able data on this ponit from the re- 
action of ‘‘Ivan the Soldier’ upon the 
peasant delegates to the All-Russian 
and All-Union Soviet Congresses which 
open Sunday and Friday, respectively. 
Each assembly will contain upward of 
1,500 delegates who, with their wives 
and in many cases their families, are 
now beginning to fill the Soviet guest 
houses and hotels to the limit.

LONDON, April 9.—Senator Marconi 
in an interview today predicted the 
early application of beam wireless to 
facsimile transmission over great dis- 
tances. He said that the experiments 


had shown that ordinary handwriting, 
typewriting and printed sheets could 
be sent by wireless through space. 

A recent trial in England had been 
very successful, he said, and soon the 
contents of sheets of paper could he 
flashed as easily from London to Mel- 
bourne as they are now. being sent 
from Oxford to London. The inventor 
also thought that beam wireless prom- 
ised a great development in wireless 
telephony. 

“A new telephonic apparatus for 
communication with Australia has 
been built,” ke said, ‘and soon the 
whole empire will be on the telephone, 
for I am planning stations for South 
Africa, India and all of the British 
dominions. 

“With the Australian beam wireless 
service in operation over the longest 
possible distance that can be covered 
on the globe, it is obvious that an im- 
mense advance has been made in 
world-wide communication and that 
there will be a cheapening and a speed- 
ing up of all long-distance transmis- 
sion. 

“We hope soon to have England 
linked up with the United States, Ar- 
gentina and possibly China and Japan 
with beam wireless.” 

Senator Marconi said that it took an 
eighteenth of a second to transmit to 
Australia, and that tests had shown 
that 150,000 words could be sent daily 
in each direction at a speed of 325 
words per minute. 

“Furthermore,” he said, ‘‘recent tests 
between Montreal and England have 
not only shown the perfect adaptabilicy

This view diverges sufficiently from 
what is probably the prevalent idea to 
suggest reconsideration of the facts. Dr. 
DuRAND of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, in his own retro- 
spect of the past ten years, does not en- 
tirely agree with Mr. Hoover, but ex- 
presses the opinion that our economic 
progress since the war, although more 
rapid than in any previous period, was 
achieved in spite of the war and not be- 
cause of it. His thesis is that this for- 
ward movement resulted from “ forces 
“of a cumulative character, tending to 
“become constantly more powerful ”— 
which would appear to mean that the 
United States of pre-war days was des- 
tined to just. such a chapter of economic 
expansion, with or without the war, and 
that except for the rise of prices and 
the .rise of wages, the war itself had 
obstructed rather than promoted the 
achievement. 

The exceptions are important. The 
pre-war period from 1898 to 1906, in- 
clusive, proved pretty clearly that rising 
prices, based on actual demand and not 
on inflated paper currencies or industrial 
speculation, were an economic advantage 
to the United States. That, however, 
was largely because a country with a 
continuing surplus of exports over im- 
ports is bound to increase its power in 
international finance by a rise in prices. 
If the money value of both exports and 
imports were to increase one-half with- 
out increase in quantity, then the money 
value of an export surplus would increase 
proportionately—as it did after 1898, 
when we first heard talk of New York’s 
“replacing London as the world money- 
centre.” 

Mr. Hoover’s judgment would prob- 
ably be qualified according as the ques- 
tion were applied to the economic gains 
or losses of the United States during its 
period of neutrality or during its own 
actual participation in the war. It can 
hardly be questioned that the circum: 
stances prevailing from 1915 to 1916 
were exceptionally promotive of Ameri- 
can prosperity. That did not by any 
means result wholly from our production 
and sale of war munitions. Up to that 
time American prosperity had been be- 
lieved to depend largely on the market- 
able value of the staple agricultural 
crops, and the immense foreign demard 
which developed for our cereal product, 
as a result of the blockading of Russia 
and the diversion of _Western Europe’s 
laborers to army service, had a profound 
influence. on the country’s wealth. Of 
the increase of $3,000,000,000 in Ameri- 
can export trade in 1916 as compared 
with 1913, barély two-thirds arose from 
shipments to England, France, Italy and 
Belgium. |. The remainder: represented 
foreign orders from neutral countries, 
most.of which had come to the United 
States because belligerent Europe, with 
its productive facilities diverted to war 
material, could no longer fill them. 

The économie effect on the United 
States of its own participation in the 
war undoubiedly raises other considera- 
tions... The waste of: capital was pro- 
cigious, and even the effect on private 
savings was seen in the outpour of war 
bonds at a heavy sacrifice on the pos*- 
war market of 1920. It is even possible 
to doubt whether inflow of neutral capi- 
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and safekeeping, which reached so sig- 


nificant_a magnitude when the United | on

1917, including. the “ pooling ” of Ameri-: 
can resources with those of the Allies, 
necessitated an embargo’ on gold ex- 
ports which, to rieutral foreign countries, 
was equivalent to suspension of gold 
payments. 

When all is said, America’s prosperity 
of the last four or five years must be 
largely ascribed, first, to the greatly 
increased nation-wide income and profits 
during the period of neutrality; next, to 
the curtailment of home purchases dur- 
ing our own war days, notwithstanding 
the country’s new and widely distributed 
wealth; then to the improvement in la- 
bor’s position during the period, and, 
finally (since 1920), to the avoidance of 
speculative methods and to the practice 
of prudence as well as enterprise in 
business. Dr. DURAND answers conclu- 
sively one familiar contention—that out 
own post-war prosperity has been at the 
expense of Europe. This could have 
happened, he asserts, only “ by invasion 
“of markets formerly dominated by the 
“exports of European countries.” But, 
as a matter of fact, ‘ the export of man- 
“ufactured goods, which alone compete 
‘with European products in the world’s 
“markets, has increased somewhat less 
“than during the ten or fifteen years 
“ before the outbreak of the war.” 


INTERNATIONAL LAW. 


The late Lord Bryce once said in the 
House of Lords that among the things 
dear to Americans is “international law 
and practice.” No outsider could speak 
with more authority. If necessary, he 
could have given chapter and verse in 
proof of the assertion that no nation has 
been more active than the United States 
in seeking to establish a recognized and 
humanely advancing body of law which 
should be held to be inviolable between 
one country and another. The record is 
long and honorable. And efforts are 
making to add to it. ; 

During the war it was commonly and 
too easily said that international law 
had gone into the discard. Each bellig- 
erent nation set up to be a law unto 
itself. The recognized laws of war were 
openly flouted in the course of the ter- 
rible conflict. But, even so, it could not 
properly be said that international law 
had been entirely dethroned. True, it 
had lost a part of its sway, but the con- 
viction that it is indispensable to modern 
civilization remained unbroken. One 
clear indication of this is the fact that 
since the war so many attempts have 
been made by international conferences 
and meetings of jurists from all parts of 
the world to restore to full sovereignty 
the law of nations. Especially have 
many continuing endeavors been made 
to “codify ” international law. 

In this work Americans have taken a 
leading part. There has been created the 
American Institute of International Law. 
It has been in réceipt of substantial 
financial aid from the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace. That body 
has a special Division of International 
Law, and its Director, JAMES BROWN 
Scott, called attention in his recent an- 
nual report to the services which have 
already been rendered to the cause of 
codification. Soon there is to assemble 
in Rio de Janeiro a Commission of Jurists 
further to study and to expedite the work 
and recommendations of the American 
Institute. So far as the task is technical, 
requiring expert drafting, it has been 
well begun. There is every prospect that 
it will be carried on to completion. 

Courts and Judges are among the most 
valuable agencies in determining. what 
is law. In some respects they are su- 
perior, because more concrete in dealing 
with actual cases, to compilers and 
writers, great and useful as many of 
them have been. Hence the feeling that 
America is omitting something in her 
zeal for international law, and is guilty 
of at least a certain inconsistency, ‘in 
holding apart from the International 
Tribunal of Justice. That. court cannot 
fail in its decisions to exhibit a great deal 
of international law in the making. From 
it the codifiers can learn at least as 
much as they teach it. From such 
a tribunal at once organizing and in- 
terpreting international law the United 
States cannot always remain isolated. 
If the law of nations is still as dear to 
this country as Lord Bryce said it wa;, 
we must be willing to make some sacri- 
fices for its sake. We certainly ought 
to sacrifice the insensate prejudices 
which have so far prevented us from 
adhering to the World Court. 


THIS OBSTINATE WORLD. 


Intellectualist styles are not exempt 
from the law that guides humbler fash- 
ions. They change.- If anything, they 
change faster than the models of the 
dressriakers. About gowns and hats 
the. is observable a steady rhythm. 
The picture hat passes into the cloche 
by gradations. Skirts grow tighter and 
shorter, or the other way, half an inch 
at atime. But the intellectual’s political 
philosophies. jerk from one extreme to 
the other. It is a matter of less than 
five years since advanced political think- 
ing was tremendovsly occupied with .the 
Pluralistie State. Decentralization. was 
the watchwerd. Our bloated political 
parliaments were to delegate most’ of 
their authority to economic parliaments 
and cultural parliaments. Today this 
same advanced thinking is fascinated by 
centralization; asserts its distrust of 
democracy; flirts with or actually ac- 
cepts dictatorship; asks, with H. G. 
WELLS, whether “these movements of 
“ Ccmmunism and Fascism may be mere

“fo. our present democracy.” 

No wonder if the rapid oscillation in 
thought-styles sometimes leaves the 
wearer a little dizzy. Mr. WELus thinks 
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then democracy. But his opinions 
[USSOLINI are emphatically on record. 
- has minced. no words on what the 


‘Communist experiment has done to Rus- 


sia. If these are first steps in the right 
an, they would seem to be mar- 
velously disguised. Yet it is not difficult 
to see why, despite his opinion of Mus- 
SoLINI and the Moscow leaders, Mr. 
WELLS wants to believe. The direction 
may be wrong but the intention is right. 
Fascists and Communists want to build 
a new world; and a new world is what 
Mr. WELLS has always been aching for. 
Because democracy will’ not give him 
his longed-for Terra Nova democracy is 
done for: 

Let the reader try to name a single 
man of really first-class moral and in- 
tellectual. quality in British, French, 
American or German politics today. 
With a sort of baffled dismay we look 
up to these men we have elected to 
make the world anew for us. 


Those of us with smaller expectations 
are somewhat less baffled and dismayed. 
We have not elected Presidents and 
Premiers to make a new world for us. 
We are content if they will introduce 
from time to time something new and 
fresh into the old world. By this hum- 
bler definition Wooprow WiLson might 
be described as of first-rate moral and 
intellectual quality. He did not turn out 
a new world while people waited, but he 
started something. Brianp of France 
would be of first-rate quality. He did 
not borrow a hat from the audience and 
pull out a new world. But the French- 
man who has had the courage to declare 
that there must be an end of millennial 
hatreds on the Rhine, who has had the 
resourcefulness to make a beginning in 
that direction, is c? decent moral and in- 
tellectual dimensions. 

Mr. WELLS is furious with the mounte- 
bank politicians, and all for the men who 
will face and work with “ realities.” 
That new worlds grow with time around 
a small nucleus, that new plants come 
with time from seeds, that a cooperative 
world may yet arise out of an imperfect 
League of Nations—these things -re not 
enough, It must be a piping hot new 
world straight from the oven—no mat- 
ter who the chef, Pluralist, Communist 
dictator, Fascist dictator. 


UNCLE SAM—SCIENTIST. 

Turn the pages of the index to official 
documents issued by the Government 
Printing Office. What an array of 
purely scientific titles! Astrophysics, 
chemistry, terrestrial magnetism, dust 
explosions, ore finding by electricity, 
steam-engine ring—the subjects are al- 
most endless, the variety astounding. 
The Government is the greatest scientific 
agency in the world. Federal bacteri- 
ologists brave fevers in miasmatic 
swamps, physicists court death to make 
a geodetic survey, biologists count birds 
on the lonely Tortugas keys, metallur- 
gists tear steel apart, astronomers meas- 
ure the heat of the sun, physicists delve 
into the mysteries of the firefly’s fitful 
glow—all to provide facts that industry 
and the professions may apply. 

As citizens we are all joint owners of 
remarkable scientific apparatus worth 
millions. Each of us has a proprietary 
interest, among other things, in an ex- 
traordinary clock which keeps the 
nation’s time, which never varies more 
than three-tenths of a second, and which 
is as carefully shielded from fluctuations 
of heat and cold as a royal baby; in a 
testing machine so sensitive that it will 
record the infinitesimal bending of a 
shaft under the weight of a visiting card; 
in a mechanical brain which predicts 
the rise and fall of the tides in any 
harbor of the world at a given time in 
the future; in an experimental basin in 
which models of vessels are towed and 
which ‘has made shipbuilding almost an 
exact science; and in a wind tunnel in 
which the most effective shapes for air- 
craft are determined. 

All the scientific facts gathered in the 
four corners of the earth, all the de- 
terminations made with the aid of the 
finest. scientific equipment, are recorded 
in public documents which, however 
baldly presented, kindle the imagination. 
Apparently the larger corporations 
make the most effective use of Uncle 
Sam, scientist and engineer. The other 
day the President of an electric light 
company asked the Naval Observatory 
for tables which would indicate the time 
of moonrise and moonset in his power 
zone. No amateur astronomer this. Just 
an alert business man who merely wanted 
to turn street lamps on and off at the 
right minute. At the suggestion of a 
group of brass manufacturers, the 
Bureau of Mines made a study of the 
comparative efficiency of furnaces to 
stop a loss of $2,000,000 a year. By 
following the advice of the Forest Ser- 
vice, a manufacturer of wood alcohol in- 
creased his yield 30 per cent. 

Too few of us realize the benefits of 
such expert guidance, obtained for the 
asking. The Bureau of Mines has de- 
termined the best method of relieving 
rock pressure and preventing destruc- 
tive fracturing. How many quarriers of 
valuable building stone know of it? The 
Forest Service has discovered how saw- 
dust can be used as the raw material of 
a hundred useful articles. How many 
have profited by the discovery? The 
Bureau of Standards knows more about 
spark plugs and ice boxes than manu- 
facturers of such commodities. Are 
spark plugs and ice boxes any better be- 
cause of that? The Department of Agri- 
culture has shown how millions can be 
made out of factory waste. Who has 
been induced thereby to convert his 
serap-heap into a gold mine? 

Even those of us who have no eye on 
the dollar and seek merely authoritative 
information might consult Government 
scientists oftener than we do. How hot 
is the sun? What is the depth of Lake 
Superior? What is the safest way of 
handling gasoline? How can a volcano 
be made to drive a steam engine? What 
is the meaning of the Mayan inscrip- 
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“Ask me another,” says” Uncle} 
call him on any subject from 
nursing babies and bottling cider, to thé, 
physies of the aurora or the melts 34 
trout and he replies patiently, adequately 
and correctly. And the Open Sesame 
to his treasure ‘house of scientific lore 
is but a letter and a two-cent stamp. 


CHRISTIANITY IN CHINA. 


The murder of several thousand Chi- 
nese Christians, together with many 
American and foreign missionaries, dur- 
ing the Boxer uprising in China in 1900, 
is often referred to in connection with 
the present anti-Christian wave that has 
manifested itself in parts of China. By 
some it is used as a warning to the mis- 
sionaries to withdraw. By others it is 
stressed as an indication that the Chinese 
are fundamentally antagonistic to Chris- 
tianity. But the parallel, to be complete, 
must be carried beyond the year 1900. 
Also the differences, as well as the super- 
ficial. similarities, between conditions 
then and now must be carefully examined, 

The missionaries suffered greatly dur- 
ing the Boxer uprising. Their houses 
were burned, their families murdered, 
their converts persecuted and killed. 
Pessimists said then, as they do now, 
that this was the end of missionary ef- 
fort in China, and that those who left 
would never be able to return. What 
happened? Within a few years the mis- 
sionaries were back more powerful than 
ever, and the number of their converts 
greatly exceeded those before the Boxer 
uprising. The difficulties through which 
the churches had passed served to ce- 
ment closer the ties between missionaries 
and converts and, incidentally, resulted 
in more Chinese taking active part in 
positions of responsibility. The pes- 
simists were confounded. The churches 
came through the ordeal strengthened. 

What happened then may happen 
again. But it would be unwise to permit 
this hope to blind the missions to the fact 
that this is indeed a trying time for them 
and their work. The principal danger 
which they face is that, while the anti- 
Christian movement now is marked by 
much less violence than during the Box¢r 
period, it is less emotional. This raises 
the possibility that it will not subside as 
quickly as it did before. Thoughtful 
Chinese then were tolerant: of Chris- 
tianity. Many of the young Chinese 
group today are intolerant of it, look- 
ing upon it as an instrument of foreign 
aggression. 

Christianity is not the only religion 
that is suffering in China today. With 
the new student movement has come a 
wave of doubt and questioning which 
has resulted in the overthrow of many 
traditions and customs. The teachings 
of Confucianism, together with those of 
Taoism and Buddhism, are being sub- 
jected to critical examination. Encour- 
aged partly by the Soviet Russians, there 
has been a tendency among a small group 
of intellectuals to discard all religious 
beliefs and practices. Naturally, Chris- 
tianity has not escaped its share of criti- 
cism. Owing to the persistence of the 
anti-foreign campaign, it has, in fact. 
come in for an even greater share of re- 
sentment than have the other religions. 

One of the leading Chinese Christians, 
who has just arrived in this country, has 
made a fervent plea for patience in 
judging the Chinese crisis. In this ail 
friends of China will concur. Conditions 
may go from bad to worse until the pres- 
ent anti-foreign movenent has run its 
course. During this time it behooves 
foreigners to avoid opportunities for 
clashes, and all Chinese moderates to use 
their influence to restrain the extrem- 
ists. In due time, when the present wave 
subsides, it will be possible to take stock 
afresh, and to appraise the degree to 
which Christianity has actually lost 
ground in China. Categorical prophecies 
that the days of missions are passed are 
altogether premature. 














WHICH IS HE? 


In the Rome correspondence of The 
London Observer is a queer story, inter- 
e ting to students of amnesia, identifica- 
tion and deception. Professor CANELLA 
of Verona was a pious Catholic, devoted 
to philosophic and religious studies. 
When still a young man, in 1907, he 
publish-* his test known work, “ Nomi- 
nalism and William Occam.” It must 
have been a subtle brain that could follow 
the intricate thought and argument of 
the Invincible Doctor. In 1916 CANELLA 
was in Macedonia. He took “an image 
of CuRist in his kit.” He was beloved 
and respected by the soldiers among 
whom he worked. He disappeared after 
the !attle of Monastir in 1916, Every- 
body but his wife was convinced of his 
death. There is a monument to him in 
Verona. But in the last days of Feb- 
ruary Signora CANELLA saw in the pa- 
pers a photograph of “ The Unknown of 
Collegno.” 

This person had been found in a ceme- 
tery somewhat over a year ago and had 
been taken to the madhouse, Under his 
coat was’a hronze vase which he had 
stolen from a tomb. His memory was 
gone. His wife recognized the picture as 
that of her husband, She was also im- 
pressed -vith his first words when th: 
police tool: him: “ Oh, the war, the war! 
Leave me in peace—my family!” Also 
corroborative of his authenticity were 
his kindness to his fellow-patients and 
his Catholic zeal. The CaNneLLAS went 
to the asylum. Wife and sister knew 
him. The latter pointed to a wound ca 
the back caused by an operation for 
pleurisy. Several old friends hailed him. 
Others, with his brother, remained skep- 
tical, He was taken to the Canella home 
at Desenzano on Lake Garda. A filial 
and. family welcome was given. He 
began to remember things. He used 
some Latin words, but his memory lapsed 
conveniently when a skeptic asked him 
to recite an Ode of Horace. Yet he knew 
that Professor CANELLA hed worn a hair 
shirt in the trenches. 

Out of a sheaf of photographs he 
plucked that of a white-haired man: 
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pital after Monastir, when the Turin 
police broke in on the reunited family, 
“ Professor CANELLA ” was) suspected to 
be one BrunekI, a printer, against whom 
a warrant-for arrest on chargés' éf theft 
and dishonest commercial transactions 
had issued in 1920. At Turin the Bru- 
neri family and some of his old fellow- 
workmen recognized him. Hitherto they 
had kept mum on account of the war- 
rant. His little son ran, up to him only 
to hear this admonition: “Courage! I 
“have found my children; you will find 
“your father, never fear.” A brother 
printer testified that BRUNERI, a great 
reader, had a passion for mysticism and 
had written a “ pseudo-philosophical ” 
work. 

Finally, BRUNERI’s mistress was hunted 
up. She identified him. While in the 
asylum, he had managed to communicate 
with her several times. Signora CANELLA 
is sure the man is her husband. Signora 
BRUNER is sure he is her husband. 
BRUNERI’s thumbmarks have been taken 
three times by the police. One would 
think that ought to settle his. identity, 
Signora CANELLA is persuaded not only 
by the physical resemblance but by “his 
personality, moral and _ intellectual.” 
When the correspondent wrote, public 
opinion, which had been inclined to re- 
gard BRUNERI as BRUNERI, was turning 
back to the belief that the supposed 
BRUNERI is CANELLA, Even admitting 
that BRUNERI-CANELLA is a fraud: 


His meetings with old friends and pu- 
pils, when he appeared transfigured by 
sincere emotion, his divination of the 
right person among a group of stran- 
gers, his many startlingly correct an- 
swers to questions which only the true 
Professor CANELLA could have answered, 
and his sudden relapses into oblivion, 
sometimes opportune, it is true, but 
often apparently genuine—all this has 
made many people doubt whether he is 
a@ mere common impostor and put -for- 
ward a theory of auto-suggestion 


He is an uncommon impostor, if he 
belongs to that tribe; a lucky guesser 
who can always take refuge in amnesia 
when graveled; an admirable actor, un- 
perturbed through all. His lawyer 
“relies on psychological factors.” Were 
it not for amnesia, an examination in 
the ample and to most of us unintelli- 
gible discussion of Nominalism and Real- 
ism, and the opinions of their mighty 
doctors, would soon settle BruNenrt’s 
hash—if he isn’t CANELLA. 


MIGRATING BIRDS. 


In nature there is nothing more won- 
derful than the migration of birds to 
their breeding places in the North. At 
this time of the year daily arrivals may 
be noted. The movement even began in 
the mild weather of the latter part of 
February, when the song sparrow, blue- 
bird and meadow lark put in an appear- 
ance, soon followed by venturesome 
robins. Cold weather in March causes 
a standstill, but as soon as bays and 
ponds thaw out wild geese and ducks 
come on with a rush. This year as 
early as Jan. 24-26 Dr. J. K. ENGLISH, 
while hunting along Barnegat Bay, re- 
ported 20,000 Canada geese and 2,000 
canvasbacks. By May the birds are 
coming in force. As many as 135 species 
may be counted in Union County, New 
Jersey. Most of them are to be found 
near water, on Newark Bay and along 
the banks of streams. How the birds 
lay their course from countries as remote 
as Brazil and Peru and unerringly reach 
localities they have visited before in 
order to mate and breed remains » mys- 
tery to ornithologists. More than a 
hundred years ago WILLIAM CULLEN 
BRYANT, observing the Spring flight of a 
waterfowl, wrote: 

There is a Power wnose care 


Teaches thy way along the pathless 
coast— 


The desert and illimitable air— 
Lone wandering but not lost. 








Ornithologists have not since been able 
to make the marvel clear by scientific 
observation. BRYANT was enough of a 
naturalist to know that some of the 
migrants flew hundreds of miles night 
and day without alighting. The Black- 
poll Warbler often winters in Colombia 
or Venezuela, and breeds as far north as 
Alaska. The Mourning Warbler starts 
from headwaters of the Amazon and may 
be found mating in Nova Scotia. The 
Bobolink winters in the heart of South 
America, but his torrent of melody is 
heard in June in our Northeastern 
States and west to the Rocky Mountains. 
The Golden Plover travels thousands of 
miles from Southern Brazil and Uruguay 
to raise a family in the Canadian Arctic 
and Alaska. It also nests in Hawaii, fly- 
ing two thousand miles over the Pacific. 
GATKE estimates that its speed may he 
as high as 212 miles an hour. The 
smaller birds make a leisurely passage 
up from the South, flying on an average 
thirty miles an hour and often resting 
to feed. CHAPMAN has this helpful 
paragraph: 

In orderly succession the. plant. de- 
velops leaf, blossom and fruit, sheds its 
foliage, and, after a period of rest, the 
phenomena are repeated: With birds it 
is the return of the season of: physical 
fruition which arouses not only the sex- 
ual but also the homing instinct; under 
the guidance of which these mobile crea- 
tures repair to the place of their birth. 
Migration, then, in its simplest form is 
merely a journey to the nesting ground, 


made without apparent relation to either 
food or temperature. 


In trying to answer the question how 
birds find their way over thousands «f 
miles CHAPMAN déclares that “ some- 
“thing far more potent than eye, ear 
“and memory is evidently required.” 
He can conclude only that the birds pos- 
sess a “homing instinct” or “sense of 
direction” which “ auomatically induces 
them to follow a certain route.” They 
come back to the same territory, per- 
haps, as in the case of the robin, to the 
same garden and tree, and repott about

It is to be hoped that he did 
not cite the case of Billikins vs. Tuckahoe 
Furniture Polish Company, U. S. Fed. Rep., 
Vol. 156, p. 5,467, on the one hand, or the 
decisions of the Council of Trent on the 
other, Al Smith should consult only Al 
Smith and make a brief reply to Mr. Mar- 
shall to the effect that if elected President 
of the United States he will faithfully sub- 
scribe in word and act to the Presidential 
oath of office laid down in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. If further ad- 
vice on the subject is needed, this column 
will supply it from time to time as the oc- 
casion arises. 





His Back Against the Wall. 

For the distinguished occupant of Buck- 
ingham Palace it has not been a good week. 
While George V’s left wing is under heavy 
pressure from Chiang Kai-shek at Shang- 
hai his right wing has been driven in by 
William Hale Thompson at Chicago. This 
is an example of team-work, over a dis- 
tance of five thousand miles, that was never 
even approached by the Allies in the World 
War, and is probably to be explained 
by the clear recognition of a common 
aim by Chiang and William. The Cantonese 
General wants to do away with the British 
concession and make an open town of 
Shanghai. The Illinois generalissimo is 
pledged to an open town in Chicago. The 
Cantonese Nationalists want to throw the 
British out of China. The Cook County 
Nationalist has sworn to throw the British 
out of the local history textbooks. Possibly 
there is some kind of secret treaty between 
the allies by which the waters of the 
Yangtse River will be rendered available 
for the Chicago Drainage Canal.

Roosevelt Dam was an 
accident and not an anti-Fascist plot. If the 
Italian editors will please cool off for a 
moment, the thought may occur that they 
have provided the anti-Fascists with a lot 
of valuable publicity.

Second Thoughts on the Rialto. 

Now that the issue has been decided and 
the New York stage has a padlock law in- 
stead of a censor, there must be uneasy 
speculation along the Broadway coast 
whether the show business hasn’t got the 
worst of the bargain. A censor is a nui- 
sance, but a padlocked theatre is a catas- 
trophe. In the course of man’s upward 
struggle to civilization he has pretty well 
learned how to get along with censors. 
They are usually stupid and may be cir- 
cumvented. They are often susceptible and 
may be persuaded. They are sometimes 
arbitrary and will suppress a harmless 
play and pass a play with a high percent- 
age of salacic contents: But in any case 
the producer can always find out in ad- 
vance where he stands with the censor. 
The producer takes no financial risks in 
submitting a manuscript to the censor, It 
is only the playwright who will have lost 
his time and labor—say a year’s labor on a 
moderately frank. play, two. weeks’. labor 
on a play with a heavy sex-wallop. 





Alternatives. 

It was the principal argument against the 
censor that he would cripple the art. of the 
theatre by intimidating the playwrights. 
But it is difficult to see how this menace is 
obviated under the padlock law. Plays are 
written to be accepted by a producer and 
to be staged on the premises of a theatre 
owner. But if the theatre landlord faces 
the chance of having his property locked 
for a year he will look twice at the pro- 
ducer and the producer will look at least 
twice at the manuscript. When it comes 
to having a heart a censor is likely to be 
more’ approachable than areal estate 
owner. The simple fact is, of course, that 
we now have a stage censorship under the 
padlock law. The only difference is that 
the functions will be exercised by a hard- 
headed man of business‘instead of by a 
man interested in the drama, as a censor 
might well be. And if the idea was that a 
censor will sometimes suppress, while a 
Judge and jury will never padlock, things

SAYS SKELLY BACKS ACTION 





“Too Much of That Sort of Thing 
in Wall Street,” William B. 


Anderson Asserts. 





IN SKELLY O1L CASE 


Broker Wants Stock Exchange 
to Locate Source of Rumors 


William B. Anderson of Block, Ma- 


loney & Co. will ask that the New 
York Stock Exchange investigate re- 
cent rumors questioning the perma- 
nence of dividends on ‘stock of the 
Skelly Oil Company. He said yester- 
day that he had discussed the matter 
with a member of the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Exchange but that be- 
fore proceeding further he would wait 
for the arrival in New York this week 
of William G. Skelly, President of the 
Skelly Oil Company, who was repre- 
sented as being irate and insistent 
upon:a searching. inquiry. 

Mr. Anderson said he had heard of 
at least one Stock Exchange house 
circulating rumors concerning the 
Skelly. dividend. It is the connection 
of such houses with the rumors that 
he feels should be sifted. 

“There is too much. of that sort of 
thing in Wall Street,’” Mr. Anderson 
said, ‘‘and I think the time has come 
to call a halt.’’ 

He added that Skelly stockholders 
who had been alarmed by the rumors 
had told him of. their uneasiness and 
that he had tried. to reassure them. It 
was extremely unfortunate, he said, 
that baseless rumors should be spread, 
weakening the confidence of investors 
in their stock holdings. 

“T talked with Mr. Skelly over the 
telephone at his headquarters in Tul- 
sa,’*> Mr. Anderson said, ‘“‘and he gave 
me to understand quite emphatically 
that there was no question as to the 
maintenance of the dividend. He was 
furious to learn that rumors of that 
sort had been put out. I agreed with 
him that an investigation should be 
made.”’ 
The Governing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange, it was pointed out 
yesterday, has ample authority to in- 
vestigate such rumors if there is rea- 
son to believe that Stock Exchange 
houses helped to circulate them. The 
committee meets on Wednesdays, but 
there is a possibility, it was said, that 
a special meeting may be called to 
consider the Skelly matter. 
Brokerage interests expressed the 
opinion yesterday that such an investi- 
gation might be valuable and said that 
lately there had been what amounted 
almost to an orgy of gossip concern- 
ing dividends of various companies. 
The unsettling effect of such rumors 
could be quite serious, it was said, 
as stockholders in many instances had 
been led to dispose of their holdings 
at losses on rumors which later proved 
to be baseless. 
Mr. Skeliy telegraphed to New York 
from Tulsa on Friday that the quar- 
terly dividend of 50 cents a share would 
be declared tomorrow. There had been 
no thought of omission, he said. The 
bankers with whom he arranged the 
recent $15,000,000 financing for the 
Skelly Oil Company imposed no condi- 
tions that would affect the dividends, 
he said. Rumors that the bankers had 
such an understanding with the 
Skelly management were widely cir- 
culated here last week. 


FORD NOW DISTANCED 
BY GENERAL MOTORS 


Latter Company's Net Profits in 
1926 More Than Double 
Those of Former. 


On the basis of earnings the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation has distanced 
the Ford Motor Company, with which 
it frequently is compared, as appears 
from the balance sheet of the Ford 
company, filed recently in Boston. 
The Ford company last year earned 
a net profit of approximately $90,- 
000,000, assuming that the members 
of the Ford family who own all the 
stock took out of the company the 


$75,000,000 to surplus was after all 
charges and deductions, which, it 
might be added, conformed to the tra- 
ditionally conservative financial poli- 
cies of the company. 
The General Motors Corporation in 
1926 earned a net profit of $183,679.000, 
the largest in its history and more than 
twice the indicated profit of the Ford 
company. Earnings of General Motors 
in the first quarter of 1927 are esti- 
mated at $50,000,000, indicating another 
record for this year. No estimate of 
the Ford company’s earnings for 1927 
can be made, although it is reported 
that its business, as a result of stiff 
competition, is declining slightly. 
A few years ago the Ford company 
held unrivaled supremacy in the auto- 
mobile industry not only. in volume of 
business but also in earnings. The 
General Motors Corporation by aggres- 
sive expansion has become the greatest 
earner in the automotive industry and 
the most profitable single enterprise in 
the country.

Despite the few variances from the

The Record Steel Output.

Bank Exchanges in March.

Japanese Situation Sound.

Japan was just 
hitting her stride in the post-war re- 
covery when the earthquake of 1923 oc- 
curred, necessitating large construc- 
tion work and outside borrowin The 
tasks placed on the country = the 
earthquake have been arduous, and 
now the situation is affected by the 
conditions in China, Japan, however. 
continues to send gold regularly to the 
United States to strengthen external 
reserves, and the yen holds within a 
small distance of parity, with the ma- 
jor price readjustments already accom- 


plished.

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Treasury Depattment Gives Its 
~ Interpretation of Decision:

NOT TAXABLE IF REVOCABLE 





Counsel for Insurance Company 
Comments on Agreements 
Classified as Exempt. 





The Treasury Department has hand- 
ed down a ruling on the Federal Hs- 
tate Tax law which untangles a snarl 
that has affected holders of life in- 
surance... This. ruling is particularly 
important in relation to insurance pay- 
able to a trustee under a revocable 
trust and is also of special interest 
to trust companies. and, other fiduciar- 
fes, says Albert H. Yost, counsel of 
the Phoenix Mutual Lite Insurance 
Company. 

The Supreme Court, in its decision = 
the case of Llewellyn vs. Fricke, hel 
that the insurance provisions of ths 
Revenue: act of 1918 were not retro- 
active, and that policies taken out pre- 
vious to the effective date of the act 
were mea subject to the tax laid on 


The Seochion was raised in the Treas- 
ury Department, however, whether the 
roceeds of policies which, wrider the 
cke decision, were not taxable, 
should nevertheless be included in the 
gross estate. This decision provides’ 
that there should be included in the 
gross estate of the deceased the value 
at the time of his death of all property, 
real and personal, tangible or intan- 
gible, wherever situated, “to the ex- 
tent of any interest therein of which 
the deceased has at any time made 
a transfer, or with respect to which 
‘he has at any time created a trust, in 
contemplation of or intending to take 
effect in possession or enjoyment at 
or after his death.” 
Without going into the rules of con- 
structions’ which the general counsel 
of the International Revenue Bureau 
cited. as a basis of the decision, the 
following conclusion is quoted: 
“A section of the act requires the 
inclusion in the gross estate of trans- 
ferred property upon the basis of its 
value as of the date of the deceased’s 
death, whereas the subdivision relat- 
ing to insurance requires that only the 
excess of $40,000 shall be so included.” 
In other words, Mr. Yost says, the 
Gecision apparently holds that where- 
ever there is a question under the 
Revenue act of 1918 of the taxability 
of life insurance left by the insured 
at his death, such taxability. must be 
determined under the specific provi- 
sions relating to life insurance. He 
gays also: 
“This decision is important in rela- 
tion to insurance payable to a trus- 
tee under a revocable trust because its

This edrporation ‘will acquire diversi-- 
fied insurance company stocks and de- 
posit them with the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company @8 trustee, 
Barnings of the insurance companies 
‘whith will then accrue to the Insuran- 
shares Corporation, whether from cash 
dividends, extra dividends. or other 
forms of distribution, and proceeds 
from the sale of stock rights received 
by the trustee will be distributed by 
the trustee on a pro rata basis to the 
holders of Insuranshares certiifcates. 

The plan is a development of the in- 
vestment trust, which has been a 
popular form of investment ‘in Europe.

after a fractionally higher opening as 
the. result of the bullish construction 
placed on thé Government report is- 
sued late Friday. Prices declined 
readily,. with stop-loss orders uncov- 
ered, and July and September sold at 
a new low on the crop. The finish 
was within a fraction of the bottom, 
with net losses of 1% to 1% cents. 

All the excitement and weakness in 
grains came in the last hour, when a 
liquidating movement started in wheat. 
Some local traders were credited with 
selling 7,000,000 bushels of long May 
wheat. There was.one sale of nearly 
1,000,000 bushels of May at $1.345% by 
one pit trader... Another sold 500,000 at 
¥% cent profit. 

It was said at the close that most of 
the local bulls who have been responsi- 
ble for the later strength in wheat 
were well out of their lines, and that 
several of the big shorts had taken 
profits on the breaks largely through 
open purchases and sales of bids. 

Export business for the week has 
been the largest in months, aggregat- 
ing close to 5,000,000 bushels of wheat 
in all positions, wth a greater percent- 
age of domestic red winters than of 
late. . Offers of red winters to the 
seaboard from. Chicago today, how- 
ever, brought the response that millers 


‘were paying better prices than export- 
ers. 

Trade sentiment is bearish on all 
grains, but changes frequently, as most 
of the business is by pit professionals 
who follow the trend of the market, 
and fluctuations are more of a factor 
than the news. 

Primary arrivals today, 436,000 bush- 
els; week ago, 495,000; last year,619,000; 
shipments, 494,000 bushels; week: ago,

Yesterday's buyers of corn were the 
_ leading sellers today and with a lack 
of support the finish was 1 to 1% cents 
lower.

ITH the opening of Spring 

has come the usual revival

basic industries ‘the increased activity 
has.been quite marked, and. much con- 
struction in divers directions is well 
under way. The outlook, also, as indi- 
cated by orders appears promising for 
some time ahead. There is plenty of 
money available for Rrojects of. merit 
ané the rates remain reasonable. Col- 
lections in most lines have also been 
good. The primary markets, while not 
quite as active as they were a month 
or so ago, are still holding up well and, 
in some directions, are finding it hard 
to make. deliveries as promptly as 
asked: for. There is no slackening in 
the inclination to buy, as long as the 
articles are desirable and the prices 
are fair. This was strikingly shown in 
the auction sale of rugs and carpets 
which came to an end Friday with 
record-breaking results: Buyers had 
the satisfaction. of. knowing that théey 
made their own prices in open compe- 
tition, while the volume of goods dis- 
posed of showed that there is a mar- 
ket waiting for them. Retail trade in 
e@pparel. has not been as brisk as was 
hoped for, a result. largely due to in- 
clement weather. Other sales, how- 
ever, have tended to make up the defi- 
ciency, _Much is expected during the 
present week should clear and warmer 
weather. prevail, but it. is already evi- 
dent that quite a lot of buying which 
should occur before Easter will be af- 
ter that holiday.

Too Many piaints in the garment 
Areinthe trades, one thing seems 
Business, to stand out as the 


cause of most of them. 
This is the fact that there are too 
many concerns in the business. It 
takes a year of exceptional prosperity 
to provide enough trade to go arouné¢, 
and such years have not occurred re- 
cently. New manufacturing establish- 
ments keep springing up and they are 
frequently started by persons who 
make ‘hope take the place of capital. 
Sometimes they succeed because of the 
skill of the promoters in sensing styles 
quickly and in producing economically. 
More often they fail because of a lack 
of selling ability. Always they are a 
disturbing factor to those already in 
the. field because of the kind of com- 
petition they offer. They will take 
chances which established concerns 
cannot afford to do because a failure 
means little to them in the way of a 
loss of capital, and they can always 
fall back again in the ranks of work- 
ers for others. Recent methods of buy- 
ing are a help to them. They cater to 
the large number of buyers who are 
on the lookout for bargains, regardless 
of quality. The irresponsible manufac- 
turers, having no standards to main- 
tain, are always prepared to turn out 
goods which simulate those made by 
the more reputable houses but are of 
cheaper workmanship and material. 
Their main competition is with the 
makers of popular priced garments, 
who comprise the bulk of the indus- 
try. They cannot affect those who 
turn out the highest grades and whose 
labels mean something. 


Last week some- 
thing was printed 
in these columns 
concerning the 
worthlessness of 
certain statistics giving so-called aver- 
age prices of various foods in a num- 
ber ‘of the cities of this country. A 
reader has written in to endorse the 
criticism but going further in disput- 
ing the value of average prices for 
individual cities, because of the vari- 
ance of such prices in different locali- 
ties of the same city. But where, as 
in the case of the comparisons made 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
such averages from the same stores 
are given at stated periods, the vari- 
ances do have some value, The same 
correspondent has a fling at “index 
numbers” used by so many statisti- 
cians, On this he remarks: 

Of what value can any “index 
number’ be that is arrived at by 
adding the price per pound of twen- 
ty—or four hundred, for that mat- 
ter—commodities, and then striking 
an average? This method assumes 
that we consume as many pounds of 
salt or pepper as of wheat or corn, 
an assumption too ridiculous for ser- 
fous’ consideration. By this method 
a large increase in the cost of an ar- 
ticle of limited use affects the “‘in- 
dex number” far more than it should, 
while an increase in cost of a com- 
modity largely used does not show 
its true significance because of the 
assumption that equal amounts of 
each commodity are consumed. 


As to Averages 
and Index 
Numbers. 


Of course, any “index number” ar- 
rived at by such a process is merely 
ridiculous, and only a tyro would do 
it. The more general. rule is to employ 
a “weighted” average in which the 
proportion of substances used is taken 
into account. But any “index number” 
should be taken very tentatively unless 
the method whereby it was obtained 
is clearly brought out,

This is especially the case with regard 
to foodstuffs, the supplies of which 
come from many sources. A consider- 
ation of this brought about some of 
the opposition to measures like the 
McNary-Haugen bill. An instance in 
point recently occurred in Great Brit- 
ain in connection with. the disposal of 
New Zealand butter. It appears that 
all the, dairy products coming. from 
New Zealand are under the contro} of 
the Dairy Producers Board. This body 
not only fixed the prices of the articles

elsewhere comes into the British mar- 
ket, and dealers decided not to buy the 
New Zealand variety when they could 
get cheaper supplies from other coun- 
tries. As a result the New Zealand 
butter kept piling up in storage ‘ware- 
houses until the control board could 
carry. it no longer. Then it started to 
sell, but at 4 low figure, so low in'fact 
that it did not pay for the cost of pro- 
cucing and marketing it.. The incident 
aroused a great deal of feeling in 
New Zealand, where producers fee! 
they. were not fairly dealt with. A 
curious result, too, has been a decision 
to suspend immigration from Great 
Britain to New Zealand on the ground 
that “a country’s capacity to absorb 
immigrants must be regulated by the 
prosperity of its primary industries.” 
Meanwhile, the control board has given 
up its plea for fixing prices, &c.. One 
lesson has been enough. 


Michigan _ retailers 
Stops Being have recently had a 
aGeneral tussle with Henry 
Retailer. Ford which might 
have led to consider- 
able business disturbance had the mo- 
tor car manufacturer not. given up. 
Inspired doubtiess by the best of mo- 
tives, Mr. Ford some time ago deter- 
mined to establish stores for his em- 
ployes' so as to enable then to buy 
virtually all their supplies for less than 
the prices charged at the various re- 
tail stores which they had been in the 
habit of patronizing. In those shops 
he sells shoes, clothing, groceries, 
meats, &c. They are run on the “cash 
and carry” plan so as to avoid deliv- 
ery charges, Everything in them that 
can be is run by mechanism, this in- 
cluding even the cutting of meats. 
There are also many devices for the 
expeditious handling of customers. 
Purchases for the stores are made on 
an extensive scale from producers, 
thus lopping off any intermediaries 
anc their commissions. The size of 
these purchases also results in getting 
the goods at the lowest possible cost. 
The venture is not intended to be a 
charity in any sense, and so provision 
is made for paying all the expenses to- 
gether with a little profit. On the 
large turnover assured, however, this 
profit on any individual purchase is 
reduced to a minimum. When the 
plan was started it cut down the busi- 
ness of a number of retailers, but there 
was no organized opposition as long 
as the customers were confined to 
Ford employes. But the scheme was 
afterward broadened so as to include 
the general public. Then the retailers 
got together and threatened a boycott 
on “flivvers” in which they were go- 
ing to try and have all retailers take 
part. At that an emissary from Mr. 
Ford appeared at a meeting of the re- 
tailers and told them that the custom- 
ers were hereafter to be confined to 
those working in the Ford factories. 
Then peace came to brood over the 
scene.

Cotton consequence af- 
Conditions and fecting either last 
Fabric Prices. year’s crop of cot- 


ton or that of this 
year came to light during the past 
week. A report on boll weevil con- 
ditions related wholly to a very small 
section of the growing districts and 
was rather inconclusive even as to 
that. The weather conditions later on 
in the season will have much to do 
with determining the amount of infes- 
tation. Just now nobody is very ap- 
prehensive on the subject. Neither is 
there much concern expressed as to 
restriction of the acreage. The fact 
of the matter is that the planters 
have discovered that a large crop is 
not an unmixed evil. Fluctuations in 
the price of cotton continued within a 
narrow range during the past week. In 
the goods market the main feature is 
still the delivery of fabrics on olé or- 
ders. Prices of gray goods have soft- 
ened somewhat, especially for construc- 
tions to be delivered in two months or 
so. Finished fabrics are holding their 
own and calls are frequent for quick 
deliveries of printed and colored varie- 
ties. This condition results from the 
large consumer demand already in evi- 
dence or which has given signs of be- 
ing so in the near future, The finer 
cloths and the many highly styled 
rayon mixtures are in especial request. 
In underwear the demand for light 
weights has improved, but goods for 
next Fall-are little called for. Bathing 
suits are beginning to show signs of 
activity as the warm weather season 
approaches.

Situation ing the wool situa- 
in Wooland tion exhibits no new 
Woolens. features. At the 


auction in Sydney, 
New South Wales, which closed last 
week, the prices were about on a par 
with those recently prevailing. It is a 
curious circumstance that; at practi- 
cally all of the late auction sales of 
wool, the principal bidders were from 
the Continent and from Japan. They 
were responsible for any increases in 
price which were obtained. In Great 
Britain, spinners of woolen yarns and 
weavers of cloth are a little bit doubt- 
ful about being able to raise the price 
of their products to: correspond with 
the slight increase in the cost of the 
raw material. In this country foreign 
wools have been available at less cost 
than abroad and this has led to, some 
re-exports. The new clip is beginning 
to come in and there is no likelihood 
of any scarcity. Buying continues on 
a rather restricted scale, although the 
domestic mills are beginning to show 
an increase of orders for Fall goods. 
Manufacturing .clothiers have. their 
salesmen cn the road with heavyweight 
lines and are beginning to hear from 
them. There is still some disposition 
to delay on the part of retailers who 
are waiting to clear their shelves of 
Spring attire. Women’s wear fabrics 
for the Fall season are being sampled, 
but the bulk of the business in them

{END SIZE PROBLEM 


~~ IN SELLING SHOES 


Figuring Out the Proportionate 
Number of Each Size a 
Store Can Handle. 








Probably in no other line of. retail 
endéavor are there more commercial 
casualties than among shoe dealers. 
Vhe percentage of failures among them 
is rated by some authorities as high as 
91, More than half of these failures, 
according to Eimer Jared Bliss, Presi- 
dent of the Regal Shoe Company, are 
directly due to surplus stocks of what 
practical shoe men know as “end 
sizes.” How to avoid them is one of 
the perpetual problems of the trade. 

In seeking a solution of the. ‘‘end 
size’ problem several years ago Mr. 
Bliss came to the conclusion that odd 
sizes were left over not because people 
with odd-sized feet did not happen to 
become customers, but because plans 
were laid for the accommodation of 
more persons with feet of this type 
than actually existed. Following out 
this line of reasoning in the interest 
of the company’s retail stores, he 
worked out a chart showing an aver- 
age sixty-pair size range in men’s 
shoes. The figures in this chart are 
as true today as at the time the chart 
was prepared. 

To begin with, they show that in 
these sixty pairs thirty-eight sizes are 
represented, but that nearly 72 per 
cent. of the sales are made on nineteen 
of them. The chart also shows that 
twenty-three of the sixty pairs stocked 
are of width C, fifteen of width D, 
thirteen of width B and nine of width 
A. It further shows that the sizes 
range in length from 6 to 11, both ex- 
tremes being stocked in single pairs 
of C width only. In no length or 
width in the sixty average pairs are 
more than three pairs stocked, and 
this is done only in sizes 8B, 7%, 8, 8% 
and 9C and 8D. In none of the so- 
called odd sizes is more than a single 
pair stocked. 

Although this chart is used frequently 
in ordering. shoes, it is not to be re- 
garded as an infallible guide. Other 
factors enter the situation that must 
be taken into account. For instance, 
careful study of sales in stores all over 
the country resulted in a good deal of 
other interesting data. For one thing, 
according to Mr. Bliss, it was found 
that twenty-six pairs of size 8C were 
sold to every pair of 5C. Rating 8C 
on the basis of 100 per cent., therefore, 
5C rates less than 4 per cent. in daily 
sales value. 

It was further found that, for every 
pair of size 7AA that was sold, sales 
of 8C dmounted to 1,167 pairs. The 
same proportion of sales to size 8C 
holds in the case of 11% and 12AA; 
12A, 12B and 11% and 12H. In other 
words, it requires 1,167 times as many 
customers to dispose of a given stock 
of the odd sizes mentioned as of the 
same number of pairs of size 8C. 

Tabulations of the company’s sales 
showed sizes 11% and 12 to be par- 
ticularly dangerous to stock, but that 
the proportion of sales of size 11 to 
size 8C was relatively large in all 
widths but AA and E. Size 8C, for 
instance, was found to outsell size 11C 
by only twelve pairs to one. Yet 389 
pairs of 8C were sold to every pair 
of 114C, and 834 pairs of the former 
were sold to every pair of 12C. More 
definite illustration of the danger of 
overstocking odd sizes than is given 
by the foregoing tabulations can hard- 
ly be provided. 

Concentration of sizes in stocking 
women’s shoes is just as important, 
according to Mr. Bliss’s data, as it is 
in ordering men’s footwear. Where 
practically 72 per cent. of the business 
has been found to be done on nineteen 
sizes of men’s shoes, a little more 
than 79 per cent. i sdone on twenty- 
one sizes of women’s. Of equal sig- 
nificance, perhaps, is the fact that 
99.842 per cent. of the business done in 
women’s shoes is done on fifty-nine 
sizes, and that sixty sizes account for 
99.762 per cent. of the men’s shoe 
sales. ° 

Another, interesting point is that, 
while seventy-nine sizes are required 
to cover the field in men’s shoes, the 
number of women’s sizes stocked is 
smaller by ten. In men’s shoes more 
pairs of widths C and D are carried 
than of any other; in women’s shoes 
widths B and C are stocked the most 
heavily. More pairs of sizes 5, 54 and 
6 than any other are carried in wo- 
men’s footwear, while 1n men’s shoes 
the most heavily stocked sizes are 7%, 
8, 84, 9 and 9%. 

The question of styles that should be 
stocked in both men’s and women’s 
footwear is an entirely different mat- 
ter, but one of great importance. 
However, it is apparent that styles 
can be exactly right and sales will still 
be lost if the stock is not properly 
proportioned as to sizes. While a 
slightly passé style does not hurt the 
feet of the customer who buys it, the 
reverse is true if the shoe is too short 
or too narrow. Incidentally, it is Mr. 
Bliss’s opinion that the sale of one 
badly fitted pair of shoes is just about 
sufficient to offset the trade-building 
powers of a full-page advertisement. 

Recognizing the importance of in- 
ventory control in retail stores and 
the need of some simple device for the 
purpose, Mr. Bliss some years ago had 
large boards divided into squares rep- 
resenting the sizes carried in men’s 
shoes. These squares, in turn, are 
divided into white, yellow, blue and 
red fields, indicating the salability of 
the sizes included in the various divi- 
sions. With this board comes a num- 
ber of washers, each of which repre- 
sents a pair of multiple pairs of shoes, 
according to the size of the stock 
that is to be controlled. From the 
centre of each square projects upward 
a substantial metal pin, of the proper 
height for the size the square repre- 
sents, and over this pin the washers 
are slipped. Each of the stores has a 


to the amount of business done, this 
stock being based on sales data which, 
in part, have been outlined. 

When a pair of shoes is sold, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bliss, a washer repre- 
senting the size is removed’ from ‘its 
pin.

WHY HOSE SHADES VARY. 


Said to Come From the Manner In 
Which Dyes Are Applied. 


The continued vogue for colored slik 
hosiery for women, which has made it 
necessary for manufacturers and stock 
houses to make some quick shifts in 
order to keep up with swiftly changing 
tastes in hues, has brought with it not 
@ little complaint as to variations in 
stockings that are supposed to be of 
the same shade. This is truer of hose 
that are kitted first and then dyed 
than of stockings which are made of 
yarns dyed before going on the kit- 
ting machines. 

Most of the variation complained of, 
it was said yesterday, is that the light 
shades tend to grow darker little by 
little as the season advances. This 
was admitted by an executive of a 
concern which does a large business in 
hosiery dyed after knitting, and an 
interesting reason for it was advanced. 
It was this: 

The hose are dyed in hundred dozen 
lots, after which it is necessary to 
change the dye bath. Each time a 
new batch of dye is made up it is nec- 
essary for the dyer to compare its 
color with a ‘‘master’’ stocking, which 
represents the shade desired. Fre- 
quent mixing of dye baths requires 
frequent handling of the ‘master’ 
stocking and also results in exposure 
of it to light and dust. Almost imper- 
ceptibly it becomes soiled and darker 
in tone. From this it is not difficult 
to figure out the variations in color 
and the gradual darkening of the 
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Hint That More Profits Come 
From Legitimate Merchan- 
dising Than From ‘Sales,’ 





The. striking difference in profits as 
shown in the recent financial reports 
of certain stores for last year led an 
éxecutive here to comment on the rea- 
sons, as he saw them, why one large 
store shows a much higher rate of prof- 
it on its turnover than another, which 
aims to serve practically the same 
class of consumers. Primarily the 
condition, this executive sald yester- 


featuring ‘‘sales’’- rather than legiti- 
mate merchandising, but it also indi- 
cates inefficient handling of customers, 
lack of a properly trained and cour- 
teous sales force and a general failure 
in building up the “institutional” side 
of the retail business. 

“For purposes of comparison,” con- 
tinued this man, “I will single out two 
stores that I and my wife know about 
because we deal there and I have more 
or less closely watched the manner of 
merchandising in both. . One of the 
stores, as is practically obvious, plans 
its operation, so that it does about 80 


per cent. of its business in merchandise 
at a fair mark-up and only 20 per cent. 
in sales. Its prices are generally 
credited with being attractive, in- 
volving a reasonable mark-up. The 
other store is credited with doing about 
80 per cent. of its business in “sales” 
and 20 per cent. in legitimate selling 
at normal mark-up. 

“This continual forcing of volume by 
‘sales’ is, in my opinion, one of the 
greatest mistakes prevalent in retail- 
ing today. It undermines the reputa- 
tion of a store for steady and normal 
merchandising, which holds its clien- 
tele year after year because of quality 
goods sold at attractive prices. Such 
a type of business yields more satis- 
faction in the long run to the con- 
sumer and achieves a larger ratio of 
profits. 

“Continued sales do bring volume— 
gotten from a ‘floating contingent’ 
of consumers; who are always looking 
for price first and swing from store 
to store—but, as the reports indicate, 
this volume does not yield profits that 
are as satisfactory as the policy of 
legitimate merchandising. 

“T cite no objection to normal sales— 
twice or three times a year. But con- 
tinual plugging of sales acts on a store 
like the hypodermic injection of a 
drug on an individual. The habit be- 
comes fixed and the store finds it 
eventually cannot do without sales. 

‘“‘When this happens, the institutional 
nature of the business is wrecked. An 
institution, as the term is applied to 
retailing, cannot be built out of bricks 
and stone, but must be built out of 
the wholesome regard and loyal ap- 
preciation customers have for the 
store, the character of the merchandise 
it sells, the service it gives and the 
human contacts developed. 

“My wife and I recently went into 
the store I mention as adhering to 
‘legitimate merchandising.’ We want- 
ed to buy a lumberjack sweater and 
other accessories for our child. We 
went to the department handling the 
goods and were met by a pleasant 
voiced and evidently well trained sales 
clerk. She inquired our needs and 
took especial care in showing and fit- 
ting the garments on our boy. We 
purchased the merchandise and went 
out feeling that our visit had been 
well handled. 

“A few hours later my wife called 
me up at the office and asked me to 
make some additional purchases. The 
second store was nearest to my of- 
fice and, although my wife expressed 
her antipathy to purchasing there, I 
decided to go there and see what that 
store was offering. 

‘“‘My immediate impressions on reach- 
ing the floor on which the goods I 
wanted. were sold were not favorable. 
Two sales girls were talking together 
in an aisle somewhat removed from 
where I was standing. Although they 
saw I was looking at the, garments 
none made any effort to approach me. 
Finally I walked up to one and asked 
to be waited upon. 

“ ‘What do you want? was the 
answer I got. I explained my wants 
and was led to the counter. I had 
to pick up the garments myself, the 
sales clerk merely watching idly. I 
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looked through the goods, but did not

For Finishing Native Rubber. 

A concession has been granted by 
Government decree for the erection and 
operation of a plant in Djambi, Suma- 
tra, for the finishing of native rubber, 
according to Trade Commissioner 
Donald Renshaw, Batavia. 


Russian Manganese Ore Exports. 

The manganese ore exports of the 
South Russian Ore Trust, made through 
the German firm of Rawack & Gruen- 
feld, rose in the economic year 1925- 
26 to 235,000 tons from 137,000 during 
the preceding year. 


Bonds for City Housing. 

The municipal government of the city 
of Derby, England, has just announced 
the issue of bonds to a value of £1,000,- 
000, the proceeds of which are to be 
devoted to a housing program which 


has already been adopted and includes 
a total expenditure of £2,225,000. 


American Share in Greek Trade. 

The United States continues to lead 
in tonnage imports into Greece, with 
Great Britain in second place, accord- 
ing to preliminary statistics from the 
port of Piraeus covering the first two 
months of 1927, as cabled by Commer- 
cial Attaché Gardner Richardson, at 
Athens. 


Spanish Olive Oil Imports. 
Spanish royal order authorizes the 
Government to permit the importation 
of olive oil, if there is a shortage of 
the Spanish crop or, if on atcount of 
the extension of foreign markets, it is 
difficult in any one year to secure a 


sufficient supply from national produc- 
tion. 


Venetian Neutral Glass. 

One of the recent developments of the 
Venetian glass industry is the growth 
of the manufacture of neutral glass, 
that is, laboratory glass such as test 
tubes, beakers, phials and retorts.

provement in the general economic 
situation. 


Wheat Imports Into Mexico. 

Permits have been issued by the 
Mexican Treasury Department for the 
importation of a total of 10,000 tons ot 
wheat without the payment of duty as 
provided in the decree of March 10. It 
is reported that no wheat will be ad- 
mitted free after April 15. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimates that 
the present wheat crop will be 7 per 
cent. greater than last year. 


Swiss Linen Industry. 

Competition of imports of linen goods 
from France, Belgium and Czechoslo- 
vakia in the Swiss domestic market 
adversely affected the linen industry in 
1926 and at the close of the year many 
mills were operating only four or five 
days per week. Export trade is negli- 
gible. Conditions will probably remain 
unchanged as long as mills in countries 
with low exchange are able to under- 
sell Swiss manufacturers. 


Egypt’s Foreign Commerce. 
During the last four months of 1926, 
when the cotton market was most un- 
favorable, Egypt’s imports declined in 
value by $21,000,000, as.compared with 
the last four months of 1925; prelimi- 


nary figures indicate that this decrease 
has continued into the early months of 
1927. It is possible that the rise in cot- 
ton prices will somewhat improve the 
géneral condition of the Egyptian mar- 
ket. 


New Canadian Electric Plants. 
During the past year new electrical 
installations in Canada amounted to 
266,000 horsepower, bringing the Do- 
minion’s total installation to 4,556,000 
horsepower. There are, in addition, 
now under way which will add 
another 1,700,000 horsepower, and still 
another 1,000,000 of horsepower develop- 
ment is in prospect.

HOW CREDITORS KEPT 
A BUSINESS GOING 


When. Bankraptcy . Threatened, 
Their Intervention Pat a Store 
on a Paying Basis. 











The manner in which a group of 
creditors, represented by a trade asso- 
ciation, can put an important retail 
concern on its financial feet is shown 
by a case involving a store in a large 
up-State city. This store, after being 
threatened with extinction three years 
ago, is now on a paying basis and in 
a position to pay 100 cents on the dob 
lar to all creditors. 

In this case the creditors were rep- 
resented by HExecutive Chairman M. 
Mosessohn of the United Women’s 
Wear League of America, and he de- 
scribed yesterday how the store had 
been saved. ‘This store,” he said, ‘had 
been losing thousands of dollars an- 
nually for several years. In spite of 
this, however, it had been kept going 
as a matter of family pride, being 
sustained on the profits of other hold- 


ings of the owners. When these hold- 
ings lost their value, the store tottered 
in a financial sense and bankruptcy 
threatened. 

“‘As ‘head of. the Creditors’ Commit- 
tee I immediately investigated condi- 
tions on the spot and found that, de- 
spite the losses sustained, the store 
was in a position to right itself if up- 
to-date merchandising policies ‘were 
put into effect. For one thing, more 
space was being occupied than the 
business justified, being spread all over 
the several floors of the building it 
was in. 

“It was found that the top floors 
could be rented out for offices, and 
the lower floors so changed as to give 
ample room for stocks. This was done 
by making the aisles narrower and by 
other space-saving devices. In this 
way the rental was reduced consider- 
ably, and the upper floors made a 
source of profit. 

“Another change was effected in the 
stock, which included a large accumu- 
lation of odd-sizes and out-moded 
styles. Instead of allowing these use- 
less stocks to clutter up the place and 
add to the overhead, they were 
promptly sold out for what they would 
bring. Other changes revolutionized 
the old-fashioned’ methods that had 
prevailed there for many years. 

“In the meantime the creditors, see- 
ing a chance to save the store, were 
willing to supply new and desirable 
merchandise on extremely advantage- 
ous terms. This, with the change in 
policy, built up the business. Now, 
after three years, a gross business of 
$3,000,000 annually is being done. The 
creditors have already received a sub- 
stantial percentage of the original 
amounts owed them, and the re- 
mainder will soon be paid to them. 
They are finding the store a profit- 
able outlet for current merchandise. 

“As compared with the settlement 
that was possible three years ago, the 
present status of the store is little 
short of marvelous. The fact of the 
matter, is, however, that the elements 
of success were all in the store and 
in the community it served, but proper 
use was not being made of them. This 
case is typical of numerous some- 
what similar survivals, in all of which 
creditors have recognized the need of 
protecting their merchendise outlets 
whenever possible.” 





Features of the Reptile Vogue. 

The vogue for reptile effects in trim- 
mings and accessories has made much 
headway during the Spring season and 
promises to be an important influence 
for the Fall. Garment manufacturers 


are using reptilian trim for coats and 
dresses, and increasing shipments of 
the snakeskins have been reaching 
this country.. Glove cuffs and um- 
brella handles are noted among the 
more recent style productions in which 
this design trend has been adopted. 
As one Fall item there will be water 
snake and plaid suede jackets; In 
foreign costume jewelry the reptile 
motif is also being employed, Real 
cobra insets and gold, silver and jewel 
combinations which simulate the rep- 
tile markings are featured as neck- 
laces and ankle bracelets. Jeweled 
snake girdles for slender waists are 
also included.

Why Style Tendencies From There 
Retain Their Interest. 
While much has been heard about 
regulating fashion from American 
sources, the visits of trade factors 
to Paris. continue undiminished, ac- 
cording to. Mrs. Chandler Hall, style 
director of the Belding Heminway 
Company. Designers; style directors 
and creators of American fashions are 
still gaining their inspiration from 
French sources, she pointed out yes- 
terday. 
“This season, particularly,’’ she con- 
tinued, ‘‘we are more dependent on 
Paris than ever, for the simple rea- 
son that the lines of our clothes have 
not been changed and the newness is 
derived in more subtle form than for- 
merly.

BREWER GUILTY OF BRIBERY. 


D. J. Shields of Johnstown, Pa., 
Convicted in Prohibition Case.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—A verdict 
of guilty in the case of Daniel J. 
Shields, a brewer and hotel owner of 
Johnstown, Pa., charged with bribery 
in connection with prohibition admin- 
istration, was returned by a jury in 
Federal Court here today. The jury 
deliberated twenty hours over a 112- 
page indictment containing sixteen 
counts. Shields was found guilty on

FINDS RARE TREES 
ON PORTO RICO TRIP 


Dr. Britton Tells of Mahogany 
Plant Bearing the Name of 
an Island Naturalist. 








ADDS TO REPORT ON SURVEY 





Director of Botanical Garden Says 
institute There Plans 
Establish an Arboretum. 


to 





Dr. N. L. Britton, director-in-chief of 
the New York Botanical Garden, who 
has just returned from a ten-week’s 
stay in Porto Rico, reported yester- 
day afternoon to the garden’s scientific 
director on the work of his trip, under- 
taken in continuation of the study of 
the botany and horticulture of Porto 
Rico. The study is part of the scien- 
tific survey of Porto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands being prosecuted by the 
New York Academy of Sciences, the 
results of which are now in course of 
publication. 

Search for fossil plants to increase 
the knowledge of the extinct vegeta- 
tion of Porto Rico, trips to various 
localities to study the rarer living 


trees, visits of inspection to the United 
States Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, the College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts at Mayaguez and the 
new School of Tropical Medicine at 
San Juan were described by Dr, 
Britton. 

“Interrelations of plants and animals 
have been given much attention by 
several investigaters during the prog- 
ress of the survey,’’ said Dr. Britton. 
‘In order to increase this knowledge 
and at the same time contribute to en- 
tomology, Charles W. Leng, Director 
of the Staten Island Institute of Arts 
and Sciences, joined us for about five 
weeks for further studies of beetles 
(Coleoptera). Mr. Leng detected a 
number of species hitherto unrecorded 
from, Porto Rico, some of them new to 
science and undescribed.” 

Reporting on the rare trees in Porto 
Rico, Dr. Britton said that some had 
been reduced to one single living speci- 
men, as the Pimient angola (Anamo- 
mis) of the Myrtle family, one of 
which exists at Sardinera on the 
northern coast of the island. 

In studying the tree planting in the 
plazas of various Porto Rican cities, 
Dr. Britton decided that probably the 
most noteworthy was a mahogany tree 
at Bayamon. It is protected by a low 
concrete wall, bearing a tablet with a 
legend in Spanish, which, translated, 
reads: “This mahogany tree was 
planted in 1905 in honor of the distin- 
guished Porto Rican naturalist, Augus- 
tine Stahl.’”’ It is now about thirty 
feet high. 

Two days were spent at the Poly- 
technic Institute of Porto Rico at San 
German, where the proposition to es- 
tablish a tropical arboretum on the 
institute grounds was discussed. Dr. 
Britton outlined a tentative scheme for 
grouping the trees to be planted, with 
reference to the kinds already there. 


TWO KILLED AS SEDAN 
HITS PARKED TRUCK 


Yale Senior and Girl Companion 
Victims of Early Morning 
Crash in New Haven. 








NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 9 (#).— 
A Yale senior and his woman com- 
panion were fatally injured and the 
two others in an automobile party re- 
ceived minor cuts and bruises early 
today when their car crashed into the 


rear of a parked truck on the Milford 
turnpike near the Half Way House. 

W. R. Flynn, 22, of New Haven, a 
Sheffield Scientific School senior, was 
hurled to the pavement, receiving in- 
juries that resulted in his death while 
he was being taken to the New Haven 
Hospital. Miss Margarite Brereton, 24, 
of 86 Atwater Street, New Haven, his 
companion on the back seat of the 
automobile, suffered a fractured skull. 
She died at the New Haven Hospital 
several hours after the accident. The 
driver, John Laden, 22, of New Haven, 
a graduate of Holy Cross last year, 
and his companion, Miss Marie V. 
Dunleavey, 20, a teacher, of New Ha- 
ven, received minor injuries. 

The party was on its way to Milford. 
The truck suddenly loomed up in front 
of the sedan. Laden was unable to 
pull out to avoid the crash, which up- 
set the sedan. The drivers of the 
truck were held for the coroner. The 
lights on it were burning, investigators 
arriving shortly after the accident 
found.

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HACKED OFF HIS LEG, 

BUT WINS ACQUITTAL 

Inventor, Victorious in Vienna 

Court, Now Will Press Claim 
to $200,000 Insurance.

Special Cable to Tas New York Tits, 
VIENNA, April 9.—The sum of $200,- 
000 is what the Anglo-Danubian Lloyd 
Insurance Company will have to pay 
for the loss of a leg by one of its 
clients if the Austrian Civil Courts 


take the same attitude in a contested 
case as a Criminal Court did today. 
In the Summer of 1925 an inventor, 
mil Marek, insured himself against 
total disability by accident in the sum 
of $400,000, with the understanding that 
the loss of either leg would be consid- 
ered as half disability. On the follow- 
ing day his left leg was chopped off 
with an o hand axe while 
Marek was in his garden workshop. 
The insurance company immediately 
requested and obtained an investiga- 
tion, with the result that Marek and 
his wife were arrested and charged 
with willful self-injury for the purpose 
of swindling the insurance company. 
The case occupied the Vienna Crim- 
inal Court for more than a week, dur- 
ing which time feeling ran high, al- 
most the entire city taking sides for 
or against the inventor. The trial 
produced sensation after sensation— 
the severed leg was brought into court, 
the court met once in Marek’s garden, 
where the accident was re-enacted, 
Frau Marek fainted a number of 
times as the Judge cross-examined 
her, as is customary in Austria; butch- 
ers and foresters were brought into 
court to give expert testimony regard- 
ing the possibility of an axe glancing 
with force enough to cut the leg 
through the bone. 

The first-aid physicians who treated 
the injured man testified that several 
other cuts on the leg indicated self- 
mutilation. The Chief Judge sought to 
have the verdict of guilty rendered, 
but. the three Associate Judges—a jury 
is not used in such cases in Austria— 
insisted upon acquittal. For minor 
false testimony in court Marek was 
sentenced to four months’ imprison- 
ment and his wife to three, but, since 
both already had been in jail that long, 
they were freed. 

As the verdict was given Frau 
Marek became almost hysterical. She 
shouted thanks to the Judge and cried 
out, ‘‘Justice has been given!’’ Then 
she rushed to her husband and kissed 
him fervently, while the court room 
resounded with the cheers of the 
spectators, the Judge pounding his 
gavel in vain for order. 

Although it is possible the civil court 
will take a different view of the mat- 
ter when called upon to award Marek 
$200,000, today’s verdict is taken as an 
indication in the inveritor’s favor. 


H. J. ALLEN DEFENDS 
FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Former Governor Scores “Silly” 
Fault-Finding With ifissionary 
Efforts in the Urient. 





Stopping at Colombo, Ceylon, re- 
cently on his cruise around the world 
with the Floating University, former 
Governor Henry J. Allen of Kansas, 
sent home for issuance through Asso- 
ciation Men, national organ of the 
Y. M. C. A. in the United States, a 
letter regarding the prevalent criti- 
cism of missionaries. He wrote espe- 
cially in answer to the broadside of 
criticism recently leveled at the mis- 
sion work in Asia. 

“The so-called world traveler,”’ he 
asserts, ‘“‘knows as little about Chris- 
tian missionaries as he does about 
most of the things he witnesses upon 
a hurried globe trot. He repeats tales 
he has heard from unsympathetic 
traders about missionaries he has not 
seen, whose work he has not studied, 
and the evaluation of whose services 
he has received from persons whose 
interest in it is as casual and unsym- 
pathetic as his own.”’ 

Governor Allen stresses the fact that 
he is not defending ‘‘some few fool- 
ish and unimportant missionaries who 
brought no higher preparation for 
their job than an emotional evangel- 
ism.””’ He pays special tribute to that 
form of missionary endeavor in Asia 
of which he found ‘“‘many worth-while 
monuments in the domain of education 
and physical well-being.’”” He points 
out that Christ ‘healed before He 
preached”’ and that ‘‘He satisfied the 
hunger of: the multitude before he 
sought to correct their ways.’’ 

Governor Allen says in conclusion 
that the most popular Americans he 
met in Japan were engaged in mis- 
sionary education work. He praises 
the results of mission work in Hawaii, 
Siam, Singapore and the Straits Set- 
tlements and adds a special word of 
commendation for Y. M. C. A. service 
and methods in India. 


MELLON STARTS FOR HOME. 


Secretary of Treasury Says He Ad- 
mires France’s Progress.

PARIS, April 9.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon sailed on the Aqui- 
tania today for New York, leaving be- 
hind only one short sentence of eight 
words for his week of inspection of 
conditions in France. 

Mr. Mellon, who, during a long visit 
to France last Summer had ample op- 
portunity to observe the country at 
the highest pitch of financial disarray, 
permitted friends today to quote his 
opinion on the evidence he had seen of 
the country’s progress in its financial 
rehabilitation. 

“TI admire it,”’ he said, 
surprised.” 

With the exception of this single 
phrase Mr. Mellon refused to make 
any comment of a political nature, 
insisting, despite the fact that he had 
met an ‘conversed at some length with 
many leading personalities of the 
French political and financial worlds, 
including Director General Moreau of 
the Bank of France, who called at his 
apartments, that his visit was entirely 
private, relating solely to the state of 
health of his daughter, Mrs. David 
Bruce, who left the American Hospital!

New Issue Is Authorized to 
Commemorate Victory Over 
- Burgoyne in 1777. 





STEINMETZ WINS A MEDAL 





With Philadelphia Man He Gains 
Award in Jamaica—Six-Day 
S:". Here Brings $58,000, 





Collectors of United States postage 
stamps will soon have the opportunity 
of specializing on commemorative is- 
sues depicting scenes from the Revolu- 
tion. A short time ago the events at 
Concord and Lexington were portrayed 
on stamps, and last year came the 
Philadelphia Sesquicentennial stamp 
with the Liberty Bell, followed by the 
White Plains Battle stamp. To these 
historical issues the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has authorized the addition of a 
Bennington memorial stamp which 
will be placed on sale in August to 
commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
the victory of the Green Mountain 
boys under command of General John 
Stark over two detachments of Bur- 
goyne’s army. 

The battle took place near the town 
of Bennington on Aug: 16, 1777, and 
its result materially weakened Bur- 
goyne’s army as the defeat. deprived 
the British forces of supplies sorely 
needed. The stamp be of tke 
2-cent value and while the design has 
not been announced it will depict the 
battle scene. Many other requests 
have been received at the Post Office 
Department for commemorative Revo- 
lutionary stamps in different parts of 
the country. 

News was recently received at the 
Collectors’ Club, 51 West Forty-eighth 
Street, that two of its members, Major 
Joseph A. Steinmetz and Eugene Klein 
of Philadelphia, won silver medals at 
the stamp exhibition held at Kingston, 
Jamaica, in February under the aus- 
pices of the Jamaica Philatelic Society. 
Major Steinmetz won his medal for his 
collection of bisected stamps from 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Jamaica and other 
West Indian islands. Mr. Klein’s 
award was for his early stamps used 
on, mail carried by steam navigation 
companies throughout the West Indies.

ROUND will be broken on 
Apri] 12 in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, for a statue of Henry 
Clay. This will probably “be 
one of the chief celebrations of the 
150th anniversary of his birth, So by 
a perverse turn of fate a man whose 
genius was conceded to le in his 
personal magnetism is commemorated 
in a land that never felt its touch- 
No notable biography of Henry 
Clay has been published in the United 
States for two Getades. Today even 
magazine references are far to seek. 
Yet in South America, whose fate he 
affected chiefly by a single speech in j 
the United States Senate, his mem- 
ory is still kept green. The southern 
republics have never forgotten that 
a century ago, when they were fight- 
ing for independence from Spain, he 
served as their spiritual Lafayette. 
Then that speech of his demanding | 
their recognition by our Government | 
was read by the order of General: 
Bolivar at the head of the South | 
American patriot armies. 


An Exchange of Courtesies 


In 1921, when Venezuela presented 
to New York City the Bolivar statue, 
now standing in Central Park, the 
Venezuela delegation journeyed to 


aquare in Caracas, Bolivar’s birth- 
place was named Piaza Henry Clay. 
So now our country reciprocates by 
giving Venezuela a statue of Clay— 
the first statue of an American citi- 
zen, it is said, ever officially pre- 
sented to a foreign country. 

Yet, after all, Henry Clay's right- 
ful niche in history is cut,into the

no other statesman‘s, his . career 
marks the political developments in 
this country in the first half of the 
nineteenth century.

Each Species Has Its Peculiar Ideas of the Best Site, Materials and 
Style of Architecture—Nests Are Often Skillfully Hidden.

“Quick, I have found a 
bird’s nest.” I saw for the 
first time in years the nest 
and the exgr of the veery 
thrush. 

This dainty thrush’s home

This is quite the usual 
way to discover nests of 
many of the woodland birds 
as well as those that build 
their houses on the ground 
in meadows. The only 
nests. of bobolinks and 
meadow larks I have ever 
found were disclosed in this way. 
One must almost walk upon the nest 
before the brooding bird flies up. 
When the parent bird rises with a 
whir of wings almost under one's 
feet, it is likely the nest is quite 
near, and a little patience will un- 
cover it. 

A few birds begin to nest in the 
New York vicinity early in March— 
owls and hawks—the great horned 


song sparrow, blucbird and most of 
th: blackbirds starting their house- 
holds. 

It i¢ doubtful if man, with ail his 
inventive genius, could construct a 
nest comprising the essentiais of 
durability, compactness and illusive- 
ness which the instinct of the bird 
directs. Our feathered songsters 
show remarkable discretion in se- 
lecting sites and rare resourcefulness 
in collecting material. 

Robins, those friendly, industrious, 
graceful birds which come nearer to 
our dooryards and therefore closer 
to our hearts than most of the others, 
build their homes In an amazing va- 
riety of places.. In April, May and 
June nearly half the shade trees con- 
ceal robin families, many of the or- 
ehard fruit trees are selected and 
often fence rails, window sills, eaves, 
porches and even the ground are 
found suitable for home sites. 

The robin’s nest is a stout affair 
constructed of twigs, roots and 
grasses which are always woven 
about a skeleton framework of mud 
or clay.

They Propose to Dig 


England, for Remains of Ancient Cult 


certain anticipated excavations 
" @re carried through in England, 
the world may presently become 


ibetter acquainted with that queer 


race of men, the druids, about 


Twhom so little is now positively 


known, yet around which such a 
Wealth of legend and fantasy has 
been woven. 

A band of archacologists, under 
the supervision of the Rev. G. H: 
Wilson of Bakewell, redoubtable stu- 
dent of Britain's antiquity, proposes 
to dig among the rocks of the Peak 
district ‘in ‘search of druidical re- 
mains. It is thought likely that the 


\} druids—priests of the aboriginal 


tribes inhabiting the British Isles 
prior to Roman  conquest—were 
driven into these remote parts of the- 
island by Caesar's invading armies, 
and that they dwelt, temporarily or 
for a long time, in refuge nooks that 
were all but inaccessible. 

Mr. Wilson, summing up sparse 
published accounts of this primitive 
folk, says that at first glance it is 
hard to understand why the Ro- 
mans, who in their colonizing gener- 
ally encouraged the continuation ot 
racial customs and racial -iaws, 
should have been so violently op- 
posed to the druids living in the 
British Isles and in Geul. Even 
native religions were often left un- 


‘| disturbed in lands conquered by the 


Roman sword. Why, then, must the 


| druids be exterminated? Was it be- 


cause they represented an inter- 
tribal force that sought to stir up a 
@ational spirit rebellious against the 
foreign yoke? It its suspected that 
the druidical priesthood, exercising 
an influence that extended beyond 
mere tribal barriers, may have been 
the one rallying point for all the 
Celtic peoples; and Rome could tol- 
erate no such Independence in a 
subjugated race. 


Aacient Masters of Mystery 
That the druids were priests and 


wise.” ‘There was an ancient Welsh 
form, but it no longer exists. Brit- 
ain seems to have been the head- 
quarters of druidism, although the 
cult was very strong across the 
Channel in Gaul, where annual as- 
semblies used to be held. 

Druids were looked upon as inter- 
mediaries between mankind and the 
gods. “The Gauls,” says Duruy, “at 
first worshiped the thunder, stars, 
the ocean, rivers, the wind—in a 
word, the forces of nature. Later 
the druids undoubtedly taught the 
people to worship moral and intelli- 
gent forces: Hesus, the god of war; 
Teutates, the god of commerce and 
inventor of the arts, and Ogmius, 
the god of poetry and eloquence.” 
It ts also said that the druid gods 
were direct, counterparts of the gods 
of ancient Greece; and although 
these priests are supposed to have 
held very elevated beliefs, including 
a doctrine of rewards and punish- 
ments in a future life, they were 
hemmed in, too, by the most fero- 
cious superstitions. Their altars 
were stained with the blood of hu- 
man sacrifice, and they did not hesi- 
tate to pronounce ostracism of the 
most drastic kind against any who 
disobeyed the laws of their strange 
cult, 

The druid enjoyed certain distinct 
adyantages. He did not have to go 
to war, nor was he called upon to 
pay any taxer. But possibly worse

CCORDING ts the fashion of 
mélodrama, the authors’ and the 
players do not bury their fable 

fn ‘subtlety but fairly scream’ it from 
the roof-tops in ‘the jargon of the 
streets. “The ‘dialogue ts written with 
the cynical, hard ‘ ‘tinish of tricky 
young business’ men’ eager to ‘get on 
in the world.” The incidénts are thor- 
oughly concrete. Into the donkey’s 
ears of a ‘néwspaper’ réportér the 
authors pour all ‘their preliminary ex- 
position and their disillusionment, 
lightened’ by’ the mordant ‘humor’ of a 
flippant World War veteran. Before 
the first act is over, they have planted 
sufficient’ high ‘explosive ‘under ‘the 
foundations of ‘their ‘melodrama’ to 
blow the audience into: eternity and 
wreck the Martin Beck Théeatre com- 
pletely:: Sinister .and cool in every- 
thing he does, Martin Heriderson has 
on the one Hand subsidized @ Mexican 
revolution, ‘and on’ the other sent a 
President’s son ‘to the; Eagie 
mining camp in the wild Hope that: his 
murder may ' galvanize: the’ United 
States into action. No wonder that 
Martin Henderson and’ his unscrupu- 
lous satellite scarcely’ dare look each 
other in the’ eye after:a morning of 
such deliberate’ villainy! 

When ‘the reported murder of the 
President’s son touches off all the dy- 
namite laid down in the first ‘act, 
“Spread Eagle’ becomes’ too graphic, 
too vivid,'for complete theatrical com- 
posure. Mobilization orders read be- 
fore the curtain by a theatre manager 
are so grim and terse that on the first 
night several members of the Reserve, 
taking them at face value, left their 
seats without. further:ceremony.

If this is 
not: the way nations are tricked into 
“warfare, no one ‘will: deny that it is 
a striking picture of the war spirit— 
malignant, monstrous and bitter; and 
only ten years after an epochal dec- 
‘laration of warfare, it ‘is too sore a 
point to ‘be ignored as pure theatrical 
fireworks. Perhaps the sponsors of 
“Spread Eagle” ‘think so too. At any 
rate, they quickly snatch their play 
out of the fire and ‘into the theatre.

its first appearance at the Ambas- 
sadors Theatre. 


This is not.the place in: which; “ re- 
view a book, and,»I.shall say. no more 
of Mr. .Palmer’s than. is necessary to 
the argument. I wish to pursue. His 
general purpose is to:give to'the Paris 
theatre a .praise which seems to.me 
extravagant, and, secondly,’ to,support 
his. claim that: France is |dramatically 
supreme,in Europe, with. appreciations 
—and admirable. appreciations.. they. 
are—of particular French ‘dramatists 
of the youhger school. ‘| Tite value 
that he percelves:in” éiriwork is. pri- 
marily that they: interpret with ex- 
ceptional brilliance - and" insight the 
mentality “of ‘the world. that has 
émerged from the” war... It. 1s, to ‘be 
brief,’ a’ world in° which ' men ‘have ‘lost, 
faith in what'they once’ ‘regarded’ as 
hopeful. realities, and’ are. seeking, 
each in his own way, an. escape from 
the shifting sands -of_ disillusionment 
and deceptive appearances. ‘in’ which 
they find themsélves.

Shaw’s characters, “do we feel that 
the. bustling and gregarious world in 
which they move is. in the least likely 
to fade and leave not a wrack behind.” 
The European attitude of mind since 
the war is different from this. Men 
are no. longer optimistic reformers nor 
has their faith in creative evolution 
been maintained. Their hopes and 
ideals are alike shattered. They are 
not looking forward with eager ex- 
pectation to the dawning of a new 
era. Instead, according to their in- 
dividual temperaments, they are seek- 
ing psychological ways of escape from 
the outward appearances of a world 
that is, for them, full of tricks and 
deceiving. 

This seems to me to be, in essence, 
80 profoundly true that it was a ‘shock 
to discover that “The Fanatics” of 
Miles Malleson’s play wére reformers 
of the old pattern. Perhaps the ex- 
planation ‘is that -the time of the 
Play’s action—and; it may be, of its 
composition—is “the early njpeteen- 
twenties.”’Perhaps in those days, five 
or six years ago, disillusionment had 
‘not yet’ struck to its full* depth in 
men’s hearts. However’ that may be, 
John Freeman of the» play,, although 
he- himself evidently thinks that;there 
ts novelty in his theories, is, in fact, 


against the older generation and. the 
older conventions; upon them_he lays 
the whole blame for the miseries of 
wa’ and the evils of civilization. John 
Freeman has every appearance of be- 
ing the author’s mouthpiece, Every- 
thing he thinks must, be overturned 
and changed, and it is youth that 
must overturn and change it. Many of 
the world’s misfortunes he attributes, 
with more violence, than cool reason, 
to the existing system of. marriage. 
and he is, therefore, an advocate of 
free or, at least, experimental love. 
He himself provides. an example. of 
the application of his theory...

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TRICKS IN LIGHTING 





This necessitates the brightening of a 
particular side of the room. There is 


HEN the curtain rises for the 
first time at the premiére 
of a’ Broadway production, 


there is, lterally, a great 
deal more more than meets the eyes 
of the audience. This is particularly 
true of the stage today, for this is 
the time of realism in the theatre. 
And it ts said to be more particularly 
true of the lighting effects than of any 
other of the stage’s mechanics. 
There: was a time when lighting was 
a comparatively simple procedure. 
Footlights were always white and 
used simply to make. the stage as 
bright as possible. When necessary to 
distinguish noon from midnight, side 
and overhead lights were employed to 
achieve the desired effect, with abso- 
lutely no thought as to the natural- 
ness of the scene in question. But 
with the advent of realism in ecting, 
costuming and settings, the problem 
of correct lighting became more diffi- 
oult.. To achieve this is a task that 
falis to the scenic designer, and in 
choosing his Hghts he has many fac- 
tors to consider. I¢ is the lighting that 
determines the atmospheric conditions 
of the set. There is obviously a 
vast. difference between the lights 
used to denote a warm, sultry, dull 
day, and those used for a cold, bleak, 
dujl day, Yet these lNgbta must not 
too strongly affect the characters 
playing on the stage. It is, the tech- 
nicjans say, surprisingly easy to de- 
feat an actor's efforts to present a 
role sympathetically by allowing him 


never any sunlight, bowever, so that 
the ‘room must not become too bright. 
Always the impression is one of bleak- 
ness and cold; even when the fire is 
stirred and the coals made to burn 
more intensely, the glow of the fire 
must never be sufficient to suffuse 
the entire room with a sensée of 
warmth and cheer. 


To acquire just the right lighting, 
various colors and bunches of lights 
are tried together. When the desired 
effect for any one scene is achieved, 
the electrician marks his switch so that 
he will know to what degree those 
particular combinations shall be em- 
ployed, He is given cues for light 
changes, just as actors are given cues 
for entrances, so that once the light- 
ing has been definitely set by the 
scene designer, it becomes a routine 
job, but nevertheless one that re- 
quires constant vigilance. Consider- 
ing the trickiness of turning off lights 
backstage at the precise moment 
when an actor puts his finger on the 
wall awitch on the stage, the number 
of slip-ups is small indeed. Actors 
eceasionally garble their lines, but 
there is no record of an electrician’ 
flooding a room with moonlight when 
the progrem reads: *‘Time: early next 
afternoon.” An actor may forget his 
cue until called by the stage manager, 
but there is, s0 reliable authorities 
aver, no instance of an electrician for- 
getting to flash on his Jighta after the 





‘THE STORY OF AL LEWIS - 





N the theatrical announcements of 
the past séveral years the name of 
Albert Lewis has been fairly fre- 
quent as the producer and associ- 

ate producer of many of the town’s 
attractions, 
more often than usual in connection 
{with the mystery play known as ‘‘The 
Spider,” which, as almost any one 
even casually devoted to these columns 
must know by now, is breaking rec 
ords at Chanin’s Forty-sixth Street 
Theatre, where, because of the larger 
capacity of that house, it has gome so 
far as to displace “Broadway” as the 
chief money-getter among the so-called 
“legitimate” entertainments, 

To Mr. Lewis, it is said, goes a de- 
cidedly generous portion, if not, the 
lion’s share, of the credit attached to 
making an emphatic success of a, play 
that was more than ordinarily de- 
spaired of during its try-out stages. 
Even the authorgs—Lowell Brentano 
and Fulton Oursler, just te give them 
complete identification—coneede that it 
is to Mr. Lewis that the major part 
of the honors should be allotted. 


That individual’s feelings in the case 
are reliably reported te be a mixture 
of the natural pride that results from 
success and an imherent reticence. 
While wishing te sound the Broadway 
tocsin and perform at least a minuet 
in Times Square, he is held back by 
the realization that the rewards. to 
which he has fallen heir are at best 
ephemeral, and by a knowledge of the 
truism that any great pretensions are 
quite likely to be brought to the level 
of the ridiculous by one or two flops. 


Not quite forty years age Albert 
Lewis, from the drab confines of the 
steerage compartment of an Atlantic 
liner, looked for the first time toward 
the City of New York. The Statue 
of Liberty with its shining light held 
no significance for the three-year-old 
youth who, wide-eyed, watched the 
older and more hardened folk about 
him clasp one another and dance 
gayly in honor of a new-found free- 
dom. The three years of hig life 
had been spent in Poland and were 
part of a past which he has since been 
permitted to forget. Before him, he 
had heard it said by the oldsters, 
loomed a large land where the streets 
were paved with golden cobbles and 
where honey flowed freely. 

Without the luxuries accruing to 
the wealthy immigrant, without the 
pleasure of a welcome by the Mayor 
and his committee, the boy’s family, 
by the devious and none too comforta- 
ble routes then in vogue, descended en 
masse upon the reigning habitat of 
the immigrants, the east side. There, 
in squalid surroundings over which 
dire poverty hung like a plague, Al- 
bert Lewis grew up. But for him the 
narrow streets led out to a beacon 
light, the Broadway of yesterday, 
where there was music and gayety. 


The boy seemed destined for the thea- 
tre. Whatever yearning he had for 
education was soon superseded by an 
almost unnatural love for the stage. 
His school days consisted of watchful 
waiting for dismissal time, the last 
bell coming as @ summons for him 
to be off and to the theatre—in this 
case a little east side playhouse, whose 
specialty was offering thrilling melo- 
dramas in which virtue was inevitably 
triumphant and vice was adequately 
punished. The boy knew these pro- 
ductions by heart—he knew the char- 
acters’ lines, their actions and extra- 
theatrical activities. But his time 
was not spent out in front, watching 
the show or selling candies and 
banners. Evening and matinee per- 
formances found him backstage, ming- 
ling with the stage hands, the cast 
and the omnipresent stage manager. 
He was sincerely thankful if, tired and 
happy, he could wateh the actors strut 
gayly upon the pinewood floor and 
with elaborate and none too subtle 
gestures wring flowing tears from an 
immensely pleased audience.

Through the open door at the hack 
a flight of stairs Is seen, and after a 
moment Pauline Lord descends, Nght- 
ing her way by a candle she carries. 
The instant Miss Lord comes into view 
of the audience’ the lighting must 
ehange, ‘to indicate the warmth such 
candie-lght would give to the charac- 
ter, as: well as the slight effect it 
would have on the semi-darkness of 
@aybreak. ‘Yet this change must not 
be apparent to the audience as caused 
by anything more than the actual light 
of the candie itself. To achieve this 
effect, Mr. Mielziner uses two dis- 
tinet sets ‘of lights, each set contain- 
ing several colors which are blended 
together to produce the correct quality. 
There are Nights which are thrown on 
the walls and the background to give 
the whole room its cold and dingy 
aspect, an@ there are foot and over- 
‘head’ ‘Dights which are shed on the 
actors’ and actresses, to give these 
people ‘the warmth of human beings. 
These latter lights are combined so 
as not to destrey the effects of make- 
up, which is a very Important consid- | 
o/ Im the course of this act first one 
windéw and then the other is opened.

Feeling unfit for the legitimate 
, he secured a singing and danc- 
ing partner and emerged as a vaude- 
villian. The names of Lew Hearn and 
Albert Lewis were submitted to every 
vaudeville booking agency as a team 
that could do everything from sing- 
ing, dancing and reciting ancient 
wheezes to playing « flute and trap 
drum simultaneously. Lewis and 
Hearn were offered bookings and, 
without further ado, grabbed the op- 
portunity. Their act, such as it was, 
went over with a moderate degree of 
success. In the little towns they even 
managed to succeed in making their 
customers laugh loudly and uproar- 
fously. A good salary, three square 
meals a day, and unlimited opportun- 
ity more than atoned for the negligible 
notice taken of them in the larger cen- 
tres, 

Continuing their vaudeville act and 
altering it as time and location de- 
manded, Hearn and Lewis grew from 
an unnoticed pair to one’ of the lead- 
ing teams of the more important cir- 
cuits. They began changing their turn, 
incorporating the bits that the vaude- 
villian recognizes as “sure fire.” They 
made twenty coast-to-coast trips; no 
circuit was unknown to them. In fact 
there was not a town boasting 2 
vaudeville theatre that hadn’t at one 
time or another housed the dancing, 
singing and wise-cracking team of 
Hearn and Lewis, 

s,¢ 

Then Albert Lewis found that this 
was not exactly the goal which he 
wanted to attain. At his instigation 
the team of Hearn and Lewis dis- 
banded and he now turned to the 
legitimate stage. Still a youth—he 
was then about 24—he accepted em- 
ployment with a stock company in 
New York. Cast originally for ju- 
venile réles, Mr. Lewis, by dint of a 
number of acceptable characteriza- 
tions, convinced the owner that he 
possessed more than a young face 
and youthful figure, That done, each 
succeeding week found him playing 
a part so totally different from the 
one of the preceding seven days that 
he often found himself pondering 
whether he should talk in a cracked, 
rural voice or whether he should twirl 
a sleeked mustachio and make vil- 
lainous eyes at the fafr country dam- 
sel, The weekly variations of réle 
and costume frequently found him 
confused and’ wondering if the end 
was worth the means. The restless 
spirit again ‘conquered and he wan- 
dered from the legitimate fold. 

He was then, theatrically speaking, 
“at liberty.” A return to the stage or 
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to vaudeville did not carry its former 
appeal. The rosy future lost its warm 
colors; days and weeks began to stalk 
past Mr. Lewis, traveling at that slow, 
discouraging pace. which supposedly 
drives one to despair or action. Then 
he met Max Gordon, a man of re- 
source and valuable theatrical connec- 
tions. Mr. Lewis knew the theatre 
from backstage. Mr. Gordon knew its 
finances, its bookings and its backers. 
They entered the vaudeville field, this 
time in its business end, as Lewis & 
Gordon, Inc. 

Lewis & Gordon began as the small- 
est of small-time booking agents. The 
firm alternately flourished and drooped. 
Its less fortunate periods found At- 
bert Lewis appearing as a ‘‘single 
act” in some off-the-main-road vaude-. 
ville house. For about four of every 
twelve months he was away from his 
office — wise-cracking, singing and 
dancing as in the days of Hearn and 
Lewis, Thus was the small firm ma- 
noeuvred away from the rocks of 
disaster. 


The difficulties that beset Lewis & 
Gordon, Inc., in its first two years 
departed much more suddenly than 
they had arrived. In six or seven 
years the firm had become among the 
largest producers of vaudeville acts— 
not ordinary bookers—doing business 
with the Keith and Orpheum Circuits. 
It recently dissolved and was sup- 
planted by Al Lewis, Inc., when Max 
Gordon resigned to become affiliated 
with the Orpheum Circutt. 


Encouraged by the fruits of suc- 
cess, Lewis & Gordon, Inc, evolved 
the plan of presenting a mumber of 
one-act plays fer the apprebation of 
the confirmed vaudeville patron. Mr. 
Lewis viewed and, if it pleased him, 
purchased an act, engaged a cast, di- 
rected and staged the piece and then 
booked it threugh his own offices. 
Samyel Shipman, John B, Hymer, 
Gilbert Emery, Harry Wagstaff Grib- 
ble d sundry other established 
playwrights were among those whose 
playlets he baught. 
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to be from vaudeville to the legiti- 
mate, again in the business and pro- 
ducing end. Seven years ago Aaron 
Hoffman showed Mr. Lewis a play 
called ‘“‘Welcome, Stranger.” Perceiv- 
ing in this the opportunity to effeet @ 
legitimate connection, he took: play- 
wright and manuscript over to the 
offices of Sam H. Harris, and the play 
was produced with more than a little 
success. Besides forming the associa- 
tion of Harris and Lewis, “Welcome 
Stranger” made the reputation of ‘at 
least one actor, George Sidney, and 
realized a small fortune for the pro- 
ducers, 
*,° 

Messrs. Harris and Lewis then pro- 
duced William Anthony MacGuire’s 
“Six Cylinder Love," “Secrets,” with 
Margaret. Lawrence, was one of their 
productions, as was Owen Davis's 
“Tcebound,” a play good enough to 
achieve the Pulitzer Prize, but not 
sufficiently “box-office” to have along 
run on Broadway. They also did the 
not entirely forgotten “Rain,” “The 
Nervous “Wreck,” “The Haunted 
House,” “Easy Come, Easy Go,” “The 
Donovan Affair” and “The Jazz 
Singer,” which returns in another 
week for an engagement at the-Cen- 
tury. Lewis and Gordon were also in- 
terested in several of the Music Box 
Revues, 

The most recent accomplishment of 
Mr. Lewis is the fashioning of what 
,seemed destined to be a futile play 
into one of the season’s successes, 
Anne Walter, an actress, told him 
abaut a mystery plece that the Messrs. 
Brentano and Oursler had written. The 
manager was interested; he read the 
play and three. days later a contract 
was signed, with Sam H. Harris as co- 
producer. 

Here again were days of travail. 
Confusing detaiis, trouble in casting, 
diséouraging rehearsals, tong confer- 
ences——-Mr. Lewis thought it would 
never end. But the possibilities were 
there. The opening in Albany was, 
aécording to Fulton Oursler, terribic.

are. ..The impulse for and.the, cen- 
tral idea of the play were taken from 
an incident which was told one of the 
authors. A Mexican revolutionary 
leader called upon @ )wealthy »man 
downtown, proposing, for @/ malt- 
million. dollats’ worth of ‘arms “and 
ammunition, to “make intervention 
possible.” 

Mr. Brooks, who, in the above para- 
graph, is the “one of the authors,” 
thought that there was excellent, ma- 
terial in this information for a play, 
a thought which since-seems to have 
been confirmed. He sought the col- 
laboration of Walter. B. Lister, who 
had served in the army ahd who was 
familiar with Mexico; and thus the 
play started. After these two had 
spent many nights writing im ‘the of- 
fices of the Shrine Magazine, which 
Mr. Brooks edited at the time, and at 
the home of Lister, the script was an 
accomplished fact. 

Prior to this effort Mr. Brooks, s0 
he has since confessed;--had but once 
geen the manuscript. of a play, al- 
though he had written ‘several -prize- 
winning one-act pieces and many 
stories. Aster had never .seen. any 
gort of play script, let alone- written 
ene. 

When their script. .was completed 
Mr. Brooks showed it to a friend, who 
felt that George Abbott would be an 
excellent Joe Cobb, the’ sardonic: sec- 
retary in. the play....She.took .it.to 
Mr. Abbott: A reading of “Spread 
Eagle,” or “Patriots, Inc.,” as it was 
then called, convifited him, that the 
play had enough promise to warrant 
bringing it to the attention of Jed 
Harris, and: the rest; as the saying 
goes, is almost history. 


It cannot. be said by those souls who 
- may bé offended by the satire of this 

drama that “if the playwrights don’t 
like this country they’d better, go back 
to where they were born,” for these 
United“ States seem to be it. George 
&: Brooks, born at Pearl Creek, N. Y., 
Feb. 7, 1895, 18 a descendant of a 
Brigadier General who fought in the 
Reyolutionary War.. Walter B, Lister 
was born in Cleveland, Ohio, ; Sept. 
29, 1899. 

Nor can. it be said that this sharp, 
fronic drama waS written by two 
pacifists who never clicked: their: heels 
at a ‘**’Tenshun!**:'or never heard a 
“Squads right!” Brooks enlisted in 
the Canadian Army in 1914, He, like 
his Joe Cobb, was caught by a band. 
Later he enlisted again in the United 
States Army and served on the West- 
ern front. At the age of 18 Lister 
joined up with the Field Artillery and 
served nineteen months. The caustic 
comments: in the play are hence the 
reflections of. two men who have expe- 
rienced and felt and have been touched 
by the thing they have written 
about. 

George 8. Brooks, one of Jed Har- 
ris’s white-haired boys—the name of 
the other will be supplied on request— 
will have another play of his writing 
produced by the man who owns 
“Broadway.” He has been an editor, 
author, ex-soldier, police reporter and, 
according to himself,. “a. farmer by 
inheritance.”

David Brooks, “the ‘great-great- 
grandsire, served in the Revolution in 
the. dual eapacity of Chaplain and 
Brigadier ‘General.:. At. the time. of the 
burning. of New Haven he borrowed 
&@ musket and helped to make corpses 
which he subsequently buried formally 
—perhaps the first successful blending 
of ‘avocation with vocation in New 
Engiand. - 

Without touching upon’ the various 
ancestors who intervened between Da- 
vid and George (they ‘were Benedict, 
Hugh and Benedict, in the order 
named), the scion of this Yankee lin- 
eage, inherited, a- taste. of war, rum, 
Presbyterianism and ‘other forms of 
dispute and contention,

Mr. Brooks's education was wedll- 
rounded by attendance, if not study, 
at Middlebury Academy, the Salt Lake 
Collegiate Institute, where he was able 
to Observe’ the influence of Brigham 
Young’ on American life and letters; 
Warsaw High School, the University 
of Rochester, where he was able to 
discover -the effect of theatre owner- 
ship. upon a Baptist College, and the 
University_of Poitiers, France. 

He did not graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Rochester because of his 
innbility to pass the freshman English 
course: The English professor who 
flunked. him Is. still teaching there, 
and Brooks has since become 'news- 
paper man, editor and playwright— 
positions calling for at least a slight 
knowledge of the English in which he 
was so’ deficient, 

He teft. college under a modest cloud 
in 1914 and enlisted in the Canadian 
Army, from which he was discharged 
because of his United States citizen- 
ship and a forged affidavit concerning 
it. He later enlisted in the United 
States Army and saved democracy by 
skinning mules on the Western front. 
While overseas with the 302d A.-T. 
he was detached to attend the Univer- 
sity of Poitiers, where he met Lister. 

. %_*- 

Brooks has been employed on eleven 
newspapers; at least that is the exact 
number from which he has been fired. 
While serving .on’ The Rochester 
Herald he founded a religion, “The 
Joy Christ®&ns,” which -entitled him 
to a wine withdrawal permit. The per- 
mit was.granted only after consider- 
able wrangling in court. The Magis- 
trate told Brooks that he could not 
establish’ a new sect at will. The 
author pointed to the Mormon Church 
and’ to. the Christian Science Church 
as examples of comparatively new 
sects and tearfully defined religion as 
the right to worship God according to 
the dictates of one’s own conscience. 
This argument left the Judge breath- 
less, and while he was summoning air 
the permit was granted. Brooks, who 
appointed. himself Bishop of his 
church, surrounded himself with his 
nine communicants every Sunday. To 
this day the playwright is referred to 
as “Bishop” by a number of people 
in Rochester.

Q., Bartlett.& Snow 
Co., machinery. manufacturers, of 
Cleveland,*:On;the maternal side his 
ancestors are al] from New England, 
ard oneé,: according to thick genealo- 
gies, even arrived on the Mayflower. 

Lister grew up ‘on a-100-acre farm 
near Twinsburg, Ohio,--which is said 
to be equipped with two general stores 
and‘some scenery. At various. times 
he was:put.to work on the farm, but 
the hired ‘man protested, the stock 
suffered, and he-was subsequently al- 
lowed to loaf. He founded a high 
school. paper. which was killed after 
one issue and was skipped two grades 
just because teachers were anxious to 
get rid 6f him and enjoy some ‘peace. 

At the age of 15 he entered Denison 
University, joined the Kappa’ Sigma 
fraternity. and, was lectured by the 
President. ‘As the result of a political 
“deal” he -was. elected editor of the 
college annual, but immediately after- 
ward, having just turned 18, he real- 
ized that he could join the army with- 
out his parents’ consent, and did so. 

He enlisted with the 135th Field Ar- 
tillery, Battery A. Thirty-seventh Di- 
vision, on the theory that riding would 
be better than walking, and didn’t 
realize what a mistake that was until 
he reached camp in Montgomery, Ala. 
He was in the army nineteen months, 
always a buck private, and received 
the testimonial from his top sergeant 
that so long as there was any other 
buck in the outfit he would never be 
promoted. He saw two months of ac- 
tion on the Metz front, mostly as a 
runner and in artillery observation 
posts,

After’ the armistice he was detached 
to attend the University of Poitiers 
for a three-month course of instruc+ 
tion in the customs and graces, if any, 
of the French people and was gradu- 
ated with a certificate of sound health. 
He also managed a university base- 
ball team on tour over most of 
France. During some of the tour the 
team actually played baseball. 

Returning to the United States, he 
managed to get a degree from Brown 
University, and decided to be a col- 
lege instructor of English. Toward 
this end he entered the Harvard Grad- 
uate School and stayed almost a year, 
when an overdose of philology and the 
classics brought on a severe headache. 

Four months later, happening to be 
broke in Batavia, N. ¥., at one and 
the same time, he told the proprietors 
of The Batavia Daily News that he 
was an excellent newspaper man. 
Soon he became star reporter of a 
staff of two.

Three months afterward he was a 
cub on the staff of The Cleveland 
Press, a- Scripps-Howard newspaper. 
A year later he was assistant city edf- 
tor and a few months after that he 
was. sent to Houston, Texas, to be 
managing editor of The Houston 
Press, another Scripps-Howard news- 
paper. He stayed there for almost 
two years and then came to New York 
as city editor of The Brooklyn Daily 
‘Times, * 

More or less, but Increasingly less, 
he has written short stories and ar- 
ticles for magazines. While in Texas 
he did an autobiography of James F. 
Ferguson, the Governor’s husband, 
and studied and wrote of the pirate, 
Jean Lafitte. 

And although he has been either 
the managing editor or city editor of 
® newspaper for something over four 
years, it is still his lot to have stray

THE DRAMA OF EXTEMPORANIA 





By THORNTON DELEHANTY, 


LONG about the sixteenth cen- 

- tury there grew up in Italy a 

new and astonishingly original 

forms of entertainment which 

was known, and still is known to 

devotees of theatrical history, by the 

rather formidable name of the com- 
media dell’ arte. 

The chief’ distinction of the com- 
media, or Comedy of Masks as it is 
also called, an example of which is 
now on view as part of the lyric bill 
at the Neighborhood Playhouse, lies 
in the fact that certain of its actors 
made up their lines'-as they played, 
ecstasizing the rabble with extempo- 
raneous jests and sallies and indulging 
in such grotesqueries that even to this 
day the remnant of their art is to be 
found in music halls and circuses and 
in the countless puppet shows where 
Harlequin and Columbine and Pierrot 
and Polichinelle enact their dramas. 

*,* 

It is improbable that any race but 
the Italians could have evolved so 
Spontaneous and untrammeled a form 
of entertainment, Certainly, the con- 
ditions which gaye rise to it were pe- 
culiar to Italy and to the period, for 
the commedia, with all its buffooneries 
and levity, was born of stress and 
misery, of hardships and incredible 
poverty. Italy of the sixteenth cen- 
tury had been torn and devastated 
by wars with the French, Germans 
and Spaniards. The peasantry and 
townsfolk were the chief sufferers, 
yet it was they for whom the com- 
media existed; they who sponsored it 
and nurtured it until it became the 
principal diversion of kings and 
prelates throughout the courts of Eu- 
rope,

Beolco was the first to give the com- 
media an honorable and separate posi- 
tion, and it was he who epitomized its 
spirit in the phrase, “Let us,- there- 
fore, since we cannot cry freely, 
laugh in our misery.” Laughter in 
misery: the jests, the satire; the 
ridiculous babel of dialects—these 
helped to keep alive the spirit of 
Italy at a time when the country itself 
was reduced to virtual dissolution. 
Vernon Lee traces the origin of the 
commedia back to the Atellan farces 
of the old Italic days, its roots being 
discernible in the earliest encroach- 
ment of the Greek civilization upon 
the Italian. The commedia is, she 
says, ‘“‘the elder comedy, forever 
thrust aside by the younger comedy, 
the unwritten forever banished by the 
written, driven out of sight by Aris- 
tophanes, by Plautus, by Terence, by 
the erudite comic writers of the Re- 
naissance; despised, reviled, ignored; 
forced to hide in fair booths and vil- 
lage taverns, till at last, after two 
thousand years of ignominious lurking, 


it issues forth strong, brilliant and} 


victorious, with the great invasion of 
the dialect literature of the lower 
classes, of the peasants and lazzaroni 
and vagabonds who saved the Italian 
nationality in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries.’’

Although as early as 1540 the come- 
dies were written, gradually the masks 
assumed greater importance, and: im- 
provisation became more the rule. The 
written parts reduced it to a mere 
skeleton plan of the action,. divided 
into scenes, and hung up in the green- 
room where the actors could glance at 
it before going on the stage, 

By the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury the masks had become traditional. 
As soon as Pantalone, or Arlecchino, 
or the Zanni stepped onto the scene, 
the audience knew exactly what type 
of person was to be represented and 
pretty well how each would figure in 
the plot. Pantalone was always an 
old man, & pompous, gullible dupe 
who was sure to be the victim of all 
sorts of pranks and intrigues. He 
wore the obsolete costume of the Vene- 
tian merchant; scarlet stockings, black 
robe and long-tailed hood. The two 
characteristic types of servants invari- 
ably appeared in the commedia and 
were known as the Zanni.. Brighella, 
dressed in the loose, striped shirt and 
linen cap of the artisan, was the sly, 
hypocritical servant, and Arlecchino, 
in tight-fitting hose and jerkin of mot- 
ley stripes and patches, the glutton. 
Doctor Graziano was the burlesque of 
@ typical man of learning. He spoke 
the Bolognese dialect, a kind of mac- 
caronic Latin; and was dressed as a 
jurist, with a huge wine stain on one 
cheek. These four, Pantalone, Bri- 
ghella, Arlecchino and the Doctor, 
were ‘known ag the Four Masks of 
Italian comedy... They were the most 
populapand thé most. typical eliarac- 
ers ofthe earlier commedia. —

OMBRE~ though’ its story is, 

“Tillers of the Soil,” a French 

production, is scenically a film 
' of intense beauty. One can al- 
maost fancy colors as the fields and 
theadows are projected upon the 
gcréen, and 'Abel Gance, who super- 
vised this photodrama, makes his 
close-ups of the players so: that they 
too seem to fit this sad’ song of the 
soil. The tempo‘of the acting is excel- 
lent, and it also suits the entrancing 
backgrounds, whether they be an area 
of furrowed land,’ a meadow on a 
Spring morning,’ an enchanting old 
bridge or a charming little farmhouse. 
And perhaps with this tovely,series of 
landscapes it may strike one as a 
pity that the story is not less morose. 

Sympathy is with the brother who 
abandons the farm for ‘art, and 
strangely enough the man who clings 
to the soil is the menace of the pic- 
ture. They both love the same girl, 
or rather the artist loves her and the 
farmer is infatuated with her. She 
is Arlette, who came to the farm sev- 
enteen years before as a. foundling. 
Her love.is for the brother who would 
be an artist, but the stern old grand- 
father insists that Jean, the more 
powerful of the two brothers, is en- 
titled to make Arlette his wife. 
Jacques is a thinker, a.dreamer, but 
nevertheless, as he had loved Arlette 
from the time they were both small, 
he is unwilling to give her up, espe- 
cially as his kindly grandmother, be- 
fore her death, had expected him to 
marry Arlette. 

Although some of the pivotal points 
of the narrative are set forth without 
much originality, one is nevertheless 
moved by the separation of the man 
and the woman who are in love. Force 
and the desire for an artist’s career 
cause Jacques finally to abandon hope 
of wedding the girl. Arlette then be- 
comes the wife of Jean, the man who 
fe true to the soil. 

Jacques leaves his native village and 
goes to Paris. When he does make a 
sculptured masterpiece the subject is 
Arlette, just as he remembered seeing 
her one May morning, with a water- 
jug held on her shoulder. The man- 
ner in which the news of this work 
of art comes to Arlette is brought 
about with “marked gaucherie, for 
there is an automobile accident and a 
periodical” with an illustration of 
Jacques’s clever piece of work. 

Arlette treasures this publication and 
hides it ‘in a drawer.’ She is seen by 
a half-wit farmhand,“who decides that 
it might ‘stir up ‘trouble if he saw to 
it that Jean knew of the publication.

These included 
twenty Sunday afternoon concerts in 
Mecca Auditorium, twelve Thursday 
afternoons and twelve Friday ‘eye- 
nings in Carnegie Hall, six in Brook- 
lyn, “five concerts for ohildren and 
gix concerts for young people. 

The conductors numbered three—Mr, 
Damrosch, Otto Klemperer, now of 
the Berlin Opéra) and Fritz Busch of 
the Dresdgn Opera House, Mr, Dam- 
rosch, opened the season Oct, 29 and 
led the orchestra for, forty -concerts.

ANTHEIL AND HIS ‘NOISE’ 





EORGE ANTHEIL, a name more 
familiar to traveled Americans 
in Paris than in his own ‘coun- 

try, is announced this evening at 
Carnegie Hall in his “first appearance 
in America,”: He gives a concert of 
his own works, with many assistants 
both human and “mechanical,” ar- 
ranged for: him. here by: Donald S. 
Friede, the friend who brought the 
“sensational’’ young American com- 
poser back to his native Jand after:an 
absence of six years abroad. 

Antheil’s so-called Jazz Symphony, 
in one movement ‘lasting about fifteen 
minutes, and scored for three saxo- 
phones, one oboe, three trumpets, 
three trombones, one tuba, two ban- 
jos, three pianos, four violins, two 
violas, one ‘cello and one contrabass, 
will be played by W. C, Handy’s Qr- 
chestra of negro musicians. As the 
orchestra’s regular leader has been in- 
disposed, Allie Ross, a negro conductor 
who organized the first: symphony or- 
chestra in Harlem, and who, during 
Handy’s indisposition, has been direct- 
ing the rehearsals of the Jazz Sym- 
phony, will conduct the work tonight. 
Mr, Antheil will be at one of the 
pianos.

MUSIC IN JAVA, 

The Oriental tours of Occidental 
artists call attention te the concert 
possibilities of the Far East. -At pres- 
ent hostilities in China place, obsta- 
cles in the way of the intending tray- 
éler. Pamphlets from Java reveal 
that there has been a steady growth 
in the size of audiences in Dutch Hast 
India. Batavia, the political capital of 
Jaya, formed an artistic circle as far 
hack as 1904; Serabya, the richest 
city in the island, organized a circle 
in 1911, with a membership of thirty- 
one.. This had. grown: to 1,000 in 1926. 
The map shows more than thirty 
towns in Java that possess similar or- 
ganizations.

HE Salon des Humorists tends 
once again to tell the ancient 
joke.

One can guess beforehand the ob- 
vious manner in which the Salon ifs 
brought up to 1927, But even in time- 
liness it is inclined to be somewhat 
stale, Skirts have been short and 
stockings silk for more than one year, 
and although the Charleston may be 
the last step in the ballroom, it-has 
been the last step for some time. The 
buriesqued “Olympia” here {s ‘more 
recent than that in the Harvard Har- 
poon, but to do the Humorists justice 
the Harpoon did not play ona very 
funny juxtaposition of black and 
white, with the ald of Florence Mills.

There are but few habitués of the 
opera whose memories are sufficiently 
long to recall the origin of this club. 
There had for years existed in Lon- 
don ‘what was known as The Corridor 
Club, & small organization that had 
a:box at Covent Garden, while in 
Paris the Jockey Club kept a box at 
the opera that at the most did not 
hold more than six. At this time, 
with the assured prospect of a new 
opera house, special interest is at- 
tached to the history of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Club—the successor of the 
first supper Club ever “established in 
this city, The Vaudeville Club. Both of 
these clubs were made possible through 
what managers call “an act of God,” 
which in this case was the fire that 
destroyed the stage and interior of 
the Metropolitan Opera House in Au- 
gust, 1892. 

Thé Club’s Origin. 

Most of those who orgamfiized the 
Vaudeville Club have passed on. One 
night in the Spring’ of 1892 Preble 
Tucker, then a young lawyer with an 
assured position in society, on his 
way home from a theatre not far 
from Madison Square, encountered 
Oliver Sumner Teall. Teall, consid- 
ered one of thé handsomest men in 
New York, was such an impetuous 
person that he was- good naturedly 
dubbed ‘‘All-of-a-Sudden Téall.’"’ Like 
many others of that time, they made 
their way to Dorlan’s in East Twenty- 
third Street on the south side of Mad- 
ison Square, a resort of pleasant mem- 
ory, renowned for the excéllence of 
its oysters.

ANKING, the Chinese city on 
which the eyes of the world are 
focussed, was the capital of the 

Mings, who founded their dynasty 
there in 1417. Originally, the town 
‘was much larger than it is at pres- 
ent, for now after you pass through 
its ancient gate there are miles of 
farmland and many grass-grown paved 
streets that must be traversed before 
the city proper is reached. A wall 
thirty ‘feet high surrounds Nanking. 

This city has been a storm centre at 
various times in the long course of 
Chinese history. As early as 300 B. C. 
rival political factions began to fight 
about the place. When the northern 
Kings desired a little surefire excite- 
ment they would march with an army 
upon Nanking. About yyedT#'ago 
the Taiping ~via t descended 
on the city and destroyed most of it. 
Here it was that the republic was de- 
clared a few years ago, with Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen as first President of China. 

Ruins flourish, as It were, in its en- 
virons. About the time the World 
War broke out there was a separate 
town within the walls known as the 
Manchu City.‘ It.was’the joy’ and 
pride of its lords. ‘But when the revo- 
lutionists .of the .republican form . of 
government got through with the 
place it was literally ,.. pulverized. 
Though at war with the Manchus, the 
were not 
fighting the Mings, and so they left 
standing the relics of that dynasty in 
the midst of their destruction. 

Among these remains is the tomb of 
the first‘Ming Emperor.” Leading up 
to ‘this tomb was a grand avenue of 
stone animals — camels, elephants, 
horses and lions—carved on a heroic 
scale. Gigantic stone men attend these 
creatures. The avenue itself has dis- 
appeared, * but -thtese’! effigies “remain, 
appearing to be the guardians of tilled 
fields where wheat;and other-grains 
grow. 

Racket and Turmoil. 


Chinese cities are usually character- 
ized by narrow, crooked streets, with 
one-story houses that are eaveless, in 
which the) people ‘spend as little time 
as possible. The sidewalks are 
crowded, .not-.only with. pedestrians 
and chair coolies carrying those for- 
tunate enough to be able to afford 
such transportation, but also workers 
who choose to toil at their tasks in the 
public thoroughfares. Shoemakers 
mend their shoes and women sew in 
the méléé, - Noise and “confusion are 
rampant. But there is nothing on 
earth that the Chinese love more than 
racket and turmoil.

NOW ENJOYS A 


SMALL REVIVAL 





In the Suburbs and on the College Campus the 
“Wheel” Is Seen Again 


HE cycling '90s, 
never return. The automobile 
has changed all that; But the 

turn of the half. century of cycling 
in America’ finds the ’‘Self-propelled 

“wheel” gaining in popularity. 

America may never again expéct.to 
see a flock of jaunty bicyclists throng- 
ing her thoroughfares from curb to 
curb, as they do at rush hours in cer- 
tain European cities. But almost every 
youngster must now go on wheels. 
The perambulator leads to the kiddie- 
car, the kiddie-car to the scooter, the 
scooter to the tricycle and the aly 
to the bicycle. 

Grown folks, too, ‘have lately been 
known to take | ‘up cycling again. The

Cycling} in: ‘Wimérica; jes 2 popular 
recreation and sport began fifty years 
ago. The-first American-—bicycle, .the 
precursor of today’s ‘“‘safety wheel,” 
was the “ordinary,” with its high front 
wheel, its tiny rear wheel and its rider 
sitting up in the air. The ancestry of 
this vehicle went back to: the early part 
of the century, when Baron von Drais, 
chief forester to the Grand Duke. of 
Baden, devised a Mmacliine to, assist him 
in his duties. It had tandem wheels of 
equal size; ia: saddle-and a ‘bar for guid- 
ing, but, having no pecals, it had to 
be propelled by contact. of:-the feet 


In 1818, two years. after the “Drais- 
ine’s” advent, -Johnson’s “pedestrian 
curricule” appeared. Later on other 
inventors attempted to improve on the 
original idea. But the vehicle did not 
take. People called it a “hobby horse,” 
a “dandy horse” and a “boneshaker’; 
they laughed at it and refused to ride. 

_ But when James Starley of Coventry, 
' Englané, in 1873, brought out the im- 
mediate forerunner of the modern bi- 
cycle the vogue was launched. In 
1877 the fashion came to America and 
in ten years the bicycle had leaped 
inte such favor that it was almost-unt+ 
versally used. Starley was called the 
“second father of the bicycle.” Drais 
was credited with the conception in the 
first place, and in the '90s -bicyclists 
all over the world erected 2 monument 
to his memory at Karlsruhe, Germany. 

By 1899 2 million bicycles a year 
were being sold in this country, but at

general ‘transportation. Still,“one re- 
members the .skepticism that first 
greeted that lumbering behemoth with 
the fron carapacé=the tank of the: 
World War—and recalls that that 
monster was able to crush its way into 
acceptance, 

The practicability of the desert lives 
is, of course, as yet purely theoretical. 
German engineers have calculated 
possibilities and succeeded in arousing 
the interest of industrial circles. A 
company. for the exploitation of the 
-‘invention.has been formed. Compari- 
sons have been made the service ren- 
“ dered by a whole: fleet of motor lor- 
ries—say.forty, each carrying five tons

Daily Halts Unnecessary. 

The comperison is in each instance 
to the-disadvantage of the motor-lorry 
“—@ medys “of desert . transportation 
that has been tried by the French in 
thé Sahara with a flotilla of six tank- 
Citroen cars, and by the British in 
Egypt. ‘The desert has thus far al- 
lowed machines. to emerge with only 
a partialvictory, for tires, engines 
and every other part of the automo- 
bile are subjected to great strains.

As- 
suming that a distance of only 500 
kilometers is to be covered, from some 
prominent point of departure to an- 
other,;,or to some populated oasis ‘in 
the desert, a desert-ship sixty yards in 
length, equipped with wheels fifteen 
yards in diameter, would be juired. 
The greater the proportions, says the 
inventor, the greater the returns—as 
is true also of the Zeppelins. A desert 
ship of this size would carry a cargo 
of 200 tons. 

A freight desert-liner weighing 350 
tons would cost about $130,000, or 
about $30,000 more than forty motor- 
lorries. But this extra cost would be 
an initial cost only. ‘The running ex- 
penses of the forty lorries, on a course 
without tank stations, would be ¢on- 
siderably higher that that of the ship. 
Each lorry would.require at least two 
chauffeurs, which means a staff of 
eighty men, while'a crew of twenty is 
sufficient to run and man the ship. 
This is quite apart from the hardships 
to which the drivers of lorries are sub- 
jected, as against the comfort of the 
men aboard the big vessel with its 
cooling “plants, baths, ventilators and 
sleeping quarters.

Elements of Doubt. * 


The startling military successes of 
the, Natiogalist, forces, achieved by, a 
combination, of the.. radical and the 
moderate groups, did not appear to 
the Communist leaders as an unmiti- 
gated good. , These successes were so 
many steps on the road of freeing 
China from foreign control ‘and of thus 
hiyrting the “‘imperialist” ‘powers, but

And, 
like the;Texan Americans who rebelled 
against Mexico in the days of Sam 
Houston, these present-day American 
rebels have their eyes fixed hopefully 
on the Government of the United 
States. 

The twenty American “rebel” com- 
panies, which include some of the 
largest petroleum concerns in the 
world, in conjunction with two other 
foreign companies, have refused to 
comply with the new Mexican petro- 
leum régulations, based on Mexico’s 
now famous Constitution of 1917. This 
Constitution declares that all subsoil 
rights on’ Iands'‘‘in Mexico are the 
property of the Mexican nation and 
demands that titles ‘of ownership of 
such lands acquired before 1917 shall 
be ‘exchanged | for fifty-year conces- 
sions. 

This the above-mentioned petroleum 
companies’ deem ‘to be confiscation 
pure and simple. The companies argue 
that’ Mexico cannot enact’ retroactive 
legislation invalidating’ property titles 
unless she gives due compensation. 


Time Limit.Has Expired. 


When the present Mexican Govern- 
ment, headed by President Plutarco 
Elias Calles, decided upon drastic ‘en- 
forcement of the 1917 Constitution it 
granted a time limit within which all 
foreign ‘countries owning oil lands in 
Mexico acquired before 1917 could 
apply for the exchange of these titles 
for the new fifty-year concessions. 
This time limit expired on Dec. 31, 
1926, at midnight. 

When Jan. 1, 1927, dawned the 
aforementioned twenty American con- 
cerns and their two comrades in re- 
bellion had outlawed themselves by 
flatly refusing to obey the new law. 
According to the new petroleum regu- 
lations, they cannot now apply for the 
concessions even if they, change their 
minds and climb down from their de- 
fiant perch—in ,other words, accord- 
ing. to the strict letter of the. law, 
they have. forfeited. their. immensely 
valuable. properties. Already. many 
Mexicans, eager to. get these. prop- 
erties, have applied for them and.are 
impatiently. waiting to. be, put.in pos- 
session by the Mexican Government. 

And. yet—although. three months 
have, elapsed since. the, expiration of 
the. time. limit—the Americans.. and 
their fellow-insurgents still..hold. Fort 
Petroleum...They still stand to their 
guns. Despite, the Constitution. of 
1917, the. Mexicans have. not. yet laid 
hands on any part of the vast tract 
of oil land held by the rebels. 

“And they won’t!” snarl the ofl men 
of Tampico—as ‘tougha fot of-hard-

The Mexican Government and those 
siding with it in the oil controversy 
seek to show that the acreage held by 
the “rebel” companies is only a’ sriall 
proportion of the total area of Mexi- 
can oil lands, and that the oil pro- 
duced therefrom is less than the prod- 
uct from the lands of concerns that 
have complied with the new petroleum 
regulations. According to statistics 
which they advance, the total acreage 
of petroleum lands under exploitation 
in Mexico is, In round figures, 28,- 
500,000 acres, and the area for which 
concessions had been asked. under the 
new. regulations 26,800,000...acres— 
which leaves a paltry -1,700,000.acres 
as the holdings of the “rebel” compa- 
nies. Furthermore, according :to these 
statistics, the total amount of oil pro- 
duced” by “the twenty~—“‘rebel’’ -com- 
panies: aggregated. only. 41 .per cent. 
of the.total Mexican, output—or only

But the astronomer demands more 
than enough sunheat and enough sun- 
light before he-is willing to concede 
even a problematical habitability to a 
distant world. There must be a day 
and a night, neither too long nor too 
short. This*means that the period of 
a planet's rotation around its axis is a 
limiting factor: in the creation of life. 
Here we stumbie on one enigma of 
Venus, an enigma that has given rise 
to a long controversy. 

Because of her. dense atmosphere, no 
one knows in what period Venus spins 
on her axis: Her entrancing silver 
veil must somehow be torn aside. If 
surface markings can: be detected on 
photographic plates, and if these 
markings are found to recur again and 
again at 4efinite times as Venus ro- 
tates, the question of her day and 
night will be settled. For settied it 
must be-ift:we are to arrive at any 
contlusion as te habitability.

These are his largest quantity ac- 
counts, but the printing’ offices and 
book binderies ‘are his best quality ac- 
counts. ‘They sell him the trimmings 
from sheets of paper that are known 
as white shavings and bring as high 
as $2.50 & hutidired pounds, The waste 
from apartments is‘the lowest tn qual- 
ity and brings sometimes only 10 or 15 
cents a hundred pounds. Magazines 
sometimes sell as high as $2.50 a hun- 
dred pounds. : 

All waste paper is taken to his store- 
house on the East River, where it is 
sorted. The storerooms are divided 
into sections. Clean unfolded news- 
papers are put into.one bin, folded and 
dirty newspapers into another, a clas- 
sification known as ledger and writing 
papers into another. There are several 
other classifications before the last is 
reached, which is known as miscel- 
laneous. From this part bottles, car- 
bon paper, rags, sticks, &c,, are sorted 
out.

words, that she ‘always presents the 
same fate to the sun, just as the moon 
turns always the same face to us. If 
Schiaparelli and Lowell prove to be 
right, Venus must be regarded as a 
cinder in which the spark of life can 
never flare up. ‘The side turned to- 
ward the sun must be scorched, and 
the dark side must be near absolute 
zero, the temperature of interplanetary 
space. 

If the Earth spins on its axis once in 
twenty-four ho.rs, it is to attain just 
the average temperature required to 
sustain life, - Perhaps it is more sig- 
nificant than we are at present aware 


‘that the habitable Earth and probably 


habitable Mars have both nearly the 
same length of day. 

It ig the consersus of opinion that 
Schiaparelli and Lowell were probably 
‘wrong in their conclusions. Thus far 
the spectroscope tells us little more 
about the rotation period of Venus 
than does the telescope, It seems cer- 
tain that a day on Venus must be 
the equal of several Earth days. Re- 
cent studies of Dr. Pettit and Dr. 
Nicholson have proved that the dark 
side of the planet is equable from 
edge to edge and has a’ temperature 
about equal to that of the Marth meas- 
ured from another planet. 

“This being the true state of affairs,” 
in the opinion of Dr. C.-G. Abbott of 
the Smithsonian Institution, “the con- 
ditions seem likely to be nearly as fa- 
vorable for life there as on the earth.” 
He deduces from the observations of 
Pettit and Nicholson’ considered ‘with 
the spectroscopic indications that the 
rotation period lies probably between 
five and ten days, and with this de- 
duction most astronomers will prob- 
ably agree. 

Venus, then, rotates in less than one 
of her own years—an important fact if 
she is to be the abode of life. But the 
riddle of rotation is not yet solved. 
Not until surface markings.are pho- 
tographed will the silvery sphinx of 
the solar system impart some of her 
secrets. 

Where are the poles? ‘What is the 
direction. of rotation? From west to 
east or from east to west? What is 
the exact length of a day on Venus? 
These questions. may be answered by 
the studies that. Professor Ross has 
undertaken. The answers have a bear- 
ing on. habitability, 

Still other factors must be consid- 
ered. in our search for water and with 
it for life on a neighboring world. The 
orbit of a planet is always an ellipse, 
but an ellipse nearly circular in the 
case of Venus. Suppose that the Earth, 
Mars or Venus traveled around the 
Sun in very elongated paths. During 





some seasons of the year they would 
be subjected to blistering heat, during 
others to glacial cold. Liquid water 
would be possible only for a short pe- 
riod—too short for the development of 
protoplasm. 

Suppose that the mass of the Barth 
‘Were as small as that of the Moon or 
one of the hundreds of asteroids that 
have been discovered. An atmosphere 
could not be held to the surface. The 
attraction of gravitation would be too 
feeble. Gases would simply slip off 
into space. Water could never form. 

Venus is massive enough to grip an 
atmosphere. Indeed, all that astrono- 
mers haye seen of her is her atmos- 
phere. But what is the composition of 
that atmosphere? No one knows defi- 
nitely. Careful spectroscopic study 
reveals neither water vapor nor oxy- 
gen on Venus. But the higher re- 
fiecting power seems to indicate 
clouds, probably water clouds. 

We see how restricted are the physi- 
cal and chemical conditions in which 
liquid water is possible. Life as we 
know it is the product of a unique, 
possibly unstable, combination of 
chemical and physical factors; of a 
whole set of circumstances so extraor- 
dinary even in the Earth’s history that 
it seems unlikely they are exactly du- 
plicated anywhere else. Living forms 
and intelligent creatures on other 
worlds thers may be, but mot like 
those of Earth, 


A Camera to Penetrate Mists. 


Now that we know the obstacles that 
Professor Ross must face, how can he 
hope to distover more about Venus 
than his predecessors have discovered? 
He will give the caméra a kind of eye 
to see through the secretive atmos- 
phere of Venus. The planet is to be 
photographed by light of different col- 
ors. Look at the landscape around 
you through a pane of red glass. Its 
whole aspect is changed. Some fa- 
miliar features are more sharply de- 
fined, others more dimly than when 
they are viewed by direct sunlight. 
The glass has gifted out all rays but 
red and thus changed the whole ap- 
pearance of trees, water and sky. 

In the World War it was discovered 
that if a plate is bathed with any one 
of half a dozen aniline dyes it becomes 
exceedingly sensitive to infra-red rays. 
In the laboratories of the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington a method 
was developed to exploit the discov- 
ery. A plate dyed to increase its infra- 
red sensitivity reveals objects that are

The method has opened up an 
entirely new field of astronomical 
study and has revived interest in the 
planets. It may enable astronomers 
to see through the misty wrappings of 
Venus, 

Photograph a landscape on the 
Earth with infra-red rays only and it 
appears uncanny. The sky is jet black; 
foliage is snow-white. The atmosphere 
cannot readily scatter these infra-red 
rays, which accounts for the weird ef- 
fects obtained. Green leaves -refiect 
the rays. powerfully... If..we.could see 
an infra-red landscape, trees ‘would 
appear @ beautiful scarlet against an 
intensely black sky; 

We have, therefore, two strong rea- 
sons for relying on infra-red photog- 
raphy to wring from Venus her secret. 
The first is that the atmosphere will 
not obscure the infra-red rays that 
come up through the surface below, 
and the’ second is that vegetation is 
particularly conspicuous in an infra- 
red photograph. Where there is vege- 
tation there may be higher life and in- 
telligence. 

Mars offers an entirely different 
problem. Rotation, surface-markings, 
atmosphere, all are revealed. Prob- 
ably no plafiet of the solar system 
has been more exhaustively studied. 
The late Professor Percival Lowell 
devoted his life to the interpretation 
of Mars and even built an obser- 
vatory at Piagstaff, Ariz., in the clear- 
est atmosphere on earth, to facilitate 
his observations. Some famous as- 
tronomers, including Campbell, Jeans, 
Eddington, Russel, Abbott and Pick- 
ering, frankly admit the possibility of 
life on Mars, So-the ruddy globe of 
Mars, with @ diameter of only 4,230 
miles, arouses @ sense of cosmic com- 
panionship, ¢ven in the breast of an 
astronomer, —— 

It has been definitely proved that 
Mars has @ life-sustaining atmosphere 
composed of gases similar to those in 
which we are enveloped, but an at- 
mosphere so thin that we of this world

Water Badly Distributed. 


Mars has glistening polar caps, just 
like the earth. Thet the caps are 
snow and not solidified carbon dioxide 
or some other chemical compound is 
now....generally..conceded. We see 
the poles blanched during the bitter 
Martian Winter—158 days long in the 
Northtrn Hemisphere—and the white 
Geposit.creep down until it reaches far 
into the temperate zone. Spring and 
Summer come. The white areas dwin- 
die—shrink back to the poles and dis- 
appear. Pickering detected a dark gir- 
die which surrounds the melting Mar- 
tian polar caps—evidence of liquid 
water gathered in marshes. Here: we 
have open polar seas, lasting only dur- 
ing the melting period. 

Water is badly distributed on Mars. 
Only in the frigid zones is it found in 
appreciable quantities. That is’ exactly. 
what should occur on a planet older 
than the earth by many million years. 
As a world ages its water supply d- 
minishes.:'.Qceans, lakes, rivers. dry 
up. Lowell estimated that the Harth 
has 189,000 times’ more water than 
Mars. Pickering has calculated that 
if twenty feet of snow falls over a 
Martian polar area, an ocean 2,000 
miles in diameter and only two feet 
deep would be formed in four of our 
months during the process of melting 
—just about the amount of water con- 
tained in one of our great lakes. Mars 
is shriveling like a withered orange; is 
drying up and dying of old ege. If,it 
hes inhabitants they must be desper- 
ate trying to save themselves from 
extinction.

He Mars’s Artificial Canals, 


Lowell succeeded in plotting several 
hundred of the canals. He was struck 
with thelr artificiality and with their 
evident relation to the pdlar snows 
and the ‘surface features. Mars 
changes ‘in ‘hue from ochrous red to 
bluish green and back again as Spring, 
Summer, Atitumn and ‘Winter come 
and go, The red expanses are prob- 
ably deserts, and the Dbive-green re- 
gions are fertile, verdant with vegeta.

there: are five sectors: The Delaware 
Rives, the watersheds east of the Hud- 
son, Long Island wells, metering and 
an increase in rates. 

Two Ways to Stop Waste. 

Not all of these involve forays into 
alien country. Two of them ‘are in 
the home territory, and of these one, 
widely’ considered at once the most 
intelligent and the most hopeless, 
would, it is held, do away with the 
necessity for operations on the -re- 
maining fronts for a period of from 
five to ten years. This is the project 
of metering. The installation. of 
meters; throughout the city, accord- 
ing to engineers, would save the tax- 
payers of the city millions of dollars: 
by making it unnecessary to go ahead 
with other plans for an increased sup- 
ply of water for some time, since the 
enormous wastage of water occurring 
at the present time would be almost 
eliminated. 

Allied to this there is the proposal 
of raising the rates. There has been 
no change in the charge for water in 
the city since 1857. For fifty years 
the rate has remained the same, while 
virtually every other form of. public 
utility charge has advanced. It is be- 
lieved that by raising the rates. the 
present wastage would be greatly re- 
duced; and the additional revente. 
could be applied to the present water 
debts and to new developments, 

Both these. projects, however, are 
faced with more difficulties than any 
of the others that require far greater 
expenditures. On .many occasions 
they have been brought up and de- 
feated. There have: been numerous 
campaigns for the purpose of show- 
ing that they are the best and most 
reasonable methods of water conser- 
vation—benefiting the public at all 
points—but without avail. Politics is 
brought to bear here with particular 
emphasis; the belief that metering or 
higher charges would greatly increase 
the actual cost of water used, is, ac- 
cording to those familiar with the sit- 
uation, almost impossible to dispel. 

In the three other fields of action 
looking to a solution of the present 
and future water problem for the city, 
extensive operations to add new 
sources of supply are contemplated. 
These,| or similar projects, will. of 
courséi|have to be carried out sooner 
or later, whether the rates are raised 
and meters are installed or not, for 
New York will continue to need more 
and more water for a long time to 
come. ‘That is the one absolute cer- 
tainty always. 

‘New sources of Supply. 

The three new construction plans 
under consideration are: 

The project for a new supply 

e from the watersheds east of the 
Hudson, taking about ten years’ time 
to build, at an estimated cost of $400,- 
000,000, and calculated eventually to 
bring about 500,000,000 gallons a day 
to the city. 

2 The project for a new supply 

e from the Delaware, under the 
provisions of the tri-State compact 
with Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
still pending before the Legislatures of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, which 
would:cost about $350,000,000 more to 
build, ‘would probably bring in more 
water than the Hudson plan. 

The project for a new supply 
3. from Long Island weils, which 
would, it is believed, be available with- 
in two ‘years, would cost about $20,- 
000,000, and would supply about 100,- 
000,000; gallons a day. 

The Hudson supply is 133 miles 
away}; the Delaware forty-five miles; 
the Long Island supply .almost:at the 
city’s: door. These distances have, 
naturally, an important bearing on the 
comparative cost of construction; but 
what officials are most interested in 
doing is at least to obtain the rights to 
these sources, so that they will be 
aval e when needed. Therefore all 
tnree projects are being pushed as far 
as possible at the present time, 

Before proceeding to a more detailed 
consideration of the various projects, 
it is mppessary to examine the present 
watez fesources of the city.

Weather Fair, Sea Calm. 

Fair weather had accompenied the 
Titanic during the first days of her 
voyage. She made good speed. for a 
vessel on her maiden voyage. And 
it was fair weather on that night 
when she received her death blow. 

“The sea was calm—calm as water 
in a tumbler,’’ testified a survivor at 
the investigation inte the causes of 
the disaster. 

During days preceding, the Titanic 
had sought to show the world what 
she could do in the matter of speed. 
Bulletins had appeared in the salon. 
The first day’s run was 484 miles; 
the second day showed 519 miles; the 
third day’s record was 549. Sunday 
the ship was in the ice fields off the 
coast of Newfoundland. The air 
freshened and passengers put on their 
heavy coats. There was talk of ice- 
bergs; several were sighted in the 
starlit distance.

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N February, 1814, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, author of the Declaration of 
Independence, third President of 
the United States and father of the 

University of Virginia, whose birthday 
anniversary occurs next Wednesday, 
entertained a well-born and observant 
young traveler of 24, who was in the 
habit of recording ~ ‘s impressions in a 
journal. 

For fifty years that journal, a very 
small red morocco-covered book, lay in 
a forgotten trunk full of papers. When 
it was dicovered by Henry S. Rowe of 
Boston, the journal narrowly missed 
being burned with those papers, and a 
little while afterward it again escaped 
the flames, when the great Boston fire 
of 1872 destroyed the building in which 
it was kept. Finally, a part of the 
journal was published privately in an 
edition limited to 149 copies, and it is 
one of these copies that has recently 
become available for z,eneral publica- 
tion through the courtesy of Robert E. 
Livingston of New York. 

Because he was soung when he went 
to Monticello, and m--e concerned with 
externals, perhaps, than with the deep- 
er significance of things, the author of 
this little book, Francis Calley Gray, 
does not seem to have caught the mel- 
ancholy overtones of poverty in that 
spacious scene, though he recorded the 
visible signs of it. But in his keen 
objective studies he limned a dramatic 
portrait of Jefferson at home, a dozen 
years before his death, that is still 
fresh and vivid more than a century 
later. 

“He is quite tall,” wrote Mr. Gray, 
“six feet one or two inches, face 
streaked and speckled wi. red, light 
gray eyes, white hair, dressed in shoes 
of very thin, soft leather with pointed 
toes and heels ascending in a peak be- 
hind, with very short quarters, gray 
worsted stockings, corduroy small 
clothes, blue waistcoat and coat of 
stiff, thick cloth made of the wool of 
his own merinos and badly manufac- 
tured, the buttons of his coat and small 
clothes of horn, and an under waist- 
coat flannel bound with red velvet. His 
figure bony, long and with broad 
shoulders—a true Virginian. He begged 
he might put un our carriage, send for 
our baggage and keep us with him for 
some time. We assented and he: left 
the ropm: to give the necessary direc- 
tions, ‘sending, as we requested, the: 
carriage back to Claricttesville,’’ 


Poverty of Jefferson. 


As soon as Jefferson had walked out 
cf the room, young Gray proceeded 
mentally to catalogue everything that 
was in it with the same dispassionate 
thoroughness that he observed toward 
all things within range of his glance 
on his travels. And the eyes that had 
noticed every detail of his host’s dress, 
even to the quality of the cloth of his 


coat, did not fail to find other token#] 
of reduced circumstances—though it}. 


was not until afterward that he wag 
told of the financial hardships Jeffer- 
son was undergoing in those yeafs. 


Nothing in the stately hospitality of 
Jefferson’s manner betrayed any indi 
cation of distress. The great figures 
of his day had always been among his 
innumerable guests, and they would 
continue to be entertained at Monti- 
cello as befitted their sanK-and the 
roof that sheltered them. The.chairs 
in which they sat might’ be shabby, 
but the cups from which they-drank 
were of silver, marked’”’G. “W. to 
0." 

“On looking around the room in 
which we sat the first thing whi 4 
attracted our attention was the state 
of the chairs,’’ says Gray. “They had 
leather bottoms stuffed with hair, but 
the bottoms were completely worn 
through and the hair was sticking out 
in all directions. * * * There were 
many miserable prints and some fine 
pictures hung around the room, 
among them two plans for the comple- 
tion of the Capitol at Washington, one 
of them very elegant.” 


Gray’s companion was George Tick- 
nor of Boston, the historian, a lifelong 
friend. They had a letter of introduc- 
tion to Mr. Jefferson from John 
Quincy Adams, whose unpald secre- 
tary, Gray, had been in Russia a year 
or two before. Gray had started out 
in the middle of December, traveling 
in a leisurely manner, partly from 
preference, perhaps, but chiefly be- 
cause of the wretched condition of the 
roads and stages, which he vividly 
chronicles. After stopping in Philadel- 
phia and New York, he turned south, 
rejoining Ticknor at Georgetown and 
traveling with him thence to Port 
Tobacco, Charleston, 


Hardships of Travel. 


This was the state of travel at that 
time along the road where luxurious 
trains now run. 


“Rain and warm weather had soft- 
ened the rich soil of Maryland to the 
consistency of hasty pudding and filled 
all the gullies and hollows with water. 
This had been covered with ice by a 
night of cold and over this had fallen 
six or eight inches of snow. * * * The 
ice generally supported the horses, but 
not the carriage, and occasionally the 
leg of a horse would break through it. 
* * * We were obliged to quit the high 
road frequently on account of the im- 
passable depth of snow which filled it, 


and to ride through the neighboring’ 


‘cornfields, and if we could have passed 
through cornfields all the way we 
should have been fortunate, for these 
were by far the best roads we found, 
but we were sometimes forced to go 
through swamps, up and down preci- 
pices and over runs, now swollen al- 
most to rivers, for the happy land of 
bridges was behind us, Several times 
we left the stage to lighten it in its 
passage or to put our shoulders to the

CIRCUS FANS’ ORGANIZATION 
CELEBRATES FIRST .BIRTHDAY 





youngsters who carried water 
for the elephants and helped the 
boss canvasman drive stakes have 
organized at last. To bé sure, they 
are young no longer. Many of them 
have grown up to be captains of in- 
dustry, Governors, Mayors, Members 
of Congress, but at heart. they’ still 
get a kick out of the big white tent, 
the calliope, the pink lemonade and 
popcorn. 

Hence the Circus Fans’ Association, 
which is celebrating its first birthday 
this Spring. Organized a year ago 
in Washington, D. C., by a small 
group of circus enthusiasts, it now 
has a membership of 400 scattered 
from London to Los Angeles. 

On its roster are names that appear 
weekly in the nation’s news—Governor 
Smith, Mayor Schwab of Buffalo, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Senator Moses of 
New Hampshire, Senator Green of Ver- 
mont, Senator Watson of Indiana, 
Lieutenant Governor Sterling of IIli- 
nois and Courtney Riley Cooper, writ- 
er and former circus trooper. 

The second annual convention will 
be held April 20-23 at West Baden, 
Ind. The date and the place have 
been selected to goincide with the 
opening of the John Robinson Circus, 
so that the fans may mix business 
with the smell of the sawdust ring 
and the roar of the lions. 

When the circus opens at Madison 
Square Garden, the New York mem- 
bers will give a dinner for the circus 
folk, probably in one of the rings af- 
ter a performance. 

The fans’ official motto is “We pay 
as we go,” and they are emphatic in 
assurances that the association has not 
been formed to elicit passes. It is 
entirely non-professional, so much so, 
in fact, that no one who has been con- 
nected 'wifh” the -ctrous ° ‘within ‘five 
years of application for membership 
can join.. Most of the members are 
business men. 

The President,, Marshall Li, King of 
Washington, D. C., is President of a 
large wholesale grocery company, and 
the Secretary-Treasurer, Karl Kae 
Knecht, is a.cartoonist on ‘the Evans- 
ville Courier-Journal in’ Indiana. 

The objects of the organization are 
set forth im the Constitution as fol- 
lows: “This organfzation was founded 
for the. general advancement and the 
promotion ‘of good: will between the 
public and the managements of all cir- 
cuses in the way of helping to reduce 
license, : fees, exorbitant. charges for 
water; providing suitable lots at rea- 
sonable rental; amd.also to oppose un- 


al. ”

ing under difficulties. You know, 
years ago it was the big event of the 
year. People came from miles around 
in buggies and wagons to attend, for 
amusements of any sort were few and 
far between. There wers no moving 
picture shows. Once in a while there 
was a traveling stock company. The 
circus was something you looked for- 
ward to during the first six months 
of the year, and back on during the 
remaining six. 


“Nowadays things are changed. 
People have automobiles. They can 
go further for their amusements and 
go oftener. The moving picture 
houses offer cheap and frequent en- 
tertainment. The result is that the 
circus is no longer the supreme event 
of the year, at least not to the grown 
folks. For children, there never is 
or will be anything like the thrill 
that precedes the. afrfval in town of 
the tent and the animals and the per- 
farmers. 


‘Furthermore, the moving picture 
interests in many of the small towns 
have resented the yearly encroach- 
ment of a rival attraction and have 
done what they could to discourage 
the circus’g annual visit. This has re- 
sulted im many instances of rather 
drasti¢ local legislation against it. 

“In many places the license fees 
have been made almost prohibitive. 
In some cases it is as high as $500 
and for the smaller cireus this ts a 
stiff fee. Or perhaps the only spot 
available for the.tent will be, at.such 
a distance from town that it will af- 
fect. the attendance to a very notice- 
able degree. Sometimes the town 
councils, prejudiced against the cirgus, 
follow it up with all sorts of suits for 
damage to the streets. In general 
they ‘miake the Jot of the circus pretty 
hard. 

“Now, we fellows who grew up to 
love the circus decided that something 
ought to be done about it. Nearly all 
of us in our youth lived in little towns 
and regarded it. as the greatest thing 
that ever happened. We played hookey 
from school to attend. If we didn’t 
have the money we managed to help 
out around the lot for the. price of 
admission. Or we distributed hand- 
bills or carried posters. .Sometimes 
we managed to crawl] under the tent. 
It was the grandest and most glorious 
event of our young lives. Naturally 
we want the circus and all that. it 
means. to youngsters to last forever. 
We feel that it is a distinct American 
institution that should: be preserved. 

“So that’s) why..we have organized’ 
the Circus Fans’ Association, Our ob- 
ject is to have members in every sec- 
tion of the country. Then when any 
town or State attempts to put through

Pr time of disaster, such as the Wall

pe Lake Denmark Naval Arsenal last 
Summer, the army has always been 
among the ‘tn the work of rescue; 
on hand to guard lives and property. 
After the San Francisco disaster in 
1906, the army took charge of the sit- 
uation. During’ the desperate need oc- 
casioned by the breaking of the sea 
wall at Galveston, the army was also 
called to render assistance. 

In pioneer. days it was the War De- 
* partment that handled the administra- 
tion of Indian affairs. First to aid 
settlers in combating hostile Indians, 
officers of the army saw the necessity 
of dealing with them and guiding their 
future and their relationship with the 
white man in a systematic and’ “{ntellf- 
gent manner. This led ultimately to 
the organization of the Department of 
the Interior. 

As settlers moved West over the 
Prairies and through the forests, they 
traveled over routes surveyed by army 
engineers and: protected by army posts. 
They settled on locations surveyed by 
the army and their titles were estab- 
lished and valid only because of these 
surveys. The Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition that opened up the Northwest 
for settlement was conducted by the 
army. The first railroad in this coun- 
try was built by the army. .The army 
projected the first . transcontinental 
lines. When the Russian Government 
decided to build a railroad from St. 
Petersburg to Moscow, a United States 
Engineer Corps“officer, Lieutenant G. 
W. Whistler, was selected to supervise 
the work. 


The Army’s Work ie Alaska. 


Gold was discovered in Alaska, and 
it was the army that opened the har- 
bors theré ‘and built the roads and 
trails leading to the new fields. To- 
day the United States Signal Corps 
maintains a system of wire and radio 
communication in Alaska that in many 
cases provides the only means of com- 
munication for months of the year 
with the outéide world. 

Army enginéers have charge of all 
the navigable waters in the United 
States and are responsible for dredging 
the channels of New York and other 
harbors. The Panama Canal was con- 
structed under the direction of a Colo- 
nel of the United States Army, and a 
member of the Medical Corps rid the 
Isthmus of the deadly yellow fever 
mosquito, thus making it possible for 
white men to live and work there.

The many discoveries of the Medical 
Corps are available ‘to the entire med- 
ical profession. Upon: the eceupation 
of Porto Rico by American forces in 
1898 it was discovered that many of 
the natives were suffering from a dis- 
ease known as tropical anemia. Be- 
fore 1809 a Lieutenant..of the Medical 
Corps found that the prevalence of this 
disease was due to hookworm. His 
research led to. the study by’ other 
members.of the medical profession of 
similar. .conditions..in the Southern 
States. Approximately one-third of 
the population of Porto Rico received 
treatment, and the results of the find- 
ings in the Caribbean provided the 
basis of the campaigns carried out 
later in the United States.

The ordnance depots at Sparta, Wis., 
and.the.Tullytown Arsenal have been 
equipped to convert high explosives of 
various. kinds. into forms suitable for 
innumerable doméstic “tisés> In “1926 
the War Department photographed for 
the Geologic Survey over 45,000 square 
miles of territory. Such a task, before 
aviation . skill was developed, would 
have required years for its completion 
anc. would have cost millions of dol- 
lars. 

In -refertilization of soils exhausted 
through improper rotation of-crops, the 
army is rendering invaluable ‘service. 
Following the war a large portion of 
the army’s supply, of nitrate was 
turned over to the Department of 
Agriculture forthis work, and. the és- 
tablishment in this country of a plenti- 
ful nitrate supply is a problem that 
has been i-ckled by army men. 

In the Philippines, where tribes oneeé 
fought continuously, the army has 
built roads, railroads, schools and 
churches. Building up public utilities, 
eradicating diseases, educating chil- 
dren,. creating institutions of self- 
government—these are among the 
army’s activities.” ...”

FTER a lapse ‘of twenty-three 

anda quarter centuries, in the 
City°of Athens; the trial of Soc- 
rates for impiety’ and innova- 
tiom ‘was..reopened the other’ day at 
the instance of Attorney Paradopulos. 
In filing @ suit concerned’ with this 
great founder of philosophical inquiry, 
“the honor of Greece,” the attorney 
told the assembled Greek Supreme 
Court of 1927, ‘‘demands that Soc- 

rates’s ce be re-established.’’ 
A little thrill of surprised apprecia” 
tion went ‘round the world as cables 
related this news. It was like opening 
‘a window for a moment to the winds 
of eternity in the midst of a modern 
world’s preoccupation with 
affairs, serious or trivial— 
and excursions of the cont ony 
scene. An ancient name had been in- 
voked, and we paused an instant to 
see again, as if he were wplive and 


might be met with in thé\market- |) 


place, “the wisest, justest, 1 
men,” who, when a cup of 
was held to his lips, did not shrink 
from death as decreed by the State; 
who died as he had lived, a lover of 
truth and justice, a searcher of hearts. 
It was perhaps the happiest tribute 
that could be paid: This modern court 
in Athens, refusing to reverse the de- 
cision of those Judges in the year 399 
B. C., rejected the plea of Attorney 
Paradopulos on the ground that legal 
action was no longer needed, world 
opinion having completely vindicated 
Socrates. Court procedure would 
therefore be empty and superfluous. 
But the case served a good end as 
well in recalling to mind a life of sin- 
gular nobility. Charged with impiety 
and with corrupting the youth by 
means of his unorthodox doctrines, 
the sage of Athens on a memorable 
Spring afternoon bowed, uncomplain- 
ing, to a decision that was “‘legal,’’ 
however unjust; for he had perfect 
faith in posterity and knew that in 
death there was nothing to fear. 


Appearance and Repute. 


It may be as well, in passing, to 
note that a considerable modern 
school of criticism has arisen to assert 
that the Socrates we are accustomed 
to accept, largely upon the authority 
of Plato and Xenophon, is a myth; 
that he was imaginatively constructed 
at a period subsequent to his death 
as a philosophical figure, and that it 
is likely the real, the historical Soc- 
rates was but a minor sophist of the 
time—albeit ‘‘a remarkable figure, ar- 
resting and disturbing, whose idio- 
syncrasies were quite perceptible to 
the crowd,” to quéte* Havelock Bilis: 
The same, substantially, has been said 
of Jesus. For the purpose at hand it. 
is not necessary to take up these 
threads of doubt. Our most sugges- 
tive sources remain, after all, not the 
dramatists but the philosopher-artists 
who were so profoundly affected by 
this man, whoever and. whatever he 
may have peen, that they have made 
him live through the ages with singu- 
lar force and beauty. 

Socrates, once pronouncéd by? the 
Oracle of Delphi the wisest man on 
earth, did not have what is techni- 
cally called a philosophical systen{; 
like Buddha and Jesus, he left.nothing 
in writing; he did not even profess 
to be a teacher. But he wert about 
asking questions, luring out truth 
through a process of dialectic; the

He' was indicted before an ordinary 
Athenian criminal tribunal. Utterly 
unlike any modern court of justice, 
this probably consisted of 501 dicasts, 
‘or jurymen. It seems to have been the 
custom for the dicasts to take an ac- 
tive part in the proceedings, express- 

ing approval or the reverse as the 
trial took its course. There was no 
‘presiding “judge: 

Meletus’s name was affixed to heal 
charge. He was backed by Lycon and 
Anytus—the latter appearing to be the 
true instigator. Anytus, Socrates’s 
bittersehémy, "was a leathér merchant 
and ‘politician, @& man very zealous in 
supporting what he held to be the 
principles of true democracy, but 
which: we today should perhaps be 
tempted to call the principles of some- 
thing else. K 

The legal proceedings féll into three 
divisions: First™the accusers made 
their speeches. These were followed by 
the reply of the accused, impregnated 
with the “customary irony.” He an- 
swered all the charges and pleaded not 
guilty; cross-examined with his bril- 
Mant dialectie»those who sought his 
life; covering them»with confusion; 

and then, addressifig the court, said 
simply: 

“Men of Athens, I honor and love 
you; but I shall obey God rather than 
you, and while. I have life and 
strength I shall néyer cease from the 
practice and teaching of philoséphy, 
exhorting any one whom I meet with 
after my manner. * * * Whateveér.you 
do, know that I shall never’ alter: my

In the “Phaedo” the closing mo- 
ments of Socrates’s life are described 
as full of noble pathos. 


‘Phe! Execution by Poison. 


The jailer came in, carrying a cup 
of poison. And Socrates said to him: 
“You, my. good friend, who are ex- 
perienced fiithese matters, shall give 
me directions how I am to proceed.” 

And the jailer answered: ‘You have 
only to walk,about.until your legs are 
heavy, and then to lie down, and the 
poison will act.” 


He handed Socrates the hemlock, 
and Socrates, “who in the easiest and 
gentlest manner, without the least 
fear er change of color.or feature, 
looking at*the man with all his eyes, 
as was his wont, took the cup.” 

Phaedo, describing the scene long 
afterward, relates:: 

“Holding the cup to his lips, quite 
readily and. cheerfully he drank off the 
poisén, And.hitherto most of us had 
beett.able to control our sorrow; but 
now whenwe saw him drinking and 
saw, too, »that he had finished the 
draught, we could no longer forbear, 
and in spite of myself my own tears 
were. flowing fast, so ‘that I covered 
my face and wept,” . 

But Socrates urged: them™.not to 
grieve. “And he walked about ‘until, 
as he said, his-legs began to fail, and 
then he lay on his back, according to 
the directions, and the man who 
gave him the poison now and then 
looked at his feet and legs; and after

His eyes were set, 
and Crito closed his, eyes and mouth.”

The Geneva School divides its ac- 
tivities into two fields, the Summer 
classes and the extension work during 
the Winter. During the Summer the 
school has been attended by from 400 
to 600 students each year. These 
students come from all over the globe 
and in a Summer as many as forty- 
four different countries may be repre- 
sented. 

Student discussion is encouraged. 
Every evening is given over to the 
consideration of some phase of inter- 
national relations and the major part 
of the talking is done by the students. 
Each presents his nationalistic outlook 
on world problems. Argument. grows 
keen. Perhaps one never can convince 
the other fellow, but each has had 
the opportunity of hearing conflicting 
views and ‘of learning that the’ settle- 
ment of a problem is as essential to a 
foreigner as to himself, largely unHke 
though those ways may be.

Thousands. of Americans remember 
the gallant Archie Butt,. who. was 
President Taft’s aide and intimate 
friend, the officer who. went down with 
the Titanic, Then came Admiral Gray- 
son,. who zealously guarded the physi- 
cal well-being of Woodrow, Wilson, to 
whom he was physician and close 
friend, After Grayson, for the brief 
period of President Harding’s Presi- 
dency, came Colonel .C, O. Sherrill,.

Colonel Winship had not.been pub- 
licly suggested as successor:to Cheney. 
No one expected that an officer with 
so important a. position in the War 
Department organization che is execu-| 
tive officer of ‘the Judge Advocate 
General's, Department) would be se- 
lected. Comment is unanimous that 
the President could not have picked 
an officer better equipped by military 
as well as social training for the White 
House post, ‘in which high ability,

‘Winship comes from an old Georgia 
family that has branches,in New Eng- 
land, New. York,..Pennsylvania and 
other States. His ancestry goes back 
to Lionel Winship who was, the rec- 
ords show, a landed proprietor in 
Northumberland County, England, 
nearly three hundred years ago. His 
grandmother, a daughter of Major 
Philip Cook, who fought the Indians 
when the United States was just be- 
ginning, was the first white child born 
in Macon, Ga., the little city in the 
peach belt, which preserves some of 
the finest examples of Colonial archi- 
tecture, 


His First Citation. 


When the Maine went down in 1898 
‘olonel Winship, then a young lawyer 
n Macon, was one of the first 
reorgians to be commissioned a junior 
fficer after the declaration of war 
vith Spain. He served in Cuba under 
Wood, in the Philippines under Mc- 
Arthur, and received a permanent 
commission in the army. From that 
day his service has been one of @is- 
tinction wherever the American army 
has operated, 

In 1906 Colonel Winship was -as- 
signed as. one of the assistants to 
General Enoch H. Crowder in revising 
and codifying the laws of Cuba—a job 
of such proportions that three years 
passed before it was finished. In 1914 
came the incident of Vera Cruz and 
the dispatch of Funston to direct the 
military occupation of the Mexican 
port, Winship was transferred to 
Funston’s staff and Funston picked 
him as the officer to take charge of 
the civil administration of the city.

Mexico to Washington, and in 1917 
/he ‘was ordered overseas, accompany- 
ling General Pershing. On Pershing’s 
staff Winship was a Judge Advocate; 
but he asked for ahd was granted 
first-line duty. 


Before the armistice was signed he 
served with the famous First Division 
of regulars, the equally famous Rain- 
bow Division and with the Twenty- 
eighth Division of ‘National, Guard 
troops. It was on July 28, 1918, that 
he won his first citation as a troop 
commander. There was a surprise at- 
tack and ‘Winship, says the citation 
signed by Pershing, twice negotiated 
a shell-swept road between regimental 
and brigade headquarters, ending the 
day with regimental post duty, “in the 
open under heavy shell, machine gun 

and airplane attack.’’ 

Again, on Nov, 9, 1918, two days 
before .the armistice, Winship, then 
commanding the 110th Infantry, was 
cited for extraordinary heroism in ac- 
tion near La Chaussée. 


Feariess Action. 


“While ‘commanding ‘his. regiment,” 
General: Pershing reported, :“and ob- 
serving from his outpost:line the 
progress of a daylight raid:.on the 
enemy by a detachment:of his officers 
jand: men, he discovered :the enemy 
enveloping the right flank of the raid- 


ganizing a small party ‘from the few 
available men, he, regardless of his 
own: safety, personally Jed them for- 
ward under heavy rifle, machine-gun 
and shell fire, and covered the exposed 
flank, advancing over a deep tank ob- 
struction and through enemy wire to 
their second line, destroying several 
machine guns and killing many of the 
enemy. His, prompt and fearless action 
enabled the main raiding party to ac- 
complish its mission, and his personal 
conduct was a great inspiration to his 
officers and men and contributed 
largely to the success of the raid.’”’ 


Then came the armistice, and Win- 
ship was directed by Pershing to 
ascertain what damages the French 
were claiming-and to-ry,-to work out 
some sort of settlement. It was a job 
as ticklish as it was big, and when 
it was all over,.on March 28, 1919, 
General Pershing wrote to Winship. 
After a reference to the “huge busi- 
ness of renting, requisition and 
claims,”” Pershing said: “The prompt 
settlement of claims, the arduous ef- 
forts made to secure shelter and com- 
fort for our troops, the saving of un- 
told sums to our Government, the 
avoidance of future complications, are 
achievements, by themselves, worthy 
of the highest commendation.” 


Subsequently Winship saw service 
with the Reparations Commission. That 
over, he returned to the United States 
arid was transferred back to the Judge 
Advocate General’s’ Department. Two 
years ago he carie back to Washing- 
ton to serve as law officer of the 
Military Court before whom Colonel 
William Mitchell, the aviator, was 
tried for insubordination. His handling 
of the law end of that trial elicited 
commendation. 


An Ardent Southerner. 


A majority of the court members 
wanted to try the case in old-time 
military fashion, but Winship, sensing 
the importance of the issue, insisted 
on Mitchell having every opportunity

could offer. There are many who in- 
cline to the view that but for Win- 
ship, McArthur and McCoy, Mitchell 
would have been dismissed from thé 
army instead of being. suspended and 
subsequently permitted to resign, as 
was the case. 


‘When the Mitchell affair was dis- 
posed of, Colonel Winship was detailed 
to duty in the War Department as 
executive officer of the Judge Advocate 
General’s office. Whether he will 
sever his connection with that depart- 
ment to devote his entire time to the 
Presidential service is a question yet 
to be decided. 


A final personal word about the new 
White House aide. He is about six feet 
tall, still in his early fifties, and his 
hair is just beginning to show gray. 
His voice is typically Southern, soft 
to the point almost of being musical. 
That he is an ardent Southerner is 
illustrated by the fact that in the War 
Departmient there is a photograph of 
the painting of Robert E. Lee that 
hangs in the G. W. Custis Lee home 
in Virginia. It is a picture of Lee as 
he looked when only four years out 
of West Point, and shows him as he 
was. the day he married Mary Custis 
in 1831.

NEW ZEALAND STUDENT HERE 


NEW ZEALAND sc school OE 
tendent, William Edward Bird 
of Taihape, is in this country 

making a detailed study of the Amer- 
jean schoo! systems. The New Zea- 
land Board of Education was particu- 
larly anxious to secure points on ju- 
nior high schools, vocational schools, 
and experiments in consolidation. In- 
terviewed while in New York, Mr? 
Hird summed up his impressions, fa- 
vorable and unfavorable, revealing, at 
the same time, contrasts between edu- 
cational programs here and in his own 
country. 

“J am much impressed,” he said, 
“with the splendid school buildings in 
America, and with their thoroughly 
up-to-date equipment. In New Zea- 
land many of our schools are still the 
inadequate structures put up years 
ago, though these’are being replaced, 
as rapidly as, possible,..by modern 
buildings similar to those here—for 
New Zealand has Jong been deeply in- 
terested in watching America’s prog- 
Tess in education. 

“Another excellent. thing is. the 
smaliness of the classés, whith gives 
the teacher a chance to pay more at- 
tention to individual cases,, Thé Amér- 
iean public school teachers seem on 
the whole to be very keen and effi- 
cient. Also they are better paid than 
the teachers in New Zealand. 

“But, to be frank, I have noticed in 
my visits to schools in many American 
cities a lack of thoroughness in the 
wosx Gone. This is especially notice- 
able to one who éoriés from a country 
that attaches pécullar importance to 
thoroughness, to finish. The penman- 
ship. of the average American child 
seems to.me poor, and in spelling he is 
very shaky. There is a kind of slip- 
shod attitude of mind, reaching tell- 
tale expression in the habit of scrib- 
bling upén the’ pages of textbooks.”

rected. Recently a music instructor 
was brought over from England, and 
he is now organizing the teachers in 
the public schoolg so that they may 
train pupils systematically and ac- 
cording to methods of recognized 
merit. 

“I find the spirit of rivalry, of com- 
petition, Very Marked among the 
schools in this country,” said Mr. 
Hird. “Each school wants to be the 
best, and each city wants to have the 
best schools. This, it seems to me, is 
a very good thing. It has struck me 
particularly, I suppose, because in 
New Zealand such spirit exists almost 
not at all, owing to the fact that there 
the schools aré subsidized by the Na- 
tional Government, which appropri- 
ates the funds with which they op- 
erate. There is a tendéncy toward 
centralization in New, Zealand. That 
is undoubtedly more eeonomical, but it 
is bound to result in logs of -local in- 
terest ahd civic pride.” ©. ~- , 

“Our schools are coeducational only 
up to the eighth grade... From that 
grade on the sexes are divided, except 
in the case -of district high schools, 
which are schools in country regions, 


living on farms who! otherwise Would 
have to travel long distances to‘ at- 
tend town schools, or else be deprived 
of an education altogether.” 

The schools of New Zealand, Mr. 
Hird says, are trying to keep in close 
touch with everyday life. In the cities

Beech, Canadian radio engineer, re- 

veal that European stations are heard 

with greater reliability at sea than are 
American broadcasters. 

The ‘harrative of the results with a 
seven-tube .superheterodyne are re- 
ported in the Canadian National Rail- 
ways: Magazine, Mr. Beech being a 
member: of the Radio Division of that 
railway. 

When the Ascania left Southampton 
Docks.on a Saturday the receiver was 
set up in a: stateroom on one of the 
lower decks. . This location, however, 
proved. to be uscless, because the steel 
structure of the ship shielded the loop 
antenna. 

In order to overcome this difficulty 
a twenty-foot wire was weighted and 
thrown out of the porthole, the near 
end being wrapped loosely around the 
loop antenna. 

A great difference was noticed and 
a large numbéy of European stations 
wers6. received at full loud-speaker 
strength, including .. Bournemouth, 
London, Cardiff, Newcastle, Dublin, 
Frankfort-on-Main, Hamburg, Berlin 
(Voxhaus) and Prague. 

The above stations were heard on 
the Sunday and Monday evenings with 
only. slightly .diminished volume, al- 
though on Monday evening the ship 
was about 600 miles out. 

On. Tuesday the instrument was 
moved to the upper deck and much 
better results were obtained, although 
in this case only the loop aerial was 
were received at full loud-speaker 
strength, together with the Leeds, 
Nottingham and Liverpool relay sta- 
tiéms. The Spanish transmitters sit- 
uated at Barcelona, Madrid and San 
Sebastian were coming through at 
dance strength when the seventh tube 
was switched in. 

On Wednesday no noticeable differ- 
ence in reception was experienced, 
while on the other hand 2ZY, 5SC and 
2BD were logged. 

Mr. Beech calls attention to the fact 
that it should be noted that ship’s 
time was continually being put back 
from Greenwich Time, all clocks on 
board being put back forty minutes 
each evening.. Thus every day the 
English stations closed down appar- 
ently forty minutes earlier. 

American Stations Heard. 


At 3 o'clock, Greenwich Time, on 
Wednesday the first American trans- 
missions were heard. Two stations 
were heard at moderate loud-speaker 
strength, using seven tubes, when the 
ship was 1,600 miles from England, 
just across the mid-ocean mark. These 
stations proved te be WGY, at 
Schenectady, N. Y., and WGBS, New 
York.

At 22:45, Greenwich Time, 2L0 was 
still overloading the speaker, as were 
2ZY and Madrid (Union Radio). 

An hour or so later, commencing at 
1:10, Greenwich Time, on Thursday, 
the American stations were heard 
again, but with increased volume, 
WGY, WJZ, WEAF, WBZ and nu- 
merous other broadcasters provided 
the small group of listeners with 
varied programs, 

During the day transmissions were 
received from 2L0, 58C and 2ZY, 
while the whole of the “Peer Gynt” 
suite was heard from Madrid, and a 
program was enjoyed from Rome. 

On Friday, 2L0, 6BM, Rome, and 
Madrid and Barcelona were still giving 
loud-speaker receptions, and the usual 
American transmissions were coming 
in later on in the evening, together 
with Canadian stations at. Montreal 
and Moncton, N.. B. 


The afternoon of Saturday arrived 
and with it 2LO, 6BM and 2ZY, while 
later on Stations WIOD, Miami Beach, 
Fla.; WBAP, Fort Worth, Texas; 
CKAC, Montreal; CNRA, Moncton, N. 
B,, and dozens of stations from New 
York, Illinois, Georgia, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts, 

“On Sunday the ship was off the St. 
Lawrence estuary with a sixty-mile- 
an-hour wind,” said Mr. Beech, “We 
preferred to stay inside and the re- 
ceiver did not fail us. On the evening 
of this day we were able to turn, our 
two dials first to London, then to 
Madrid, and on to Miami Beach, via 
Rome.and Montreal, net by any meant 
an, economical route for ordinary 
travel, but so very different via radio.

Québec. While waiting here, stations 
at Montreal, New York and Pitts- 
burgh were tuned in with the greatest 
of ease. ” 


Mr. Beech sums up the results as 
follows: 

Lendeon was received in broad day- 
light at a distance of 2,400 miles 
while actually in Canada. 

Madrid and Barcelona were the next 
strongest of the European stations and 
were also received in the St. Lawrence 
estuary. 

The first American transmission 
came threugh when about 1,500 miles 
distant. 

The first Canadian station, CNRA, 
using 500 watts, was heard at a dis- 
tance of more than 1,000 miles.

Our programs consist of occasional

in series or courses, We also transmit 
information of value in the everyday 
social and business life of a given 
region. 

“It is the purpose of these stations 
to extend to the regions in which they 
are located the cultural and educa- 
tional aivantages which centre in our 
educational institutions. We believe 
that every person, young and old, par- 
ticularly those to whom the opportu- 
nity of higher education ig, because 
of certain circumstances, denied, 
should have a chance to share in the 
advantages which those more fortu- 
nate fellows are securing. Educational 
stations are operated wotety with an 
altruistic motive. 

No Monetary Return. 

“We receive no monetary return 
from such service, either direct or in- 
direct,- not even good-will.. The ad- 


do not want more students. Most of 
us have more students than we can 
properly handle. But we are using 
broadcasting as an educational agency, 
and to an increasing extent, and the 
public at large is appreciating this 
work and_asking for its extension. 
May I emphasize here that the worth- 
while material available for broadcast- 
ing in educational institutions is not 
for sale to commercial stations. I 
want to emphasize this point—that ex- 
cept in a few instances it can only be 
had through these educational sta- 
tions,"’ said Dr, Culver,

“Because of the fact. that educators 
operate in general on. a limited sched- 
ule it should be possible to group a

educational institutions to the best ad- 
vantage. We have canvassed our sta- 
tion membership and find them in the 
main agreeable to such an arrange- 
ment. There are a few cases where it 
would not be practicable to group as 
many as six on a given wave length, 
notably two or three of the stations 
operated by State universities, 

“These particular stations maintain 
@ rather heavy schedule, particularly 
during the daylight hours.

TWO CUTTERS BEGIN ICE PATROL 
NEAR GRAVE OF THE TITANIC 





GRIM. reminder. of the: fifteenth 
anniversary of the crashing of 
the Titafiic inté'an iceberg, April 

14, 1912, is the fact that two Coast 
Guard cutters, the Tampa and the 
Modoc,. have been detailed to the pre- 
carious task of patrolling that part 
of the transatlantic lane which from 
how until early Summer will be men- 
aced by. icebergs drifting south from 
Greenland. .A third Coast Guard ship, 
the Mojave, will be held in reserve 
at Boston. 

The work 6f these Ships, each’of 
which carries a crew of eighty men, is 
to chart: the ‘location of the icebergs, 
calculate where they will be every few 
hours and broadcast warnings. Al- 
though the ‘cutters.carry mines of 
sufficient strength to blow up a, bat- 
tleship they often are.able to do very 
little appreciable damage to the ice- 
bergs. 

It took the shock the world becktved 
from the sinking of the Titanic and 
modern radio development to bring 
about this organized ice patrol, the 
expense of which is borne jointly by 
the principal maritime nations of the 
-world. 

Due to’ the newness of wireless, it 
was several days before the world 
could be made to realize that the Ti- 
tanic,. thé world’s, largest, finest and 
newest steamship, had sunk in water 
two miles deep with a loss of 1,517 
lives, including manny — men 
‘and ‘women? "

lief, went down with the ship, stick- 
ing to his post until the last. Two 
years later a mémorial was ‘erected

UESTION—I am using a super- 
Q) heterodyne with a wave trap and 

outdoor antenna. Is a lightning 
arrester necessary when the aerial and 
ground are not connected with the 
set?—A. B. Answer—Yes; a lightning 
arrester should be used. 

Question—Is it possible to operate a 
superhetrodyne (second harmonic) 
model AR-812 with an adapter and 
power tube UX-120 in the last stage 
with a “B’’ eliminator? The Philco 
Company recommends its unit for 
this combination, and call for cutting 
ithe 135-volt tap inte the set and short- 
ening the minus and plus 45-volt taps 
on the adapter for the power tube, 
whereas, on the other hand, the man- 
ufacturer of the. set. recommends 
using 45-volt cells on the power tube 
and balance of 90 volts from a ‘‘B’’ 
eliminator.—J.. H. Answer—Either 
method is practical. 


Question—I have a five-tube set 
with a UX-112 and a 100-foot talking 
tape indoor aerial. All accessories are 
new, the tone and volume are perfect, 
but the set seems to tune broadly. 
Every local station from WOR down 
has another one in the background; 
sometimes two. I have seen the ad- 
vertisement of some special tubes sup- 
posed to make the receiver tune sharp. 
Will special tubes help?—F. 8S. An- 
swer—Below 400 meters the ether is 
very congest:1 and there are few sets 
which can separate every station on 
the lower wave bands because in some 
cases there are at least fifteen trans- 
mitters usitig.a single wave. If you 
are using good standard tubes other 
tubes will not improve the selectivity 
of the set. The only thing to do is try 
a shorter ‘antenna as a’means of ob- 
taining more selectivity. 


Question—I have moved to a house 
about 250 yards from the ocean. Hay- 
ing heard that water makes the best 
ground, can you suggest some way in 
which I can take advantage of my 
new location to reduce static and gain 
better distance? Will.a buried an- 
tenna reduce static? I live in the 
Canal Zone.—R. W. Answer—The best 
‘‘ground’’ in your location can prob- 
ably’ be obtained by driving a copper 
or brass pipe down to ground water 
and.connecting your set/ground wire 
to it. No reduction in static. can be 
reasonably expected to. result from 
running a wire to the oceah.

Jefferson College, The third was an 
excerpt from @ sermon by Rabbi Wise. 

The two students at Dartmouth 
point out the ebvious inconsistencies 
in the “rushing methods” in their in- 
stitution. They say, “At the open 
houses the upper-classmen surround 
the now swell-headed freshman as if 
he were a local divinity, * * * a few 
Nights later, * * * At the bonfire, 
celebrating a victory..of the basketball 
team, the same upper-classmen may 
be heard yelling in an imperious tone 
at the same freshman, ‘More wood! 
Get on your dogs!” 

If the whole thing were merely 
amusing and not serious, it would be 
easy to dismiss it. THe TrmEs of April 
8 tells of a sermon by Rabbi Wise in 
which he says: ‘‘Few institutions in 
existence today are more hostile to- 
ward the spirit of true American de- 
mocracy than Greek letter fraternities 
and sororities in our colleges and uni- 
versities.” ‘They are hostile not only 
to American democracy, but to Amer- 
ican morals. 

It seems almost time that something 
was done about this fraternity. busi- 
ness. The fact that I am a fraternity 
man myself makes me something of 
an authority. The additional fact that 
during the war I was persuaded to fill 
@ post that made it necessary to help 
save from foreclosure a great many 
chapter houses that it was thought 
might be lost.as a property investment 
because a lot of young men would de- 
sert those Hduses, makes me a little 
more familiar with the question and, 
perhaps, a little more impressed by 
its dangers. . At first I thought that 
the educators who spoke of “the men- 
ace of the fraternity house” were un- 
necessarily bitter. Then I found that 
most of the college Presidents that 
amounted to something, men ‘like 
Woodrow Wilson, who was ahead of 
my time, and President Wilbur of 
Leland Stanford - University, were 
ardently against fraternities. After 
continuing my tavels I found out 
why. 

There is something almost comic 
about Greek-letter societies, The com- 


ares One Who Wants 


entrenched themselves and to have be- 
come a@ political power that college 
officials amd public officials fear to 
fight too hard, and because the non- 
college group. are #0 much in awe of 
them that nothing is done about abol- 
ishing them or even curtailing their 
activities. With what artfully counter- 
felted seriotisness #@ lot of politicians, 
young lawyers, doctors, bond sales- 
men, bank Presidents and life iInsur- 
ance agents take their fraternity pins! 
Those pins are worked hard as levers 
for new business and its pursuit is 
given such a plausible look. 

The Masonic theory may be comic; 
too, but groups of older men are held 
in check by ‘éxperience and ideals 
that most boys in college do not have, 
especially these days. 

T have sat in on rushing discussions. 
I know the exalted standards followed 
in the recruiting of new members. I 
have séen mien rejected solely be- 
cause of the neckties they wore or 
selected because they were good “‘uke’’ 
players. 

In the many fraternities houses that 
I have visited F have seen too many 
instances of a false feeling of pre- 
eminence end too many cases of 
downright depravity to feel that fra- 
ternities and fraternity houses are 
other.than an absolute evil that should 
‘be extirpated. Little is ever done 
about the problem because few realize 
how important the danger is. Most 
of us rate it with jazz, petting and 
other post-war evils and saile rather 
benigniy when the subject is brougut 
up. They do not realize, as Rabbi 
Wise and I do, that the whole frater- 
nity system is one of the evils that 
are responsible for the present state 
of affairs. It is turning out year after 
year into ‘a. world that needs help a 
lot of young popinjays and snobs that 
think the world is their oyster and 
that manners and morals are serious 
subjects for old fogies, but a joke 
for them. 

A lot of very pleasant men, some 
of whom I know, are interested in 
fraternities. I have tried hard to re- 
call, but I cannot at the moment, 
many persons of the first order who 
are officers of college fraternities or 
genuinely interested in ‘them. Most 
fraternity men who are of any ac- 
count in the world think of frater- 
nities with a tolerant smile. Those 
who have first-hand information of 
what goes on in chapter houses re- 
gret them.

SCIENCE ‘NEEDED 


IN THE TROPICS 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The remarkable growth in educa- 
tional, scientific and learned associa- 
tions throughout the United States 
evidences the deep interest being 
manifested in all that pertains to the 
advancement of knowledge and re- 
search for the betterment of mankind. 
Yet in this there may appear the un- 
healthy sign of overlapping in the 
work being performed, or in the serv- 
ing of each particular interest, leaving 
out the vast broad service that could 
be performed for the whole of man- 
kind, rather than te any one selfish 
or individual branch. 

Some time ago steps were taken 
for the orgatiization of an Institute 
of Tropical Agriculture and Science 
for the advancement of knowledge of 
tropical agriculture, horticulture, for- 
estry, science and industry, as it was 
felt thet the field for. 
such an institute would ‘offer to ca- 
pable men and women a splendid op- 
portunity for practical work in the 
fiela from which the vast quantities 
of our raw products are obtained such 
as sugar, coffee, cocoa, rice, rubber, 
fibers, tobecco, cocoanuts and oilseeds, 
as well as the many varied products 
emtering inte our everyday commercial 
life. 

So much has been said in regard to 
American’ dependency on foreign 
gources for commercial necessities, 
but only at times do we fully realize 
this dependency. Still there is no one 
to Wame but ourselves, for were we 
to own and possess the finest sources 
for our supplies, without skilled and 
capable American management, we 
would Be abéut as far away as if we 
still depended on foreign markets. 

Of Yate there have heen laudable 
efforts by the sugar and rubber inter- 
ests to improve their position through 
more efficient methods of cultivation 
as well as the investigation of new 
sources, 

Large appropriations have been 
made by some of the various trade 
bodies and associations for carry- 
ing’ on investigations and the acquir- 
ing of.land for the cultivation of prod- 
ucts, @nd.the Department of Com- 
merte has undertaken extensive in- 
vestigations in United States posses- 


sions suitable for tropical cultivation; 
still if we do not have the experienced 
and capable management all the money 
spent will be wasted. 

From a perusal of successful British 
plantation companies I find that they 
all are more or less capably managed. 
Not alone are they British managed, 
but thefr product is sold through 
British channels, and the position of 
these companies has been won solely 
through their ability to train men who 
can take their places as pioneers in 
furthering their trade and influence. 
There is no reason why Americans 
could not do likewise. 

It was proposed that the Institute 
of Tropical Agriculture and Science 
would give distinct ‘types of instruc- 
tion im the géneral principles of trop- 
ical agriculture, estate and plantation 
management, forestry and horticul- 
ture, as well as courses of a more ad- 
vanced character which would be suit- 
able for prospective owners and 
managers. 

Of course thé logical conclusion 
would be for the founding of a chair 
at one or more of the universities for 
the teaching of this particular study, 
and for development of a wider and 
deeper interest in the plantation work 
than has hitherto been done. 

It is more than ten years since this 
question was brought to the attention 
of leading manufactufers and dealers 
in tropical products. Had we acted 
at that time in a businesa manner, 
many of the producing rubber, fiber, 
cocoanut and oilseed estates could 
have been acquired hy American in- 
terests, and would have been the foun- 
dation at least of a highly profitable 
business under American auspices. 
Still it is not too late for our attention 
to be again directed to the question 
of a larger interest In plantation prop- 
erties. 

The fact that. Americans have lost 
much money in. worthless. plantation 
companies should not deter us from 
further development.. Yet to make 
our investment worth while it should 
be entrusted to that qualified and ca- 
pable leadership that has placed our 
mining industry on so nigh a plane 
abroad, THOMAS DUNLOP.

SHOULD MEN GIVE 
NAMES TO WOMEN? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Zonta Club and the Lacy Stone 
League recently discussed the ques- 
tion, “Shall.a Woman Retain Her 
Own Name. After Marriage?’ It 
would be more pertinent for men to 
discuss the question, “Shall a Man in 
Marriage Give His Name to the 
Bride?” 

The question is far-reaching. It ts 
closely related to other. phases con- 
cerning the legal relation of husband 
and wife and should not be considered 
apart from them. In these legal re- 
lations the wife certainly has every 
advantage. 

In marriage the husband becomes 
responsible for the support of his 
wife. He is Hable for al] debts she 
may contract either for personal use 
or for the household expenditures, 
however extravagant, The wife, upon 
marriage, is immediately possessed of 
a dower right and her legal name Is 
that of her husband. Of all matri- 
montal perquisites that of the hus- 
band’s name is perhaps the most haz- 
ardous. To it the wife may add great 
honor or may bring humiliation and 
disgrace. 

It is the husband’s name which 
bears the odium connected with sep- 
aration and divorce litigation. Not 
only the unfortunate husband, but his 
patents, his brothers, sisters and chil- 
dren bear the disgrace attached to the 
family name. Yet, in alt the scandal, 
the maiden name of the wife does not 
appear. 

The elements which enter into a 
happy marriage are of a high order. 
To meet the demands of every-day 
Hife requires moral purpose and con- 
scious effort. A social order in which 
separation and divorce are rare can 
be reached only through improvement 
of individual character and a nobler 
conception of marriage. When either 
husband or wife applies for separation 
or divorce, the sacredness of marriage 
is gone.

In your article appeared the follow- 
ing: “Rag fibers, property treated, 


approach very closely to the pure cel- 


Tulose state, whereas wood fibers, no 


matter how carefully prepared, con- 


tain many tmpurities which . disinte- 
grate rapidly. if the refining process 
is carried far enough to overcome or 
retiove thése fmpurities, the fibers 
themselves break down and become 
worthless. Not so, however, with the 
Tag fibers.” 

The possibility of misunderstanding 
in connection with this statement, and 
also on the whole subject of perma- 
neney of rag and chemically pure wood 
fibers; is evidenced by the following 
from a report on the selection of paper 
issued by a trade association Jan. 
18, 1927: 

“Rags in paper make ft more dur- 
able fn direct proportion to the amount 
of rag fiber present. Rag paper has 
@ content of 50 to 100 per cent. rag 
fiber, and when exposed to consider- 
able handling, changing temperature 
and moisture becomes discolored and 
brittle after a time. This occurs in all 
paper containing sulphite pulp, but 
only to a serious extent in 100 per 
cent. sulphite pulp paper.” 

There perhaps is a belief held by 
many otherwise well-informed people 
that mo paper made from chemical 
wood pulp, however carefully pre- 
pared, could compare in durability 
with one made from rags whatever 
the quality or method of preparation. 

There is a growing interest in that 
quality in paper which relates to the 
paper’s durability. The desirability of 
@ proper knowledge of some of the 
fmportant factors on which this qual- 
fty depends makes !t advisable to pre- 
sent this statement on the subject, 
quoting the opinions of recognized au- 
thorities in the realm of cellulose, the 
chief basis of paper. 

Professor Ernst Kirchner of Ger- 
Many, one of the internationally 
known authorities on pulp and paper 
technology, stated in one of his books 
published in 1907 that he had a 
sample of paper made from unbleached 
sulphite that had been manufactured 
in. Sweden. more than thirty years 
previously and which had fully re- 
tained its color and splendid strength. 
Professor Kirchner explains that the 
durability of this paper must be due 
to careful removal of the chemicals 
from the fibers at the time of man- 
ufacture. 

Professor Herzberg, who was for a 
great many years director of the Gov- 
efnment paper testing laboratory at 
Berlin, reported on tests of papers at 
the time they were received at his lab- 
oratory and again fifteen years after- 
ward. Comparing the strength of the 
papers at these two periods he says 
that it is not possible to state that 
the papers made partly or entirely of 
wood cellulose fiber are inferior in 
durability to. paper made from rag 
fibers. He also says that the chem- 
ical wood pulps as prepared at the 
Present time ere no longer to be re- 
garded with the distrust with which 
they were considered years ago. 

Reporting on work carried on at the 
Swedish Testing Institute at Stock- 
holm and later in the United States, 
Gtsta Hall, in a paper before the 
Technical Association of the Pulp and 
Paper Industry on Permanence of 
Paper, stated regarding tests on paper 
after eleven years that sulphite and 
Tag papers had deteriorated to. prac- 
tically the same degree, which con- 
firmed the tests which Professor Herz- 
berg had made previously in Ger- 
many. 

Professor E. Heuser, Hawkesbury, 
Ontario, formerly Professor of Cellulose 
Chemistry at Darmstadt and a world 
authority in this field, says: “In the 
comparison between chemical wood 
pulp paper and paper made from rags, 
to which I have given considerable 
study, the results I have found entire- 
ly. confirm, the opimions expressed by 
Professors Kirchner and Herzberg. 


“In discussing this questfon there 
are two deductions which ere quite 
different and which are not sufficient- 
ty kept separate: ‘These are the phys- 
ical strength and the resistance 
against chemical influences, It is the 
latter only which is to be considered 
so far as the permanence or durabil- 
ity of the paper fs concerned. 

“The chemical treatments of many 
kinds, such as with acids, oxidizing 
agents, &c., which may be carried out, 
panic See Sees te Be ceeerenee te tee 
behavior of fibers ffom rags and 
chemical wood fibers, It is, of course, 
assumed that the isolation of the 
fiber from wood by the cooking proc- 
ess and the subsequent purification 
by bleaching have been done care- 
fully. 

_ “It t= also assumed that no sub- 
stances are used in the paper which 
are less resistant against chemical in- 
fluences than the fiber itself and that 
injurious chémical residues are elimi- 
nated from the pulp. 


“Since in the preparation of rags 
for paper they must be boiled and 
bleached, the paper made from rags 
would have little permanence if the 
operations and precautions are not 
take with equal care.” 

Dr. Harold Hibert, Professor of In- 
dustrial and Cellulose Chemistry at 
McGill University, Montreal, who is 
internationally known and a recog- 
nized authority on all subjects related 
to cellulose, says: “I am in general 
agreement with the following state- 
ment: ‘Although there are samples of 
paper made from rags which are hun- 
dreds of years old and it is only about 
fifty years since the sulphite process 
was discovered and paper was made 
from chemical wood pulp, we must 
remember that the quality of rag 
fiber generally used for paper was 
formerly of much better quality than 
it Is today. 

“Since the discovery of chlorine and 
the development of the modern steam 
laundry processes, the quality of rag 
fibers has become materially lowered, 
while at the same time, due to a bet- 
ter knowledge of the technique of 
chemical wood pulp processes, the 
quality of the product {fs better than 
ever before.’” 

Dr. Hibbert continues: **There 
would seem to be no reason why a 
paper made from sulphite pulp, man- 
ufactured under carefully controlled 
conditions, should not yield a durable, 
permanent product. * * * I think it 
must be admitted that paper made 
from unbleached, undyed, pure cotton 
rags would probably be a more durable 
product than that from sulphite pulp, 
but under manufacturing conditions 
as they exist today I feel that in all 
probability the rags commonly ur:d 
for the manufacture of paper will 
very Hkely have been subjected to 
bleaching, dyeing and other chemical 
operations likely to bring about pro- 
found changes tn the nature of the 
cotton and to thus influence in a very 
marked manner the durability and per- 
manence of the paper made from it.’’ 

In referring the matter to the Paper 
Section, United States Bureau of 
Standards, the director, Dr. George 
K. Burgess, states that there is a 
constantly increasing demand for in- 
formation on the subject of durability 
of papers and that the bureau realizes 
the need for intensive research over 
@ period of years in order to determine 
the probable life of papers of different 
compositions. 

The opinions of the recognized au- 
thorities quoted indicate clearly that 
there is no foundation for the appar- 
ent distrust with which the quality of 
chemical wood pulp papers is regarded 
by some people today. Without a 
doubt the statements which appear 
from time to time in the press to the 
effect that papers made from wood 
pulp are less Gurable than rag papers 
are caused by the confusion on the 
part of the laymen due to the fact 
that there are various kinds of wood 
pulpa of entirely different qualities, 
depending upon the method used in 
their manufacture. 


disintegration of wood and conse- 
quently contains all the substances of 
the wood which are subject to deterio- 
ration. This.type of wood pulp, there- 
fore, only finds its way into papers 
of which permanence is not required, 
fer instance in newsprint papers. On 
the other hand, the chemical wood 
pulps are the product of careful chem- 
ieal treatments, the object of which 
is to remove the impurities of the 
wood, thereby isolating the cellulose

Dalzell ran under her bows 
and the mate lassoed one. of the tank- 
er’s forward. bitts and made fast, 
Hours’ later, when. the tugs. towing 
the tanker approached the Bay Ridge 
mudflats, a third explosion occurred. 
A fourth blast seemed imminent. when 
crowds on the shore.wers astounded 
to see the mate of the W. F. Dalzell, 
Eddie Hunter, climb up the towing 
hawser to the blazing ship and make 
a quick suryey of the vessel. 

Running. around red hot decks and 
choosing his spot, Hunter finally let 
go both anchors with thirty fathoms 
of chain and slipped over the side to 
the tug’s deck. again. , As blazing oil 
continued to spread over the water 
it was noticed that the steamship 
Sangamon, anchored near by, was in 
danger, The tugs went over, took up 
her anchor and shifted her to safety.

“Legal Technicalities. 


,, But there | are Intricate, and interest- 
iag éxceptions. “A tug’ and‘a tow of 
barges got; into difficulty one day off 
South Ferry. trying to avoid a Sound 
steamer and two big floating “drills” 
pounding, away at Diamond Reef in 
midstream, ‘The barges swung down 
on the ‘tide against the nearest ‘‘drill” 
boat. Tugs near by did not offer help. 
To offer assistance would miake them 
résponsible, they knew, for half of 
any resultant damage if a crash oc- 
curred. So they waited until the crash 
came. Then, ‘legally absolved, . they 
rushed in and gave ‘what aid they 
could, 

‘Tugboats and their crews often wan- 
der ‘far from landlocked harbors. In 
1907,’ for instance, Captain William 
H. Phillips took the tugboat Cathe- 
tine Moran‘ from New York to Panama 
via the Straits of Magellan, a@ voyage 
of 11,616 miles. The Moran started 
for the Pacific in October, boarded up 
fore and aft to prevent, heavy seas 
from flooding her. She took seventy- 
six days to reach her destination, but 
her actual, running time was only 
fifty-three days. She averaged nine 
knots and burned 601 tons of coal. 

One of the longest tows occurred 
three years earlier, when Captain 
Thomas, Fenlon, .a New York Harbor 
tug man, while master of the steamer 
Atlas, towed Standard Oil barge No. 
93 from New York to San Francisco by 
the way of the Straits of Magellan. 
The Atlas carried 15,000 barrels of 
fuel oil, while No. 93 carried 1,000,000 
gallons of naphtha and oil. This tow 
of 13,220 miles‘ took from Dee. 16 
to Feb. 26..

An illustration of’ what, a New 
York ' Harbor tag can do in angry 
water was furnished’ some years ago 
when the steamship ,Drumelzier | went 
ashore. on Jones’s Beach, L, I. The 
local Coast Guard found’ it impossible 
to get through the surf. It was ap- 
parent that unless a lifeboat could ap- 
proach the wreck from the sea _ the 
crew of forty. would be lost. The ves- 
sel was breaking up.. The Coast Guard 
at Sandy Hook offered to use a life~ 
boat if they could secure a tow... The 
tug Catherine Moran was dispatched 
from New York to Sandy Hook, took 
the lifeboat in tow and in the, face 
of a howling northeast gale went to 
the wreck, took off all the crew and 
brought them to ‘New York. 

A series of gales has swept the 
coast this ‘Winter. In these emer- 
gencies the coastwise tows encounter 
difficulties. In some of these storms 
lightships “were torn, loose, . barges

ENGINEERS STUDY THE AIR 
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importance of thc thermometer 

as a measure of human. comfort 
has always been exaggerated. It 

is a parodoxical fact, well known. to 
ventilating engineers and, experts, in 
air-conditioning, that a room that feels 
uncomfortably cold at a certain tem- 
perature can be made to feel com- 
fortable at a. still lower temperature 
by adding moisture to the , air, In 
other words, our sensations of heat 
and cold are. determined not, only by 
air temperature, but: by humidity. as 


well. . This is not, however, the whole 


story., Winds and air currents have 
a ‘marked. effect upon our. personal 
estimates of heat and cold,. or rather 
upon “‘atmospheric; comfort,’’ , which 
we, commonly..express in, terms of 
temperature, though it-is. really some- 
thing much more complex. Exercise 
and. clothing also enter into the prob- 
lem, anu there are still other factors. 

Some. remarkable investigations. of 
atmospheric comfort. .have recently 


,been carried out under: the auspices 


of the American Society of Heating 
and .; Ventilating Engineers in this 
country and by Dr. Leonard. Hill and 
others -in' England. The Ameriean 
investigations, have led: to, the estab- 
lishment of quite definite scales of so- 
called ‘‘effective temperatures’’ or de- 
grees of comfort, corresponding to dif- 
ferent’ combinations. of atmospheric 
conditions and ‘to different conditions 
of the human subject with respect of 
clothing and occupation. ‘The use 
of these scales is designed not only to 
promote: the well-being. of industrial 
workers and others, but also to serve 
asia guide in heating, ventilating and 
air-conditioning: systems and to effect 
erent economies .in fuel. 


An Old Problem. 


Though this subject is now attract- 
ing special attention, studies, of: at- 
mospheric.. comfort,,and, attempts to 
measure it actually. date back more 
than half.a.century.;-;At,a:meeting of 
ithe, American; Association for the Ad- 
vancement, of.

Since the date of Osborne's experi- 
ments fully. a dozen different \cdn- 
trivances of more or ‘less similar char- 
acter have been introduced.

Bureau of Minés aid thé United States

these conditions vary, the observers 
record their sensations; and thus the 
physical basis of comfort has: been 
worked out in considerable detail.

Sometimes 
they are stripped to the waist, some- 
times they wear orcinary clothing; in 
certain other cases they wear clothing 
soaked in water. 

Besides these measurements of com- 
fort, the investigation has included 
many studies of the effects of various 
atmospheric conditions on respiration, 
pulse rate, metabolism, The great 
fund of data that the society is accu- 
mulating will doubtless be useful in 
connection with the maintenance of 
both healthful and comfortable atmos- 
pheres in homes, workshops, public 
buildings and other enclosed places,

$12,000 LEGAL FEES ADDED 





Giants Reported to Have Paid These 
—RHornsby’s Profit Is Put 
at $47,485. 





Rogers Hornsby has disposed of his 
Cardinal stock, thereby complying with 
the order of John A. Heydler, President 
of the National League. Hornsby now 
has removed the last obstacle and is 
eligible to. represent the New . York 
Giants during the regular league sea- 
son, which opens on Tuesday. 

Following a conference in the office 
of the New York Giants in the Hart 
Building at Forty-second Street and 
Sixth Avenue yesterday morning, it 
Was announced that Sam _ Breadon, 
President of the St. Louis club, had 
purchased the stock. Leo J. Bondy, 
attorney for the New York Giants, 
who kad threatened to apply for an in- 
junction to permit Hornsby to play, 
acted as spokesman for the club. He 
said that a settlement had been 
reached, but nothing would be an- 
nounced as to the compromise price. 

However, it was learned on good 
authority that Hornsby had received 
$100,000 and $12,000 additional for coun- 
sel fees. This would be in accordance 
with the announcement of National 
League, after the Pittsburgh meeting 
last Friday night, that the league had 


obtained an offer of $100,00 for 
Hornsby. 


Joint Statement Seamed. 


After the meeting President Heydler 
and Attorney Bondy issued the follow- 
ing joint statément: 

“An agreement has been reached for 
the purchase of Hornsby’s stock in the 
St. Louis club at a price satisfactory 
to all concerned. 

“In bringing about this solution con- 
cessions were made by Hornsby, the 
St. Louis and New York clubs and the 
National League. 

“The stock will revert to Samuel 
Breadon for the benefit of the St. 
Louis club.” 


Thus in a few hours a compromise 
settlement was reached after more 


than twelve hours of conferring among 


the National League owners had failed 
to accomplish anything in Pittsburgh. 
Prior to that the Giants, with the aid 
of Heydler, tried to effect a settlement 
in private, but both Hornsby and 
Breadon refused to make concessions. 
Hornsby had insisted his 1,167 shares 


of stock were worth $105 per share and 


he refused to take any cut. He pur- 
chased the stock for $45 per share, and, 
according to one conversant with 
Hornsby’s affairs, the star second 
baseman paid down only $5,000 and to 
date he had paid in only $25,000 on the 
stock, 
Hornsby had a valuation of $52,515. 


The compromise settlement represents 


a profit for Hornsby of $47,485, taken 


on the basis of the $100,000 for his 
stock. Just what the settlement cost 
the Giants and the National League 
not announced. For a_ time 
Breadon held out and repeatedly stated 
he would not pay more than $60 per

Breadon Paid $86,000. 


While the parties to the settlement 
would not give any details it was 
learned on good authority that the 


$112,000 had been adjusted as follows:

When and where the compromise was 
effected is not clear, but it is believed 
that the final terms were accepted on

While the Robins -Will Start

Well, it won’t be long now. Only a 
few days more and the greatest show 
on earth will be on. Tired business 
men will lock their desks and go up- 
town for an important ‘‘conference’”’

In other words, the baséball season 
opens Tuesday afternoon, and only 
about 50,000,000 or'so Americans are 
vitally interested in the event. Quite 
a parcel of them have been waiting 
for this big day ever since that damp 
afternoon last October when old ‘‘Pete” 
Alexander wound a curve around Tony 
Lazzeri’s ankles and made the world’s 
championship safe for St. Louis. 
There will be gala openings, as the 
expression goes,:in eight major league 
cities. The Mayor or Governor will 
stand up in his flag-bedecked box d 
make a very loose toss to the héme 
catcher. The players of both teams 
will straggle to centre field, keeping 
out of step in the manner exclusive 
with ball players. The flag will be 
run up, the national anthem played 
and the umpire will yell, ‘‘Play ball!’ 
according to the best and more inac- 
curate tradition. 


Open in Yankee Stadium. 


Here in New York all roads, to coin 
a phrase, will lead to the Yankee Sta- 
dium. Colonel Jacob Ruppert is going 
to have a very high-toned opening day. 
Some of the best minds or baseball! will 
be present—Babe Ruth, the $70,000 a 
year’ home run hitter; Ty Cobb, now 
in an Athletic uniform as a result of 
the Winter upheavals; Eddie Collins 
and Zach Wheat, others of the Ath- 
letics’ elder statesmen; Cornelius Mc- 
Gillicuddy and Miller Huggins; Bob 
Meusel and Tony Lazzeri. 

Here, according to the experts, are 
the two teams which will fight it out 
down the long stretch of 154 games. 
Although champions, the Yankees are 
not favored to win. A similar situa- 
tion exists in. the National League, 
where the Pirates and Giants are re- 
garded as stronger teams than the 
Cardinals. 

John McGraw’s revamped Giants, 
with the famous Rogers Hornsby and 
Eddie Roush in the foreground, will 
hatch the season in Baker Bowl at 
Philadelphia. The Robins open with 
the Braves in Boston, the champion 
Cardinals will be unveiled in Chicago 
and the Pirates will mingle with the 
Reds in Cincinnati. 

Other American League games are: 
Boston at Washington, Detroit at St. 
Louis and Chicago at Cleveland. If 
last year’s figures are maintained 
about 225,000 customers will see the 
openers in both leagues. 


Optimistic Over Future, 


Incidentally, the magnates’ chief 
worry is whether last year’s attend- 
ance figures as a whole can be main- 
tained after the scandals and near- 


scandals which rocked baseball last 
Winter. T pessimists predict that 
the exposu of last December and 
January will drive thousands of fans 
away from the national game, but 
most baseball men do not agree with 
this view. 

On the contrary, the two major 
leagues have rarely faced a season 
that promises more excitement and 
thrills, more color, more interesting 
angles and harder-fought competition 
than the season opening on Tuesday. 

For one thing, there are five teams 
in each league which are conceded a 
chance to win; analysis shows that in 
nine of the eleven major league cities 
there is a possible pennant winner. 
Only Boston and Brooklyn have been 
counted out before the battle starts. 
Elsewhere there is keen agitation 
among the fans as to whether ‘‘our

Huggins and McGraw Expect Open Races; 
Robinson Has Confidence in the Robins 





John J. McGraw, manager of the 
Giants, and Miller Huggins, pilot of 
the Yankees, are confident their re- 
spective clubs will be strong contend- 
ers in the pennant races, while Wilbert 
Robinson, manager of the Robins, ex- 
pects his team to make a good show- 
ing. The statements made yesterday 
for THE New YorRK Times by the three 
managers follow: 

HUGGINS—It would be foolish for 
any one to predict the pennant winner 
in the American League this year. I 
look for a closer race this time. Six 
clubs, with almost equal chances, must 
be considered as contenders. The 
Yankees, Senators and Tigers have 
everything but pitching, while the Ath- 
letics, Indians and White Sox are well 
equipped in the box. If the Yankees 
can develop just two dependable young 
pitchers we'll be a hard team to beat. 
I can’t expect to get away to the flying 
start that we did last year, that is 
something that doesn’t happen often, 
but I do believe that outside of the 
pitching staff, the Yanks are a strong- 
er team than they were in 1926. And 
you know what they did then. 
McGRAW-—The only prediction I care 
to make is that there will be an open 
race in the National League. At least 


four clubs have a good chance to win— 
New York, Pittsburgh, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis—and the Cubs, a strong team, 
cannot be counted out. Even the 
Robins, with their fine pitching staff, 
will make plenty of trouble for the 
contenders. As for the Giants, I think 
that Roush will ‘‘make’’ the outfield, 
that Hornsby will be a wonderful help, 
that Terry will be a surprise at first 
base and that the pitching will be ade- 
quate to the occasion. This is a hard- 
hitting team with an unusually good 
infield and outfield and with catching 
that will improve as the season goes 
on. The team spirit is better than I 
have seen in four or five years. 


ROBINSON-—I never make predic- 
tions on pennant races and even did I 
feel inclined to do so this year it would 
be practically impossible so far as the 
Robins are concerned. We are putting 
virtually a new team in the field this 
Spring. I am confident, however, that 
we will run a good race and put up a 
hard fight all the way. The spirit and 
morale of the club is excellent. I am 
looking for some of the best pitching 
we have had in a number of years. 
This also goes for catching. In the 
outfield we are certain to have better 
hitting and the fielding also should 
be an improvement over recent years. 
The young fellows in the infield are my 
biggest experiment, but I am certain 
that they will improve steadily.

BASKETBALL RULE 
REDUCES DRIBBLE 


Joint Committee Restricts it to 
One Bound in All Ama- 
teur Contests. 








‘TO ENCOURAGE TEAM PLAY’ 





Officials Say Change Also will 
Eliminate Roughness—Time 
Out on All Fouls. 





The Joint Basketball Rules Commit- 
tee, in annual session here yesterday, 
made a drastic change in the amateur 
rules by restricting the dribble to a 
single bound, The Associated Press re- 
ports. The number of bounds had been 
unlimited. 
Officials of the committee said the 
change was adopted ‘‘to eliminate 
pias ghness and to encourage team 
lay.” “Seventy per cent. of fouls and 
ro tions of the rules have resulted 
from the dribble,” declared Oswald 
Tower, Andover, Mags., editor of the 
official guide, in making the announce- 
ment. He said that basketball “is es- 
sentially a team game,” and restric- 
tion of the dribble would reduce the 
element of individual play and encour- 
age passing.”’ 
All Vote for Change. 


The change was adopted unanimous- 
ly by the committee after three hours 
of discussion. It goes into effect with 
the new season and applies to all ama- 
teur teams. Represented on the com- 
mittee are the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, the Y. M. C. A. 
and the A. A. U. Tko representatives 
of the chartered boards of basketball 
officials also attended the session. 
Another important change provides 
that ‘‘time out’”’ shall be taken on all 
fouls. This, Mr. Tower estimates, will 
add from three to five minutes to the 
actual playing time of the average 
game. Heretofore, time out has been 
taken only on technical fouls and on 
personal fouls which called for two or 
more free throws. 

A third change is designed to lessen 
the amount of whistle-blowing by the 
referee. ‘‘There has been a great deal 
of unnecessary whistle-blowing,’’ the 
committee decided. The new rules will 
forbid the sounding of the whistle on 
jump balls except at the beginning of 
periods and after time out. Previously 
ths whistle has been sounded after 
each basket and, by some referees. on 
shots from out of bounds, adding to 
the bedlam of a hot game.

GLENDONS SPEED UP 
COLUMBIA DRILLS 


First Varsity Continaes to Lead 
the Other Eights in Prac- 


tice Spins. 





With the opening race of the season 
less than a month away Columbia’s 
rowing squad is being put through 
more intensive workouts by Coaches 
Richard Glendon Jr. and Sr. The fea- 
ture of last week’s activities was the 
transferring of four crews to the new 
course on Pelham Bay. 

Young Dick Glendon had the first 
two varsity crews, the first freshman 
eight, and a fourth boat made up of 
four varsity and four yearling reserves 
on the new course for a time last Fri- 


day. The equipment was moved Thurs- 
day from the 1897 boathouse on the 
Harlem to the new headquarters, just 
off the Pelham Parkway, and the men 
looked over the surroundings dnd were 
well pleased. 

According to measurements made by 
Coach Glendon Sr., the course from the 
boathouse to the Sound is slightly less 
than three miles, but by starting fur- 
ther up East Chester Creek and going 
out some distance onto the Sound 
proper a four-mile course can be had. 

With the major boats now located at 
Pelham, more concentrated workouts 
will be held, as there will not be any 
traffic or driftwood to interfere, as 
was the case on the Harlem. The rea- 
son for having a boat made up of 
varsity and freshman substitutes is 
that in case of accident there will be 
no delay in finding a man to take over 
a vacant position, and also the mem- 
bers of the four boats comprise the 
squad that is now living at the train- 
ing headquarters at Baker Field and 
will make up the squad that will go to 
Poughkeepsie in June. 

The first varsity crew continues to 
show the way to the other boats in 
practice spins, but Coach Glendon Jr. 
is now confronted with the problem of 
keeping the first eight from going 
stale. Right now it is at its peak and 
the first race against a college oppo- 
nent is three weeks from Saturday. 

A race to be held on the Pelham 
course April 30 between the New York 
A. C. and Columbia varsity is pending. 
On May 7 the annual race with Yale 
and Penn will be held at Derby. 

The only crews remaining on the 
Harlem are the third varsity, three 
varsity lightweight boats, and the sec- 
ond, third and fourth freshman eights. 
These crews are coached by Richard 
Glendon, the elder, who tutored the 
Navy crews before coming to Colum- 
bia last year. 

The fourth freshman crew, averaging 
slightly more than 150 pounds per man, 
is developing with marked success and 
defeated the first varsity lightweight 


crew by a length in a mile race last 
week.

SHIFTS IN VARSITY RESULT 





But Bartholomew and Cannon Are 
Expected to Return—Oarsmen 
Get Week-End Off. 





NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 9.—Coach 
Ed Leader dismissed his Yale varsity 
crew candidates last night after their 
practice session on the Housatonic. 
The men will be allowed to go away 
on a two-day vacation, but must report 
for the continuation of work on Mon- 
day morning. The freshman and 150- 
pounders were excused from work 
Thursday afternoon, but they, too, will 
return to work Monday. 

During the Spring vacation, which 
began last Wednesday night, Coach 
Leader has given his varsity eights 
two workouts each day, giving most of 
his time to the first boat, which is 
causing him considerable trouble. Fol- 
lowing the drastic shake-up two weeks 
ago, however, the first varsity boat 
has shown signs of improvement. The 
first varsity race on the Eli schedule 
comes in the Triangular Regatta 
against Penn and Columbia on the 
Housatonic at Derby, May 7. 

The changes Leader has made in the 
first varsity have been directed toward 
securing greater speed for this first 
race, which is at the shorter distance 
of two miles. For this reason the 
coach has removed Cannon and Bar- 


tholomew from the first shell because 
of their weight. They are both letter 
men from last season, when they rowed 
in Yale’s undefeated varsity through- 
out the campaign. In the short race 
over the two-mile course, however, 
their weight would be a disadvantage. 


Durant and Griggs Promoted. 


Durant and Griggs are the substi- 
tutes to be advanced into the first shell 
because of the heaviness of the two 
veteran oarsmen. These two lighter 
men have shown to good advantage 
throughout the past two weeks and 
Leader seems satisfied with their work, 
having left them in their places ever 
since their promotion. 

These changes instituted by the Eli 
coach are not so serious as they have 
been made to seem, however, as they 
probably will affect the seating of the 
crew only for its first two races, both 
at the two-mile distance. With the 
coming of the Harvard race at four 
miles Cannon and Bartholomew are 
expected to return to the first shell 
because of their experience and greater 
ability to carry on for the longer dis- 
tance. 

Finding that he has his hands full in 
selecting the proper seating for his 
first shells Coach Leader has decided 
to give up the fourth varsity boat, so 
there will be only three varsity com- 
binations at work on the river for the 
remainder of the season. 

Freshman Boating Unchanged. 


Under the direction of Coach Mike 
Murphy, the freshmen also are sched- 
uled to have two workouts on the river 
daily until the opening of college 
Thursday. The seating of the first 
freshman boat is the same as it has 
been for the past three weeks. Murphy 
seems to have decided upon his best

PRINCETON, N. J., April 9.—As a 
result of the time trials held last week, 
Coach Chuck Logg has made a change 
in the seating order of the Princeton 
varsity crews. Races held by the var- 
sity yesterday and the 150-pound crews 
today showed an increase in power due 
to the shifted line-up and the week’s 
work on the water. 

The Tiger coaches have made no per- 
manent selection for their first boats, 
but have boated the crews with ap- 
proximately equal strength. With im- 
proved weather conditions, Coach Logg 
has been able to get a better idea of 
the ability of his varsity shells. He 
shifted Jeff Alison, who stroked the 
losing boat last Saturday, to Bill 
Patty’s position in the winning shell 
of last week. 

Sherr Becker, who stroked the junior 
varsity last year, has been placed at 
Alison’s former seat and Patty is now 
rowing No. 4 in this shell. Joe Quarles, 
@ member of last year’s freshman 
eight, is pulling No. 3 oar, and Alexan- 
der has his former position at No. 7 
in Becker’s shell. 


Becker’s Eight Strongest. 


This change gave Becker’s boat the 
power to defeat Alison’s shell by half 
a length over the Henley course yes- 
terday. These shifts have been made 
according to Chuck Logg to assemble 
the smoothest rowing combination in 
one boat and have resulted in bring- 
ing more power to Becker's eight. 

In a half-mile race on Lake Carnegie 
today Jeff Alison’s eight won by a 
length from Becker’s eight. The mile 
race showed that Sherr Becker’s boat 
has the greater strength in the longer 
distances by winning by quarter of a 
length, while in the quarter-mile tilt 
the shell stroked by Henry Supplee, 
which has been in the background in 
the races until today, led the other 
crews by a small margin. 

The races today show that Supplee’s 
shell has the faster start but that 
Alison’s lighter crew carries the stroke 
at a higher pace for a longer distance. 
This shell has not, however, the long 
drive which Becker’s crew musters in 
the longer distance. 

Coach Gordon Sykes of the 15U-pound 
crews sent the Tiger lightweights 
through their second time trials this 
morning. Again the eight stroked by 
Fred Smith won the race by a half a 
length, with McMillan’s crew _follow- 
ing. The winning sweep swingers 
showed a great advancement over 
their performance of last’ Saturday, 
which was partly due to the. more 
favorable weather conditions today. 


Freshmen Doing Well. 


The freshman crew has been devel- 
oped into a smooth running machine 
which has turned in times equal to 
that of the varsity. ‘The first yearling 
eight is stroked by Stacy Bb. Lioyd of 
Ardmore, Pa., who rowed on the crew 
at St. Paul School in Concord, N. H. 
Some of the men in the boat have not 
had previous experience in rowing, but 
nevertheless Coach Logg is turning out 
a crew with a long steady swing, 
which should make a mark for itself 
this Spring. 

The first Princeton four-oared crew 
is in the process of construction for 
the freshman race with Choate School 
on April 23. Never before has a Tiger 
shell consisted of only four men: Dur- 
ing the past week Coach Logg has 
been trying out a quartet of yearlings.

New York Yankees. 


The trend of expert opinion toward 
the Yankees has been surprisingly 
strong in the last two weeks. Earlier 
in the Spring training period the Amer- 
joan League champions were not fav- 
orably regarded, but they have come 
along in a steady and impressive man- 
ner, have shown marked stability and 
seem to be stronger in the infield and 
catching, if nowhere else. 

Although Miller Huggins’s men may 
not be the actual favorites, they are 
conceded to be the team that the cham- 
pion must beat. 

In one respect this is a surprising 
fact, considering that Huggins has 
practically stood pat on the team which 
left painful memories by its mediocre 
play during August and September last 
The Yankees staggered dizzily 
the home stretch—gasping, reel- 
ing, winning by a nose, in boxing par- 
Jance the bell saved them.

Hug- 
gins himself has come to that stage 
where he must find new young pit- 
chers, must uncover one or two win- 
ners out of a lot consisting of Thomas, 
Pipgras, Moore, Beall, Chesterfield and 
others. With Sam Jones and Braxton 
gone and Shawkey fading, Huggins 
has to experiment with youth or lose. 

Like many another American League 
outfit, the Yanks’ pitching prospects 
are hardly brilliant, but the rest of 
the team is undoubtedly quite formi- 
dable, with Ruth, Meusel and Combs 
in the outfield, Gehrig, Lazzeri, 
Koenig and Du closer in, and Ben- 
gough and Gra waki behind the bat.

Henry and a host of pitchers, several 
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bya batted ball: and-e small 
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son and Freddy Lindstrom. McGraw 
has cleaned house, has torn down and 
rebuilt with lightning-like rapidity. He 
put together overnight the greatest in- 
field in the’ league—Terry, Hornsby, 
Jackson and Lindstrom. Centre field, 
& weak spot for years, has been plug- 
ged by Roush, who will also add a 
punch. The Giants now present for 
your approval six .300 hitters—the peer- 
less Hornsby, who should bat at least 
-850; Roush; Lindstrom, coming fast; 
Jackson, Terry and Harper. Ott, who 
may play left field, will come close to 
.300. Devormer and Cummings, the 
catchers, each hit .359 in the minors 
last season. 

Here is a team with a mule’s kick, 
with an air-tight infield, a great 
fielder in centre and a good one in 
right. Catching is an unknown quan- 
tity. Hornsby, as first Meutenant to 
McGraw, will be invaluable as a 
leader on the field. The Giants have 
speed, smartness, a keen attack and 
a resourceful defense, plus plenty of 
confidence. 

So the question simmers down to 
pitching. Grimes, Barnes, Fitzsim- 
mons, Greenfield, McQuillan, Henry, 
Clarkson and Bentley from the corps. 
The first three should be top-notchers, 
but the others are uncertain and fickle. 
The best thing that can be said of the 
present squad is that McGraw has won 
several pennants with pitching no bet- 
ter than this promises to be. 

There is hardly any question. but 
that Burleigh Grimes is a better pit- 
cher than either Scott or Ring, who 
have faded out of the picture. Neither 
was a regular worker, whereas Bur- 
leigh should take his turn every fourth 
day. He is a better man than most 
people figure him. 

On paper the Giants have enough 
potential strength to win. Hornsby 
and Roush on one team form a con- 
siderable item alone. If the Rajah 
has another .400 year, the case will 
be about clinched; in any event, he 
is bound to be an improvement over 
Frisch of last year. 

If the absence of Jackson does not 
throw the Giants off to a bad start, 
they should run first in a field that 
was none too strong last year. 


Brooklyn Robins. 


If Uncle Wilbert Robinson only had 
a ball team to go with his pitching 
staff the National League would re- 
semble nothing: quite so much as a 
procession, with the Robins a distant 
speck on the horizon. Here is the 
finest pitching brigade in the majors, 
but, uphappily, the remainder of the 
team is dangerously close to minor 
league calibre. 

Put Vance, Barnes, Petty, McGraw, 
McWeeny, Cantrell and Bhrhardt on 
any of four or five other National 
League clubs and the lucky manager 
could sit back and dream about the 
world’s series. But Uncle Robbie is 
not dreaming even of the first divi- 
sion. He is trying to build up a toler- 
ably good infield and find a batting at- 
tack to go with the speed and curves 
of his pitchers. 

Reports from the South give the 
Robins one distinction, that of having 
the worst infield in either major 
league. Shortstop is a puzzling prob- 
lem, as it always has been at Ebbets 
Field. Johnny Butler is not in good 
health and may not last the season. 
Herman, first baseman, is erratic. 
Barrett at third is only fair, and no- 
body knows who is going to play sec- 
ond 

Robbie has good catchers in Henline 
and Deberry, and his outfield is not 
bad, with Carey, Statz and Hendrick 
holding down the points. But Hen- 
drick has been tried by two other 
teams and found wanting, and Statz, 
though a marvelous fielder, has never 
hit major-league pitching. 

If the Robins had a trenchant bat- 
ting attack to go with their pitching 
they might stagger through even with 
a mediocre infield.

DOG SHOW SEASON 
ON AGAIN SATURDAY 


Combined French and English 
Bulldog Exhibit to Be Held 
Here Then. 


COLLINS WILL BE JUDGE 





Has Been Chosen by Popular Vote 
of American Club Members— 
Other Kennel News. 





The New York dog show season 
comes to life again after a lull of twu 
months with the combined French and 
English bulldog specialty show at the 
Waldorf-Astoria on Saturday. Mem- 
bers of both clubs have been predicting 
that this will be the greatest for their 
breeds that has ever been staged. 

John F. Collins, formerly a Vice 
President of the American Kennel 
Club, has been selected by popular vote 
of the Bulldog Club of America to 
judge the Englishmen. The manner in 
which the club chose Collins to judge 
is of some interest, and might well be 
followed by other organizations. In 
order that there might be no dissen- 
sion over the placing of the ribbons, 
the Secretary of the club sent out cards 
to practically every one who showed an 
English bulldog in the East during 
1926, and which required the fancier to 
hame a judge. When the cards were 
returned with the selections, it was 
found that Collins had been nominated 
by a wide margin. 

That is one of the reasons why a 
large entry will be benched. This year 
there can be no objection to the judge, 
for he is the direct choice of the ex- 
hibitors. Sometimes when the exhibi- 
tors have nothing to say in the selec- 
tion of judges they use this as an ex- 
cuse not to enter their dogs. 


Harlans’ Cairn Shines. 


Kenneth Harlan broke into the front 
ranks of exhibitors recently when his 
Cairn terrier Jinx Ballantrae went to 
best in show at the all-breed exhibition 
in Portland, Ore., on the Pacific North- 
west circuit. The winning dog was 
very well shown by Marie Prevost, who 
is Mrs. Harlan in private life. The Har- 
lans made a 1,200-mile motor trip with 
their dogs to attend the show. 


The Professional Ha Handlers’ Associa- 
tion, one of the youngest organizations 
in the realm of the dog, has just issued 
a small booklet called the Professional 
Handler’s Review. This will be for the 
disseminatjen of news connected with 


the association, and is expected to aid 
the men who are making a living out 
of dogs. The new officers of the P. H. 
A. are: President, Leonard Brumby; 
Vice President, Joe Booth; Emmet 
Warburton, Treasurer, and Frank E. 
Davies, Secretary. It has a total mem- 
bership of sixty, composed of practi- 
cally all of the leading handlers and 
kennel managers in America. 





At the last regular meeting of the 
Rules Committee of the A. K. C. an 
amendment to the rules- was passed 
with the idea to force member show- 
giving clubs to abide by the legisla- 
tion of the governing body of dogdom. 
The amendment, to be known as Sec- 
tion 15 of Rule 9, follows: 

“Any club or organization or any of- 
ficial of any club or organization, in- 
cluding those acting as judges, veter- 
inarians, superintendents, committee- 
men or stewards, who shall hold a dog 
show or dog exhibition of any kinda, 
character or description, or any in- 
dividual action in connection with any 
dog show or dog exhibition not held in 
accordance with the rules of the Amer- 
ican Kennel Club which apply to such 
show or exhibition, shall be disciplined 
to the extent of having all privileges 
of the American Kennel Club withhela 
from them for a given period or indefi- 
nitely, and if an active member of the 
American Kennel Club, they shall be 
expelled from membership in said 
club.” 





Spaniel Rating Changed. 


Changes have been made recently in 
the ratings of two breeds of dogs. The 
License Committee of the A. K. C. has 
made the ratings fot cocker spaniels in 
the East’ the same as the rating in 
California, requiring 2, 4, 8, 20 and 30 
competing to receive, respectively, 1, 
2, 3, 4 and 5 points. The new Scottish 


terrier rating in the East requires 4, 
6, 9, 15 and 20 dogs competiting, to re- 
ceive, respectively, 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 
points. 





Italy is a country which favors the 
Great Dane very much, but the breed 
is called the Alani over there. This 
name has come into use because the 
Italians think that the Dane comes 
from Germany. The most prominent 
fancier in the peninsula kingdom is 
Count Brassavola de Massa of Verona. 
All the progress that the breed has 
made in Italy may be attributed to the 
efforts of this enthusiastic breeder. 


The Société Centrale, the governing 
body of French dogdom, has finally 
consented to allow specialty clubs to 
hold specialty shows. The first sanc- 
tions have begn issued to French and 
foreign sheepdog clubs to hold an ex- 
hibit at the Parc des Expositions in 
Paris, during October. English fan- 
ciers interested in these breeds are par- 
ticularly enthusiastic over this an- 
nouncement, and it is expected that 
many dogs from England will com- 
pete. 





Shepherd Widely Popular. 
The shepherd dog seems to be the 





most popular dog in the world. In 





addition to its large following in Eng- 
land, Germany and the United States, 
it is known in many parts of the world. 
The Dutch Indies are very strong for 
the Alsatian, as the breed is called 
there, and in the recently published 
registrations of the Dutch Indies Ken- 
nel Association, which is located at 
Weltevreden, Java, this breed leads 
with seventy-two. There are nineteen 
breeds in the studbook at present, and 
of these, the other leaders are the 
Doberman pinschers with fifty-six, the 
German pointers with twenty-eight and 
the Brabancons with sixteen. 





Percy Roberts, one of the best known 
handlers in America, and the one who 
took Ch. Pinegrade Perfection to best 
at the Sesqui and Westminster, has 
gone abroad to buy some new terriers 
for various fanciers in the United 
States. Roberts is an Englishman by 
birth, but he has spent many years in 
America showing dogs. The specimens 
that he selects for bénch show competi- 
tion here will be watched with in- 
terest.

BILLIARDS ENJOYS 
GREATEST SEASON 


Bensinger Points to Progress 
Made During Year—Game 
Now Major Pastime. 

















TOURNEYS AN IMPROVEMENT 





New System Excels Old Competition 
in League—More Extensive 
Program in Making. 





Billiards has enjoyed its greatest sea- 
son, according to a statement. just 
released by B. E. Bensinger, President 
of the  Brunswick-Balke-Collender 
Company, the recognized arbiter in 
professional billiards. The statement 
adds that it has been found that tour- 
naments have béen a greater success 
than leagues in deciding champion- 
ships and that the class of billiards 
among both professionals and ama- 
teurs is greatly improved. 

Just before leaving for his home in 
Chicago yesterday afternoon, Mr. Ben- 
singer released the following state- 
ment: 

“During the past year records show 
that billiards made greater progress 
than in any similar period in the his- 
tory of the game. Billiards always 
has moved ahead, but the advance 
shown in the last year far exceeded 
expectations. 

“Billiards at last has been recognized 
as one of the major pastimes. It isa 
game for the spectator as well as the 
player, with the players far exceeding 
the spectators in numbers. The profes- 
sionals have done much to assist the 
amateurs, with a resulting improve- 
ment in the class of play on all sides. 


Tournament Series Success. 


"The series of tournaments and chal- 
lenge matches to decide world’s cham- 
pionship which prevailed during the 


1926-27 season have been a _ pro- 
nounced success and have been found 
to be a distinct improvement over the 
league form of championship play. 

“The pocket billiard tournament, the 
first to be played during the season, 
was staged in Philadelphia under sur- 
roundings that were nearly palatial. 
The three-cushion tournament in Chi- 
cago made an appeal, while the world’s 
18.2 balkline tournament, which was 
held in Washington, was witnessed by 
many distinguished members of the 
American and foreign diplomatic corps 
and by many notable persons in Amer- 
ican public life. 

“The system of challenge matches, 
which is likely to prevail for some 
time, or at least until a better sys- 
tem is found, has made good. It 
means that billiard followers in cities 
other than those which held franchises 
in the leagues are eligible to witness 
championship matches. 


Press Has Developed Interest. 


*“‘Much credit for the increased inter- 
est must go to the newspapers, which 
contributed liberal support to the dis- 
tribution of the news on important as 
well as semi-important billiard events. 
The leading amateur, as well as the 
professional matches, received gener- 
ous treatment as a whole and served 
to bring billiards closer to the lovers 
of this game. 

“Having discovered that the public 
will support tournaments and chal- 
lenge matches, a more extensive pro- 
gram for 1927-28 is in the making. A 
world’s tournament to decide the 18.1 
balkline championship, as well as a 
national amateur 18.1 tournament, may 
be added to the professional 18.2 balk- 
line, three-cushion and pocket billiard 
tournaments, and the amateur 18.2 
balkline, pocket billiard and three- 
cushion tourneys: 

“The great improvement in the balk- 
line players has done much to in- 


cr€&ase the competition for titles. Dur- | 


ing the past season the 18.2 balkline 
title changed hands twice, from Eric 
Hagenlacher to Willie Hoppe in a 
challenge match and to Welker Coch- 
ran in the Washington tournament, in 
which seven players represented five 
different countries, showing the inter- 
national growth of billiards. 


Several Titles Changed Hands. 

“In pocket billiards Frank Taberski 
lost the title to Ralph Greenleaf in 
the tournament, and Greenleaf lost it 
to Erwin Rudolph in the challenge 
match. In’ three cushions Otto Reiselt 
lost the.tournmament to Augie Kieck- 
hefer, and only a few days ago re- 
gained the title by beating Kieckhefer 
in a challenge match. 

“Then the great advance in ama- 
teur billiards was shown in the Balti- 
more tournament. John A; Clinton Jr. 


of Pittsburgh, who retained the title, 
had an average of 60 for one 300-point 
game, a record for amateur play. The 
same improyement applies to other 
styles of billiards. 

“Billiards is making a more exten- 
sive appeal, the players have ad- 
vanced, the equipment is improved, 
and the result is greater interest in 
this game.”

Legal Action Unlikely. 


First interpretations of the possible 
effect of the commission’s ruling that 
contracts such as held by Tex Rickard 
with Gene Tunney would be disregard- 
ed and only those which bore the 
signatures of champion and challenger 
both be recognized, were that the Gar- 
den promoter would take the case into 
the courts. These have now subsided 
and it is regarded unlikely that any 
legal action would be taken. It is re- 
called that in the Latzo-Joe Dundee 
mix-up Rickard changed his mind 
about court action. 

It was pointed out that the boxing 
board fixes the rules of boxing in the 
State and no court action would be 
likely unless a promoter. wished to 
test the validity of the Walker law. 
Th only case that Rickard would have 
would be against Tunney for violation 
of his contract, but this would have 
no effect on holding the bout, if Tun- 
ney should elect to sign with Humbert Ho 
Fugazy or another promoter. This is 
not regarded as probable. 

In connection with the heavyweight 
situation the impression. grows that 
New York will not stage.the title bout. 
The present commission rule places a 
$27.50 top price for bouts and at that 
rate the bout could not be made to 
draw enough money in thé Yankee 
Stadium. Further the commission or- 
dains that about 17,000 tickets must be 
marketed at $2. .No scaling of prices 
at these figures would meet the purse 
that Tunney will undoubtedly demand. 
Even at a higher scale it would bé 
difficult to get a big enough gate.

Income Payment Regulations 
Differ Materially From Fed- 
eral Tax Requirements. 








DIFFE::=cNCE IS EXPLAINED 





Basis for Determination of Profit or 
Loss Is of Jan. 1, 1919, for 
State Tax Return. 





It is an interesting fact that, in spite 
eof the definite descriptions and ex- 
planations on the New York State in- 
come tax returns, many taxpayers, in 
paring their returns to be filed with 
the State Tax Department, are guided 
only by the Federal regulations. Time 
and patience are spent in assembling 
the figures for the filing of the Fed- 
eral income tax return due March 15, 
and when the time arrives for the fil- 
ing of the State return, by April 15, a 
number of taxpayers elect to follow 
the line of least. resistance by copying 
the income and deductions reported 
to.the Government and reporting the 
same to the State, with perhaps an 
adjustment for non-allowable deduc- 
tion of State income taxes which may 
be deducted on the Federal return. 

The New York State law, which was 
passed in 1919, follows closely the pro- 
visions of the Federal Income Tax 
law passed in 1913. Samuel C. 
Cooper, a public acountant, states that 
there are a number of differences 
which should be carefully noted in the 
preparation of the State return. 

“The difference in the rate of tax 
is generally known to all who have 
had ocasion to file returns with the 
State,” explains Mr. Cooper. “One of 
the differences which may materially 
benefit taxpayers is not generally 
known, although specifically described 
in the form furnished by the State. 
This ig the difference in the basis used 
in reporting gain or loss from the’ sale 
of ‘property acquired previous to 
March 1, 1913, particularly where prop- 
erty has increased in value between 
March 1, 1913, and January 1, 1919. 

A Fair Market Value. 


“In reporting to the Government the 
basis for the determination of gain for 
property acquired previous to March 
1, 1913, is the cost or fair market value 
at March 1, 1913, whichever is higher, 
with proper adjustment for subsequent 
improvements, capital charges and de- 
preciation. 

“The same rule applies to the de- 
termination of loss. In reporting to 
the State of New York, however, the 
basis for the determination of gain or 
loss is the cost of fair market value 
as of Jan. 1, 1919, whichever is higher, 
or, if disposed of at a loss, its cost or 
fair market value as of Jan. 1, 1919, 
whichever. is lower, with similar ad- 
justment for improvements.

STATE TO AUCTION 
LOTS IN THE BRONX 


Land Office Will Sell Ninety-nine 
Parcels Acquired Through Mort- 
gage Foreclosures. 








The State of New York will offer for 
sale at auction through the Board of 
Commissioners of the Land Office, at 
Borough Hall, 177th Street and Third 
Avenue, Bronx, on Tuesday, April 19, 
at 11 A. M., ninety-nine lots that were 
acquired by the State through the fore- 
closure of United States loan mort- 
gages. These lots are in six different 
groups located on both sides of Olin- 
ville Avenue at Waring Avenue, on 
the west side of Third Avenue, be- 
tween East 179th and East 180th 
Streets, on Tiebout and Valentine Ave- 
nues, south of East 184th Street and 
on both sides of East 182d Street, and 
a single lot with a house at Baker 
Avenue and ‘Garfield Street. 

The State has placed a conservative 
price of $272,000 on these lands. The 
minimum price of these lots varies 
from $250 to $7,600. It is expected that 
more than $400,000 will be realized by 
the State through this sale. 

The lands will be offered for sale at 
not less than the appraised value in 
lots and plots. Ten per cent. of the 
dds price must be paid in cash or 

y certified check at the time and 
place of the sale and the balance with- 
in ten days, at the office of the State 
Engineer, Albany, N. Y. 

Part of these lands were offered for 
sale on March 30, 1926, but were with- 
drawn when it was found that the un- 
paid taxes and assessments had not 
been canceled. This question has been 
taken up by the city and State during 
the past year. All of these lands have 
been entirely cleared of unpaid taxes 
and assessments through the cancella- 
tion of some of them by the city and 
the payment by the State of approx- 
imately $67,000. They will therefore 
be offered forsale free and clear of 
all ‘unpaid taxes and assessments. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 859 of the Laws of 1923, the 
moneys received from the sale of these 
lands will go into the State Park Fund 
and are to be used for the extension 
of the park system of the State.

Plans have been completed for a co- 


operative apartment house at 333 Hast 
Sixty-eighth Street by Fred T. Ley & 
Co., according to an announcement 
yesterday by Douglas J. Elliman & Co. 
The site was purchased recently by 
the builders from William © Sloane 
Coffin, 

The project will. represent a new de- 
parture in this*type of undertaking, 
according to the announcement, It 
was said to be the first practical 
attempt to embody the features of a 
Park Avenue type of cooperative in a 
structure where the low cost of land 
permits low apartment prices. It was 
also described as marking a broaden- 
ing of interests on the part of builders 
and brokers who have heretofore 
largely confined their activities to 
higher-priced operations such as those 
on Park and Fifth Avenues. 

The plot at 333 East Sixty-eighth 
Street has a frontage. of 150 feet fac- 
ing south and is partly opposite St. 
Catherine’s Park, which runs. from 
First Avenue westward half way up 
the block to the Julia Richman High 
School. The erection of this building 
on Sixty-eighth Street so near the 
river is another step in the renaissance 
of the East River section, Sutton 
Place, Beekman Place and Hast End 
Avenue having already become pop- 
ular residential colonies at Fifty- 
seventh, Fifty-first and BHighty-sixth 
Streets respectively. 

The plans for the new building, 
which will be erected by Fred T. Ley 
& Co. provide for apartments of 
four, six and seven rooms, in addition 
to three-room maisonettes, eleven and 
twelve room duplexes and oof apart- 
ments of three, five and six rooms. 
The exceptional size of the’ plot, 150 
feet by 123 feet, has given the archi- 
tects, Van Wart & Wein, an unusual 
opportunity for an exceptional layout. 
Only 54 per cent. of the plot will be 
covered | the building and 83 per 
cent. of all the apartments will have 
southern exposure. The plans provide 
fo: living rooms as large as 28 feet 
iby 15 feet and bedrooms as large as 
20 feet by 12 feet. All bedrooms will 
have adjoining baths, two closets and 
two windows. A unique feature of the 
building will be that four-room 
apartments are provided with two 
baths and a servants’ toilet.

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DISTINCT downward trend in 

building activities throughout 

the United States is now in prog- 

ress, according to the reports 
of building permits issued in 416 cities 
and towns during March. 

About the only large cities of note 
in the country where building activi- 
ties seem to be strongly on the up- 
grade are Chicago, San Francisco, 
Newark, N. J.; Milwaukee, Indian- 
apolis, Portland, Ore.; Buffalo, Provi- 
dence, R. I., and Louisville, al- 
though more building is reported in 
some suburban communities, notably 
Yonkers. New York City suffered a 
loss of nearly $12,000,000 in building 
plans filed in March, compared with 
the same month a year ago, although 
it showed a gain of nearly $2,000,000 
for the quarter. 

According to the National Monthly 
Building Survey of S. W. Straus & 
Co., the 416 cities issued building per- 
mits last month for $380,929,375, com- 
pared with $415,899,078 last March. 
During the first quarter permits is- 
sued in these cities aggregated $888,- 
598,383, compared with $933,717,817 for 
the same quarter in 1926. 

In the twenty-five leading cities of 
the country the loss in March amounted 
to 9% per cent., although the figures 
for the first quarter this year were 
substantially the same as for the same 
period last year. 

Chicago is leading the country in 
volume of building gains. The in- 
crease for the quarter is 35 per cent., 
and for the month of March 40 per 
cent. Other cities where the quarterly 
increase was large were Indianapolis, 
18 per cent.; Louisville, 33 per cent.; 
Milwaukee, 38 per cent.; Portland, 
Ore., 9 per cent.; Newark, N. J., 
21 per cent.; Buffalo, 18 per cent.; 
Yonkers, 34 per cent.; Columbus, Ohio, 
68 per cent., and Providence, 110 per 
cent. 

Of the twenty-five leading cities in 
volume of building fifteen issued less 
permits last month than in the same 
month a year ago. Among the smaller 
cities of the country losses were sus- 
tained almost without exception.

Legislative Commission Is Ex- 
pected to Solve Many Trouble- 
some Problems.

Realty Board Secretary Explains 
Necessity for Revision Adapted 
to Modern.

New York, in speaking of the multi- 
family housing situation in connection 
with the commission created to revise 
the Tenement House law, said yester- 
day: 

“Governor Smith’s signing of the 
measure creating a legislative commis- 
sion for a revision of the Tenement 
House act has given general satisfac- 
tion to all interested in multi-family 
housing and the laws under which they 
are constructed and maintained. 

“The Tenement House law was en- 
acted in 1901 to deal with housing for 
the poorer classes. In 1912 the scope 
was bfoadened by a legal’ decision 
which placed on the same level, so far 
as regulatory requirements were con- 
cerned, the tenement house and the 
apartment house. 

“‘During the period since the law was 
enacted, construction methods have 
greatly changed, and so have living 
conditions. 

“One of the great problems which 
has become more serious in. recent 

ears is that of the ‘converted build- 
ng’—that is, the private house no 
lenger available for its original use, 
but which the owners cannot convert 
economically to multi-family occupancy 
under the rigid requirements of the 
Tenement House law. 

“This has léd not only to waste in 
housing but to many illegal conversions 
growing, however, out of a real de- 
mand for light housekeeping.

Federal Bupgatr'Says There Are 
Possibilities for High-Grade 
Material. 








‘EXPERIMENT HELD IN WEST 





Potential Market. Exists in This 
Country for Carbonized Fuel, 
Bureau Adds. 





The possibility of making a high- 
“grade fuel from the enormous lignite 
deposits of the United States, compris- 
ing nearly one-third of ‘the total solid 
fuel resources of the nation, is demon- 
strated by the Bureau of Mines, using 
a cheap process for carbonizing the 
raw lignite and PT the re- 
sulting char. 

Extensive lignite | fields lie in States 
west of the Mississippi, notably in 
North Dakota, Wyoming, Colorado and 
Téxas; smaller areas occur in several 
other States. The total area of ‘the 
deposits and the total amount of lignite 
inthe various districts are so enormous 
that ‘the potential economic value of 
the deposits is seldom recognized. The 
section of the country which contains 
almost! one-third of the nation’s entire 
coal resources still imports coal. Many 
of*the deposits are-in regions that are 
not thickly settled or well supplied 
with manufacturing industries. 
Lignites, from their peculiar physical 
and chemical characteristics, are low- 
grade fuels and almost every locality 
can get high-grade coal from a dis- 
tance. The proximity of this section 


-| to the Great Lakes, which afford a re- 


latively cheap means of transporting 
fuel from the Eastern coal fields into 
the Northwest, has retarded the de- 


‘| velopment of the full possibilities of 


lignite. The lignites in these areas are 
imperfectly. developed coals. Many 
have a more or less woody structure; 
others are darker, denser, and more 
homogeneous, approaching sub-bitu- 
minous coal. 

The Bureau of Mines approached the 
lignite problem hoping to produce for 
domestic purposes a satisfactory bri- 
quetted fuel with a heating value com- 
parable with that of other good fuels, 
and simultaneously to obtain data re- 
garding the cost of operating, the yield 
and character of the by-product—gas, 
tar and ammonia—obtainable under de- 
finite operating conditions, the ap- 
proximate cost of a unit of suitable 
size for commercial production of such 
fuel, the factors bearing on the de- 
sign of a suitable carbonizer, and other 
pertinent information. The Bureau al- 
so hoped ‘to show the possibility of the 
direct use of the unbriquetted char. 

In studying the problem experiments 
were conducted at Salome, Ariz., Heb- 
ron, N. D., and Grand Forks, N. D. 
Cooperative work was carried on with 
the University of North Dakota and 
with the Lignite Utilization Board of 
Canada. 

Carbonizers commonly used for cok- 
ing bituminous ‘coal are distinctly un- 
suitable for carbonizing lignite. Since 
lignite is a fuel of low calorific value 
which yields. upon distillation a re- 
latively low percentage of char and gas 
of relatively low heating value, and 
since industries depending on lignite 
are not of a size to justify large ex- 
penditure, it was found essential that
